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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 1969: 


The year 1969 proved to be a very busy one for the Board of Selectmen, 
Informal group meetings with the Town Departments, Committees, Com- 
missions and citizens, have continued throughout the year, resulting in better 
cooperation and understanding among all Departments. 


We have continued improving our Street Lighting program throughout 
the town. A recent nationwide study of the Library of Congress found that 
twelve times as many crimes of violence are committed at night as in the 
daytime, and most of these in dimly lit areas. Similar studies indicate that 
well-lighted streets, on the other hand, not only reduce major crimes, but 
also cut down on the number of highway and street accidents. 


The Annual Election of March 8, 1969 broughitt several changes, viz. Mr. L. 
Robert Fisher, Town Auditor, retired after many years of service, and Select- 
men Robert S. Philbrick, did not seek re-election after very ably serving as 
Selectmen for six years. (See picture and article following this report). 


The construction of a new bridge on Bridge Street was completed this 
year, and we wish to take this opportunity to publicly commend Mr. 
Richard M. Hennessey, Highway Surveyor, and members of the Highway 
Department for their excellent workmanship. The funds to cover the cost 
were allocated under Chapter 90 Construction, and having this work done 
by town forces, meant a great savings to the Town. For more detailed in- 
formation, see Highway Department report. 


We are most happy to report the Hallmark Nursing Home opened jts doors 
to the public on February 7, 1969 with facilities to cover 120 beds; also cere- 
monies were held on September 28, 1969 when the Brockton YWCA opened 
their East Bridgewater Branch on the site of the former A. R. Parker Co. 
property on Plymouth Street. 


The East Bridgewater Housing for the Elderly was completed during 
1969 and open house was held on October 26, 1969. All 48 units were quick- 
ly occupied, and many complimentary reports have been received by the 
Board. We appreciate the long hours the Committee spent in completing this 
project, and feel it was a much needed contribution to the housing needs 
of many of our elderly citizens in town.

The new branch complex will be formally dedicated in a special program 
to be held within a few weeks.

The new pool, 75 feet long, 35 feet wide and 9 feet down at the deepest 
end, is entirely enclosed by a custom designed, all translucent permanent 
structure of fiberglass and aluminum by Structures Unlimited, Inc., of Man- 
chester, N. H. 


Heavily insulated sliding glass doors leading out from the pool create 
an appealing indoor-out-door setting, and overhead lighting spans the roof 
so that evening swims will have the same open-air effect. 


Leading from the pool on the building’s lower level are the 117 individual 
dressing compartments, the health club lounge with sauna room, the showers 
and supply areas. The main floor of the complex jouses the function and 
exercise areas where all YWCA special activities will be conducted, a kitchen 
area and the staff offices.

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Housing for the Elderly Dedicated 


Oct. 26, 1969 — The Housing Authority established at the annual town 
meeting on March 7, 1966, became a reality Sunday with the open house and 
dedication taking place at the site just off Central St., on Memorial Drive 
and Riddell Rd., named in memoriam of the deceased member of the orginal 
Authority, William Riddell, formerly of Sherwood Circle. 


There were approximately 150 present to view the apartments which 
were open for inspection and the community building which also houses a 
laundry with automatic washers and dryers. The Rockland Concert Band 
under the direction of Richard Whitmarsh played to the enjoyment of all 
present. 


There were state, county and local officials present and among those were 
all but one member of the East Bridgewater Housing Authority including 
Bertyl V. Johnson, chairman; William Copeland, Jr., Sidney Goldman and 
Eugene Davidson, Alvin Wohlen, executive director, was not able to attend 
because of illness and had to remain at home in bed. Also seen and or heard, 
bringing best wishes personally and from their colleagues were: Rep. Karl 
S. Nordin, Sen. James Burke; Christopher McCarthy of the State Housing 
Authority who brought best wishes of Gov. Sargent; County Commissioner 
and Mrs. George Ridder; Selectmen of East Bridgewater Ralph T. Davidson, 
chairman; Mrs. L. Margaret Mahoney and Robert E. McCarthy. Also present 
were the architects, Halderman & Gorenson and the contractor, Mr. Mag- 
nanti who also furnished refreshments for all present in the community build- 
ing following the dedication. 


The East Bridgewater Housing Authority chairman, Bertyl V. Johnson, 
was appointed by Julian D. Steele, commissioner of the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs. Others members of the original authority in Hast Bridge- 
water were deceased member, William Riddell, Michael Guarino, who had 
resigned because of moving to California and Rev. Robert Hardina now of 
Haston who also resigned but who was master of ceremonies for the day. 


The purpose of these homes has prompted the state to go forward with 
the Housing Program due to 600,000 persons in Massachusetts 65 years of 
age and over, with the number increasing yearly. 


There are presently 210 of these developments for the elderly in the com- 
monwealth now and soon there will be 253 of them with 100 in the planning 
process. The apartments are small but convenient with beautiful birch cabinet 
kitchens with refrigerator and electric range. The kitchen and living dining 
area are in complement with each other, with plenty of light and air. The 
bedroom is a good size with an open porch facing off the bedroom. The bath- 
rooms are large and tiled with three piece unit including the shower and 
tub. The units are all electrically heated, well lighted and airy. The com- 
munity building includes the office for the Executive Director, the laundry, 
a kitchen to serve in a community get-together for the members and a room 
for meetings and affairs. 


The East Bridgewater Housing Authority is administered by local offi- 
cials appointed or elected to the Authority and are responsible within eligi- 
bility requirements as defined by the law, for the selection of the tenants. 
Not all desiring or possibly needing this housing will be selected, as those 
living under the worst housing conditions and of the lowest income will have 
preference. 
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The new housing project for the elderly in East Bridgewater was dedicated 
during ceremonies held at the project, ceremonies included from left, Eugene 
A. Davidson, vice-chairman of Housing Authority; Ralph T. Davidson, Chair- 
man, Board of Selectmen; Bertyl V. Johnson, chairman of Housing Authority; 
William L. Copeland, secretary of Housing Authority, and Sidney H. Gold- 
man, treasurer, Housing Authority, all of Bast Bridgewater.

The year 1969 proved to be a very demanding year for the Police Depart- 
ment, as the preceding report shows. 


The Department consists of the Chief, one (1) Secretary-Clerk-Dispatcher 
and Matron, three (8) permanent Sergeants, six (6) permanent Patrolmen, 
and eight (8) reserve Patrolmen. 


To help increase the efficiency of the department I am requesting monies 
be appropriated to appoint three (8) more permanent Patromen in 1970, to 
supplement the existing permanent force. The most prominent problem facing 
communities today is the use and abuse of drugs by our young people. The 
three additional permanent men I am asking for will allow me to schedule 
full time permanent personnel to the three-shifts, four (4) men per shift, 
three of the four on duty at one given time, and the fourth to work the days 
off of the other three. Also, I will be able to establish the position of Detective 
within the department. The time has come, crime and the drug problem are 
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on a rampage throughout the nation and East Bridgewater is no longer a 
small country town. Drug users and convicted men and women out on bail, 
awaiting trial in Superior Court, are responsible for the greatest percentage 
of house breaks, robberies, etc. The Officer selected to fill the position of De- 
tective will be trained by the State Police and the F.B.I. in Boston, regarding 
the use and abuse of drug's. 


At this point, I would like to remind the citizens of East Bridgewater of 
the importance of reporting anything that might look suspicious to them, to 
the Police Department so that the incident or individual can be checked out 
immediately. “You” could be responsible for preventing a crime. 


During the year 1969 seven officers attended the Spring and Fall Sem- 
esters in Police Science at Massasoit Community College. It has been obvious 
to me that these courses have been a tremendous benefit to the men. Again 
this year I am requesting monies for further education. Please support this 
request. 


I have submitted a special article in the warrant requesting monies be 
raised and appropriated to purchase a Radar and two (2) walkie-talkies, 
This appropriation is subject to 100% reimbursement by the Federal Govern- 
ment, under the Federal Highway Safety Program of 1966. The Town of East 
Bridgewater has filed the necesary application with the proper authorities in 
Boston, requesting financial assistance in this program, I feel that the use of 
Radar, as a timing device to check the speed of motor vehicles using our 
roads, will prove to be a great deterrant in slowing down speeding offenders, 
and possibly curbing our accident rate. 


In 1969 the Department investigated 134 accidents, and three lives were 
snuffed out, because of these unnecessary accidents. The Department, almost 
daily, receives complaints from every section of town regarding speeders. It 
is my intention, if the town purchases this equipment, to set up a program so 
that all sections of the town will benefit from its use. Four officers, and myself, 
have been qualified by the State Police to operate Radar equipment. 


Another special article submitted for the warrant calls for monies to be 
raised and appropriated to purchase and install electronic school zone signal 
signs. This equipment would be installed in the area of the Intermediate 
school on route 18. These signs are automatically timed to come on at a given 
time and to go off at a given time. The time period would be regulated to the 
time periods of the children coming to and going from school. This type of 
installation will also establish a legal school zone at the Intermediate School. 
The legal speed in this area is now 380 MPH, the legal speed would be reduced 
to 20 MPH once the area is properly zoned by the State Department of Public 
Works. This signal consists of a sign 24 inches by 48 inches with two 5 inch 
flashing lights and centered between the lights is the figure 20. The lights 
and figure 20 will flash intermittently during the crossing periods. The State 
DPW engineer has suggested a sign be placed on route 18, North and South 
of the school and on Union St., East and West of Bedford St., route 18. 


The traffic in this particular area has increased during the morning 
and afternoon hours due to Massasoit Community College moving some of 
its classes to West Bridgewater, 
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Chapter 428 of the Acts of 1969 of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
states that the Town ean get this protection for your school children, in 
anticipation of full reimbursement by the State. 


I feel that we can not give our children enough safety protection going 
to and coming from school. 


As Chief of Police, again I wish to express my sincere appreciation to 
all members of the Police Department for their cooperation and for their 
faithfullness in carrying out their duties. Also, to all the other Town Depart- 
ments who have in the past year given of themselves and their equipment 
to come to the assistance of the Police Department. Last, but not least, to 
the wonderful citizens, merchants and organizations who have proven that 


they are wholeheartedly behind law and order and their Police Department. 
Thank you.

To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, 
I hereby submit my report for the year of 1969: 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


All catch basins and culverts were cleaned and checked. Due to exces- 
sive rains and flooding this year, considerable work had to be done on Hobart 
Street. New 24” pipe had to be installed and berms built to carry the water 
to the Pond. Plans are now being made to install more pipe in this area, 
and other places, for flood control this coming year. All roads were swept 
and cleaned periodically, also roadsides were cleaned of rubbish etc. 


SIDEWALKS 


Dean Place sidewalk was completely resurfaced. Central Street side- 
walk was resurfaced from 502 Central Street to 707 Central Street, a dis- 
tance of 1760 feet. Patching was done in other areas 


SEAL COATING 
The following streets were sealed: Cook Street, Morse Avenue, Stevens 
Court, Abbey Lane, West Pond Street, Folsom Avenue, Springer Avenue, 
Batti Avenue, No. Water Street, Ashley Drive, Prospect Street, Kennelworth

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater; 


Herewith is my report for the year ending December 31, 1969. During 
the year the department responded to 173 calls of which 118 were stil) 
alarms, 8 false, 5 aid, 25 auto, 33 dwellings, 101 grass and woods, 9 dump. 
11 investigations, 1 drowning and four lost children. 


Seven hundred and one permits were issued for outdoor fires. Permits 
must be obtained for all outdoor fires; for these permits call the Chief. 


Many of the firemen attended a Fire Service Training and Technical Achie- 
vement in co-operation with the Bureau of Vocational Education Massachu- 
setts Department of Education and Massachusetts Institute of Fire Dept. 
Instructors, in May, in West Bridgewater, and received certificates of merit. 
Two firemen attended evening classes at Massasoit Jr. College, pertaining 
to firefighting. Practice drills were held twice a month throughout the 
year, these drills consisted of instruction on the use of all firefighting equip- 
ment, laying of hose lines, different types of hydrant hook-ups and all phases 
of fighting fires. 


The Chief made routine periodic inspections of all Town owned buildings, 
schools, churches, public and private properties, Westview Rest Home, Hall- 
mark Nursing Home and Homes for the Elderly project. 


Flooded cellars are creating quite a problem for the department. 


The firemen have spent much of their spare time on finishing the upstairs 
quarters of the station. 


Town owned firefighting equipment is listed as follows; 


1 — 1964, 75 foot Aerial Ladder, FWD Tractioneer All Wheel Drive; five 
man cab; carries 450 gallons of water; American Barton Pump; pumps 1750 
gallons per minute; a 3,000 watt AC Generator. 


1 — Evanrude Sportwin, 10hp, one one Duratech Aluminum Boat, Model 
S-16, and one 1960 Cox Trailer, Model CT-1650. 


1 — 1959 Combination Dodge Power Wagon capable of pumping 750 gal- 
lons per minute from a front pump, and a water carrying capacity of 600 
gallons. 


1 — 1956 Maxim Triple Combination Truck capable of pumping 1000 gallons 
per minute, and carrying capacity of 300 gallons of water. 


1 — 1947 Dodge Forest Fire Truck capable of pumping 200 gallons per 
minute and a water carrying capacity of 300 gallons. 


1 — 1941 Seagraves Triple Combination Truck, capable of pumping 500 
gallons per minute, water capacity of 350 gallons. 
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Once again we are requesting the townspeople to approve the appointment 
of full time firemen. The town and the Fire Department has the responsi- 
bility to provide adequate, properly trained men to assure protection of the 
lives and safety of the inhabitants. We need the benefits of round the clock 
immediate response to any fire emergency. 


We have awarded the bid for the chassis of the new Forest Fire Truck, 
to Wally Krueger, and are working on the specifications for the body and 
equipment.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Yo the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


There has been an ever increasing workload on the Tree Department over 
the past several years due to an increase in town population, progress, and 
various co-operative activities. In an effort to cope with his mounting work- 
load and fulfill its obligations to the townspeople and the town for its re- 
quired services, the department has and is using new and modern tree equip- 
ment and methods. Although new and modern equipment, methods, and ex- 
perienced departmental employees have aptly handled the situation over the 
past years it is evident, as predicted in my 1966 Town Report, that another 
permanent employee is needed in the Tree Department for 1970 and the future. 
Therefore, the increase in the 1970 budget, greater than increases in any one 
year for the past several years, is mainly for the employment of an addition- 
al permanent employee. 


The snowstorms of late February and early March of 1969 caused consider- 
able tree damage throughout the town. The Tree Department worked diligent- 
ly during the storms to keep the streets open for plowing and traffic by re- 
moving fallen and overhanging limbs ard trees. Several weeks labor was 
required after the snowstorms to haul away debris and repair damaged 
street trees. 


The department performed one of its major functions during the year, tree 
removal, with a total of 56 trees being removed along town streets. The 
Dutch Elm Disease, though not as prevalent as in past years, but still evident, 
claimed 33 Elms while 23 trees of other varieties were removed for various 
practical and important reasons. There were 33 stumps removed below ground 
during 1969. This was accomplished by a special stump cutting machine hired 
by the department that affords an efficient and economical means of eliminat- 
ae unsightly and sometimes dangerous stumps left from tree removal during 
the year. 


Tree planting, another important departmental function, was carried out 
during the spring and fall. A total of 90 trees were planted with Sugar 
Maple being the predominate species used. A number of Red (Crimson King) 
Maple were also planted and a few Littleleaf Linden, Mountain Ash and 
Flowering Crab. The Tree Department will continue its effort to plant more 
trees each year than have been removed during that vear. 


The relocation of the Town Nursery from its site of Bedford Street to the 
Town Disposal Area was initiated during the late Fall of 1969. This entailed 
the digging, transporting and replanting of Approximately 300 trees of vari- 
ous sizes, The project will hopefully be completed in the Spring of 1970 
with the restocking and rejuvenation of the nursery at its new location. 


The systematic cutting and spraying of brush along the roadside continued 
during 1969 being the 4th year this program has been in operation. Approxi- 
mately 4 miles of heavy brush was cut and herbicides were applied to about 
7% miles of brush that had been cut during the past 2 years. The continu- 
ance of this program should hopefully eliminate all heavy brush along the 
roadsides within the next 2 years. Thereafter brush can be controlled by 
periodic spraying and light cutting. 


Several other important and routine duties kept the Tree Department on 
an active schedule throughout the year. The care of existing trees by pruning, 
cabling, surgery, and feeding; the maintenance of the Town Nursery and 
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Town Forest; repairing and maintaining much of our own equipment; co- 
operative work with other town departments; and performing other miscella- 
neous tasks are all part of the department’s obligation to the townspeople. 


It is with sincerity that I wish to thank my able employees, other town 
departments and officials, and the townspeople for their understanding, co- 
operation, and support in my work during the past year.

The members of the I.D.C. have continued with their bi-monthly meetings 
during 1969. We have also held several special meetings as business required. 
The I.D.C. Brochure is available and has been mailed to prospective industrial 
and commercial accounts. An up-to-date monograph of the East Bridgewater 
community is available and in several cases has been mailed ‘to interested 
parties. 


In an all-out-effort to promote the town industrially, the I.D.C. in 1969 
with the cooperation of the Planning Board, had an additional 400 acres 
zoned for industry. The commission feels that considerable activity has been 
generated in our community. We have seen several industrial and commercial 
enterprises added to the tax rolls. 


Collins Crane and Rigging Service has located a new plant on Spring St, 
Also the I.D.C. is pleased to report that another plant is under construction 
on the Spring Street Complex. The Pemfo Co. started by a local citizen has 
located on Laurel St. Several commercial enterprises have been located in 
available space. 


The I.D.C. has received the cooperation of all town departments and inter- 
ested citizens and wishes to thank them. We will continue to strive to make 
East Bridgewater a better place to live and work in.

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REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department, during the year 1969, performed its usual duties. 
The control of the Dutch Elm Disease, the control of other tree insects and 
diseases, poison ivy and brush spraying and the spraying of hornet and wasp 
nests were the department’s major functions. Tree spraying was kept to a 
minimum because of no major outbreak of any specific tree insect and/or 
disease; and, the controversy on insecticides. 


In a continuing effort to control the Dutch Elm Disease a dormant spray was 
applied to the town’s Elm trees in the spring. This application is made in early 
April to combat the feeding of the Elm Bark Beetle, carrier of this disease. 
This was the third consecutive year this spray has been applied by helicopter. 
This method of dormant Elm spraying will again be utilized next year, using 
a low toxicity insecticide, as it is still the best type of spraying for this sit- 
uation at this time. 


The spraying of brush was carried out, in conjunction with poison ivy con- 
trol, during the summer months. Several miles of roadside brush and poison 
ivy, in various locations of the town, were sprayed. Poison ivy was also 
controlled, where possible, on private property when requested. The constant 
and systematic spraying of brush and poison ivy along many of the town 
roadsides over the past several years is now bringing visual and meaning- 
ful results. This operation will continue in the coming year so that these 
nuisances may be controlled with a minimum of effort in the future. 


Hornets and wasps were a very prevalent nuisance during the summer of 
1969. When the nests of these insects could be located on the immediate 
grounds and/or on the outside of residences and buildings, they were sprayed 
and removed. Homeowners with hornets, wasps, or bees inside homes were 
advised to enlist the services of an exterminator. Although these insects 
are not under the jurisdiction of the Moth Department it felt justified in 
performing this service, when possible, because of their harmful effect on 
children and adults. 


Many areas adjacent to the Matfield River were again plaqued in the spring 
by a tiny, irritating gnat. Although this insect was not under the depart- 
ment’s jurisdiction, the areas effected were sprayed, with the gracious assist- 
ance of a neighboring town,because they became such an overburdening nuis- 
ance to the residents. 


The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project performed its usual mos- 
quito control duties, within the town, of truck fogging during the summer 
and cleaning brooks during the fall and winter. All mosquito problems re- 
ported to the department were referred or forwarded to this project. The de- 
partment has had fine cooperation from the Mosquito Control Project dur- 
ing the year as in the past. 


Many thanks are again due to my workmen, town officials, town depart- 


ae and the townspeople for their understanding and co-operation in my 
work.

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REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY 
MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


In reporting the Project’s activities for 1969, we have been able to continue 
our primary objectives in each town or city. Namely, the reduction of the 
mosquito population at source of breeding. This was accomplished either by 
trenching of breeding areas, or periodic treatment of waters where larvae 
were found. 


As areas are located or reported with an abundance of adult mosquitoes, 
mist spraying or fogging is practical, affording temporary relief in trouble- 
some sections. Foggirg is extremely costly, but an effective weapon against 
the biting mosquito. 


Many breeding areas which require continuous alert control and pre-hatch 
treatment weekly, come under some of the following: municipal sewer areas, 
dumps and disposal areas used by commercial waste pumping concerns, and 
in residential developments where itiefficient septic tanks are leaching into 
streams and ponds. Storm basins are also a continuous breeding source all 
season. As all of these specific places represent breeding of both nuisance 
and vector type mosquitoes, they are the number one priority for each district 
crew leader. 


The excessive rains this fall, coupled with normal] snows and rainfalls dur- 
ing this winter, will in all probability be the cause of an abundance of mos- 
quitoes in the spring. 


Supplementing our larvicide program, hundreds of hours were expended 
fogging and mist blowing to relieve the adult mosquito problem. We also 
are very pleased with the results of our trenching program for this past 
year. Many hours were spent in both preparatory work and actual trenching 
with our backhoe unit. Areas on the Beaver Brook were trenched, as was the 
complex of trenches and streams north of Church Street. This phase of con- 
trol is also very costly, but permanent results are the reward. 


Monies will only allow for very limited aerial applications. Consideration 
of possible harm to our enviroment will always limit us as to areas treated 
and types of insecticides applied. We will also continue to work closely with 
the State Pesticide Board, Health Departments, and Natural Resource inter- 
ests regarding pesticide recommendations. We will also continue our co- 
operation with the Lakeville Field Station, in their most important research 
regarding equine encephalitis. 


Again we wish to thank your town officers for their cooperation, and Mr. 
Dube and your superintendent of highways for their interest and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


At the Annual Town Meeting the Voters approved the purchase of a trailer 
which provided heat, light and toilet facilities for Mr. Cavanagh, Custodian 
of the Disposal Area on Bridge Street. The Board has received considerable 
favorable comment on the excellent work which has been done there, and 
the fine cooperation from our East Bridgewater residents who have secured 
“Resident Permits” which has allowed them use of this area. 


Mr. Dube, Tree Warden is using a portion of the property for the develop- 
ment of a tree nursery where trees are being grown for future use on our 
highways. 


As the air pollution problem becomes more acute and both the State and 
Federal Governments demand that burning be stopped, a new problem arises 
which will necessitate considerable expense to convert to a Sanitary Land 
Fill. As considerable unfavorable comment has been expressed on the con- 
dition of the entrance road into the area, the Board has placed an article in 
the warrant to black-top this road. 


In April a three year contract was executed with Wilfred Prouty for the 
continuation of Garbage Collection. 


On May 8, a Glaucoma Clinic was held, sponsored by the Lions Club, and 
conducted by the Visiting Nurse Association, 193 patients were screened. A 
small number of these people were referred for further examination. Also 
in May a Chest X-Ray Clinic was held at the High School where 303 persons 
were examined. Again on June 7 Dr. George S. Wood, with the assistance of 
the Visiting Nurses, conducted a Rabies Clinic. This, the Board plans, will 
be an annual affair. 


The Matfield River is still a source of trouble to not only the residents 
along it but several times to those some distance away. Our Town Counsel at 
the request of the Board, has made effort to resolve this problem with the 
cooperation of West Bridgewater, without much success. 


Three new large operations have been completed during 1969, in which this 
Board has been involved, namely, Hallmark Nursing Home, Old Age Housing 
and the Y.W.C.A. Also two housing developments, one on Belmont Street 
and one on Bridge Street. 


Many complaints were investigated, most of which have been resolved by 
Mr. Steele and Board Members which include sewage, rubbish removal, dog 
bites, rat problems, housing and plumbing code violations. Several “No Dump- 
ing” signs were posted on isolated areas. Kennel operation on Washington 
Street required investigation and hearings, and the use of an area on Pond 
Street for trailers, camp trailers and summer activities was the source of 
many problems. 


Due to the fact that Medicare and Blue-Cross required a change from 
Voluntary Agency to an Official Agency, the Visiting Nurse Association voted 
to become an “Official Agency” of the Board of Health as of January 1, 1970, 
which means, that although the VNA will still work as an organization, the 
Health Services will be a Board of Health function. 


In February, a letter from the Department of Public Health informed the 
Board that the flourine content of the Town water supply was below the 1.0 
part per million and that steps should be taken to bring it to the proper 
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level. On December 8, a legal notice was printed in the Brockton Enterprise 
as a result of a vote taken at a regular meeting of the Board, when two 
members voted in favor and one opposed, ordering “the upward adjustment of 
the flouride content of the water supply available for domestic use” under 
Chapter III, Section 8c of the General Laws. An Article in the warrant at 
the Annual Town Meeting will request funds for necessary equipment, oper- 
ation and maintenance to activate this order. A petition signed by many 
residents of the Town requesting flouridation encouraged the Board to take 
this action, feeling that it was in the best interest of all concerned, that the 
voters be permitted an opportunity to decide this question. 


The Board was host to the Southeastern Association of Boards of Health 
at Ridder’s in April, when several Town Officials were invited to be present 
to hear discussion on matters of State wide problems. Board members also 
attended other meetings of the Association. 


This Board appreciates the cooperation it has received from all Town 
Departments particularly Ed. Kenneally for the work he has done in remoy- 
ing the animals killed on the highways.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY INSPECTOR 


Control of sewage disposal system installation at all new buildings has 
been made as in past years, this consists of soil tests, inspection of building 
site and adjacent land followed by design of required disposal installation 
and inspection before backfill. Progress inspections are made when indicated. 
Compliance with requirement is assured. Home building and industrial, design 
and inspections made by Agent. 


Repairs to older disposal facilities and complaints are investigated and 
advice given as to correction to provide operative conditions. 


Inspection of eating and drinking establishments are made on quarterly 
basis and bacteria swab counts made of utensils used to serve public. Milk 
and cream analysis is also made on quarterly basis, results of both these 
programs has been most encouraging as to standard maintained. 


Bacteriological analysis of Town water supply, bathing facilities in season, 
Rivers, Brooks and drainage have been made and acted on. In the case of 
river pollution by City of Brockton it revolves as formerly into a legal situ- 
ation. Agent and Board of Health have done all possible as in past years by 
having analysis of River water at various locations at specified times, in- 
vestigation at Brockton Treatment Plant and all action necessary to pinpoint 
cause and try to get correction by legal means. It is only by cooperative 
action of Selectmen and Board of Health in conjunction with these same 
Boards from West Bridgewater that we got action from previous Attorney 
General which resulted in City of Brockton building present Treatment Plant. 
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This facility is not over loaded by regular sewage and should not be in for- 
seeable future, the cause of existing pollution is caused by industrial waste 
which prevents proper treatment of regular sewage, also River receiving 
treated effluent from Treatment facility is more polluted upstream of outfall 
uhan the effluent discharged. Legal action taken with industry as required, 
can correct this very bad condition. The legal action should be taken by City 
of Brockton, if not done Attorney General’s Office should resolve. Governor 
has Committee to study water pollution problems as well as State Department 
of Natural Resources through Water Pollution Control Agency. Pollution of 
waterways takes place before entering this Town in all cases.

The members of the Park Department met the fourth Monday of each 
month at 7:30 P.M. at the Town Offices. All members were present at each 
and every meeting. 


Strong’s Field is one of the most active areas in the town and in the future 
it, will be even more so. With this in view the field was surveyed during the 
past year and permanent boundaries were installed. A new press box was 
built on the field and the present flag pole was repainted. In the spring we 
plan to regrade and reseed the field, therefore provide a better playing surf- 
ace. We hope to make this one of the best playing fields in the area. 


The Park Department has worked to maintain and improve this facility 
as well as the Little League Field and the Memorial Park. Maintenance in- 
cludes cleaning and mowing, painting the bleachers at Strong’s Field, and 
painting the flag poles at Strong’s Field and Memorial Park.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The 85th annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library is here- 
with presented: 


Looking backward to see how we should go forward is the business of 
this report. Because we believe progress to be truly progressive must be 
cognizant of past accomplishments — either their reinforcement — their 
modification or — their abandonment, we welcome the annual report. This year 
has been a noteworthy case in point. The relationship of the library to com- 
munity life is evidence in the complexity of the problems which face them 
both. Namely, in numbers served, new services required, and establishment 
of priorities within the practical financial framework, the library plays its 
role as an important town department. 


Last year’s report was explicit in describing the organization of the town 
library system. The advantages of such a system were enumerated. Basically 
they were ones of economy and efficiency. Changes in philosophy regarding 
school library functions resulting in their establishment as Learning Resource 
Centers (which is a combining of all print and non-print instructional ma- 
terials within the library) have resulted in new responsibilities for school 
librarians. Our circulation in the first three full months of the 1969-1970 
school year shows an increase of 9,000 over that of 1968-1969. Some of this 
is non-book material circulating through the libraries. In May 1969 the four 
school librarians requested reconsideration of their professional responsibili- 
ties and their salary status. Viewing the total involvement of the school li- 
brarians in the entire curriculum and the discrepancies between salaries paid 
school librarians in East Bridgewater from the public library budget and 
those paid school librarians in all neighboring towns from the school depart- 
ment budget, the Board of Library Trustees and I felt this to be a justifiable 
request. A joint meeting of the Board of Trustees and the School Committee 
showed that both boards wished to make an effort to maintain the systems 
approach to library service in East Bridgewater. Library literature is increas- 
ingly recommending it. The Massachusetts Department of Education through 
the Bureau of Library Extension says that neither the school nor the public 
library alone can provide the quality and quantity of material necessary to 
serve all the demands of the curriculum and the community. For the success 
of such a program, careful attention must be given to the special needs of 
both kinds of library — the school and the public. 


Originally in the plans of the U. S. Department of Education 1970 was 
to have been the final year of the first five year plan of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act — Title II. The purpose of this title was to initiate 
or improve school libraries. In East Bridgewater for the past four years this 
money has represented approximately one half of the print and non-print 
budget figure in school libraries budgets. In our fifth year plan we had allo- 
acted a proportionally large amount to update the reference collection at the 
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high school, purchase all books starred in Children’s Catalogue for Central 
School, and divide the remainder between the other two libraries to bring 
their collection closer to numerical standards. In October we were informed 
by the Massachusetts Library Bureau that we were to plan on no Title II 
money. This is a serious set back to our school library program. 


Strengthening public library service was a major concentration in 1969. 
The Eastern Massachusetts Regional System has contributed greatly to in- 
creased use of the inter-library loan system, Dealing with the sub-regional 
library at Taunton as a first resource and then with the Boston Public Library, 
patrons have been receiving their requested books from within twenty-four 
hours to two months. At present the local library has over three hundred 
titles from the Eastern Regional Bookmobile for regular circulation. These 
books are borrowed from the regional bookmobile but are circulated under the 
borrowing policies of the local library. There are 18 patrons who have secured 
Boston Public Library cards free of charge because of reciprocal borrowing 
now in effect between some libraries of the region, Boston being one. In the 
town we have established a collection at the Hallmark Nursing Home, and as 
soon as the community house at the Housing Project is completed, we intend 
to do the same there. Our picture loaning collection has become one of the 
most popular services. Our collection of commercial prints has been aug- 
mented by the loan of original works by Elizabeth Babbitt, Rita McCarthy 
and Ralph Jacobsen. All of these artists have had exhibits at the library 
during the year. Mr. Ronald Wilson also exhibited enameling on copper for 
the final exhibit of the year. Our traditional programs of a winter lecture 
series, Christmas Open House, National Library Week celebration, Children 
Book Week activities continue to serve as show cases of the library’s service. 


In the Children’s Room for the first time in thirty years we were able 
to concentrate on what the needs of a collection for children in a public 
library should be. We were fortunate that Mrs. Joan S. Leland, an outstand- 
ing children’s librarian, was free to come to us on a half time basis. Assisted 
by Mrs. Marion Hornstra, a former teacher, Mrs, Leland has developed new 
programs, continues a program of weeding obsolete and substandard ma- 
terials, and selects replacement. There are now two sessions of the pre-school 
story hour, every other Thursday, and on the alternating Thursday there is 
a kindergarten story hour and one for the Head Start class. For the first 
time a Family Film Series was presented on Friday nights this fall with a 
second series scheduled for early spring. The Du Kane viewer, an audio 
filmstrip machine, is much used by librarians and children. Additional paint- 
ing, window curtains, shelf dividers and new seating have improved the 
appearance of the room. 


In looking forward to next year it is evident that we shall require exterior 
repairs to the building. The problem of parking is an ever present source 
of irritation to all and is a limiting factor to public use of the building. As 
this is a mutual problem of the library and the Intermediate School, it is 
hoped that it may be mutually solved. A major expense for next year will 


be the purchase of more catalog drawer space for both adult and juvenile 
libraries. 
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During the year we have had the following change in personnel: Miss 
Diane Baggia, who had been our junior desk assistant, left to be married and 
Mrs. Elaine Broman resigned. We feel the poorer to be without the services of 
two such valued colleagues. Mrs. Broman had been a member of the staff for 
ten years and had in-depth knowledge of our system and vast adaptability for 
the various duties she performed. Beyond this it was a good year for the 
library from many points of view and we sense understanding on the part 
of our patrons of the problems, present and future. It was a year when the 
policy making boards of both school and library departments met to solve 
mutual problems. The staff, at all levels, continues to present the library 
picture enthusiastically and professionally. Various town organizations and 
departments continue to support our work of community involvement. Indi- 
viduals use library books and programs for memorial donations. Two hundred 
and thirty-one French books were presented to us by Mrs. Russell Townes 
from the library of her aunt, Helen Huebner. The Board of Library Trustees 
expresses its knowledge of library problems by the adoption of liberal policies 
which allow the utilization of all avenues for growth. We are grateful to all 
friends of the library and hope they will continue to support us as we strive 
to improve the collection and services.

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REPORT OF THE 
PERSONNEL RELATIONS REVIEW BOARD 


To: the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The third annual report of the Personnel Relations Review Board is here- 
with presented: 


Keeping before them the objective of providing a standard by which the 
town and the town employees may know what to anticipate for working con- 
ditions and wages the Personnel Relations Review Board has met with all 
department heads during the past year. Using the Sumner D. Charm report 
as its basis source of recommendations plus the action of the town meeting 
of 1969, the board and department heads have made recommendations to the 
finance board. Since the matters of sick leave and vacation periods have un- 
der its aegis already become town law and since the labor force received an 
increase slightly in excess of the Charm Report recommendation in 1969, the 
major attention has been to the clerical force serving the town departments. 


Governed by job descriptions signed by the employees, the length of em- 
ployment, the grid provided in the Charm Report, now two years old, it was 
the unanimous decision of the Personnel Relations Review Board to place 
all employees on their proper step on the grid. Since this was done on De- 
cember 6, 1969 no final determination has yet been made concerning its im- 
plementation. 


As next year’s project of the Board is to publish and distribute to the 
townspeople a statement recommended for adoption at the town meeting of 
1971 which will include past by-laws of the town regarding personnel and a 
proposed plan for future salary programs.

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REPORT OF THE PERMANENT 
SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


The Permanent School Building Needs Committee met at the request of 
the Superintendent of Schools to discuss the problem of increasing enrollment 
in the schools, as well as the need for a kindergarten by 1973, as required by 
state law. 


Appearing before the Committee at these meetings were Supt. Goldman, 
Assistant Superintendent Gordon W. Mitchell, High School Principal Edward 
J. Meaney, Jr. High School Principal John C. Collins and Intermediate School 
Principal David R. Condron. 


Information developed through discussion with the school administrators, 
indicated that there will be a shortage of rooms in the high school in the very 
near future, to become critical by 1973. Figures used in this projection do not 
take into consideration any large housing development in town, but is based 
only on pupil population presently in the school system, with classes below 
the high school level much larger than those now in the high school. 


The Supt. presented a plan to build an addition to the present high school 
building and bring grade nine to the high school building from the junior 
high school, making it a four year high school. The junior high school would 
then house grades 6, 7 and 8, the Intermediate School would house grades 4 
and 5 and the Central School grades 1, 2 and 8. This would leave rooms avail- 
able at the Central School to house the required kindergarten. 


Based on information supplied by the school administrators on the needs 
of the school system, the Permanent School Building Needs Committee voted 
to put an article in the warrant for the March 1970 town meeting to set up 
a committee to bring in plans for an addition to the high school building.

PLYMOUTH COUNTY AID TO AGRICULTURE 


(Plymouth County Extension Service)

The office of the Plymouth County Extension Service is located in the 
former nurses’ home of the Plymouth County Hospital, High Street, Hanson, 
and can be reached by ecallitig 293-3541 or 447-5946. 


Our legal title is Plymouth County Aid to Agriculture, but we are better 
known as the Plymouth County Extension Service or the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service. Funds from three levels of government - county, state and feder- 
al support the Extension Program and that’s why it is called “Cooperative” 
Extension Service. We are also known as the Educational Arm of the U.S. 
D.A., which indicates that our work is in the field of education. 


Staff members have access to resources at the University of Massachusetts 
and the U.S.D.A., which aids them in conducting their various programs. 


4-H Club Work has much to offer young people between 9-19 years of age 
in the broad areas of Careers, Citizenship, Clothing, Conservation, Crafts, 
Foods, Animal and Plant Science, Recreation, Science and Junior Leadership. 


The 4-H Club Agents coordinate the efforts of the 4-H Club Leaders, Par- 
ents, 4-H Town Committees, Civic organizations and others in offering to the 
young people of Plymouth County an excellent Program of Club Meetings, 
Local and Regional Activities and Special Programs pertaining to the above- 
mentioned list of areas of interest. 


Programs conducted by the Extension Home Economics for families in the 
county are in the field of Consumer Education, Human Relations and Human 
Development, Management, Nutrition, Leadership Development and Home- 
making Techniques. The Home Econuiics also cooperate with other organiz- 
ations by teaching or coordinating educational programs for homemakers in 
underpriviledged families, including those in low-income housing devlopments 
and the elderly. 


This year, at the request of the U.S.D.A., the Extension Home Economists 
have developed a special Nutrition Program for low-income families in Brock- 
ton, which will eventually include the towns in Plymouth County. 


The Regional Agricultural Specialists who have specific agricultural com- 
modity responsibilities (i.e. Dairy and Livestock; Fruit and Vegetables; Flor- 
iculture; Nurseries; Poultry and Turkey) service the commercial farmers in 
the Southeast Extension Region consisting of Barnstable—Bristol—Norfolk 
and Plymouth Counties. 
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Other Regional Specialists are cooperating with local and regional groups 
interested in land - air - and water resource development.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


While the past year has not been marked by the acquisition of conservation 
land, the Commission has been busy following leads, finishing paper-work 
required by the State, drafting maps of wetlands, and discussing plans that 
is the prelude to action. The monthly meetings of the Commission have 
been well attended. All of the members have from time to time taken trips 
about town to examine the site of a proposed project. 


Several small tracts of land have been considered for conservation pur- 
poses, two as gifts to the town which will extend the potential of the Town 
Forest, one which would serve as a scenic picnic or rest area and a few 
others at present listed as tax delinquent. 


We are working on a file of town owned land as well as land for rec- 
reation and open space, its acreage, location, boundaries and usage as re- 
quired by Chapter 40, Section 8-C of Massachusetts General Laws. We have 
also supplemented our general conservation plan for the acceptance of the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources, a necessity in order to 
apply for state or federal funds. 


At the request of the Commission the State Access Board voted June 3, 
1969 to approve the purchase of approximately 390 feet of shoreline on 
the north side of Robin’s Pond for a boat ramp and parking area for fisher- 
men. The Commission is at present striving for a higher construction priority, 
but the demands upon the Board are many. 


When the Commission learned that the bridge over the Satucket River at 
Bridge Street was to be rebuilt, we consulted with Highway Supervisor, 
Richard Hennessey, asking that a canoe launching and parking area be in- 
cluded. He cheerfully assented. Added street width provides parking and 
a strip of black top to the river allows canoe access. 


Much thought and discussion has been given to the town’s best interest 
as to the disposal of one of the largest tracts of open space long known 
as the Leland Farm. Should it be allowed to fall into the hands of a land 
development company or should the town purchase its 171 acres and hold 
it for the future needs of its citizens? The Commission feels that it would 
be remiss did it not point to the inevitable huge yearly increase of school 
expense should a two hundred housing unit be built on this land. This 
question is a matter for the voters to settle and so has been entered as 
an article in the town warrant. 


The Commission lost the valuable services of its Treasurer, Richard H. 
Perkins, who has occupied that office since its inception. Mrs. Mabel Van- 
Ummersen was elected to the position. Carlton N. Smith of South Street 
was appointed to take Mr. Perkin’s place on the Commission, 
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We are most grateful for assistance and encouragement from the Select- 
men and other town officers.

The E.B.P.H.N.A. is a certified home health agency and as such may 
receive, for nursing service in the home, payment from Medicare, Blue Cross 
and other insurance companies. For those patients who are not eligible for 
Medicare or other insurances, a fee of $6.00 a visit is charged, although, in 
many circumstances, the fee may be adjusted. All Health Education visits are 
free of charge. 


A program of health education is carried on for the entire community. 
Health supervision visits are made to all mothers and new babies and pre- 
school children. 
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Physio Therapy — Speech Therapy — O.T. Therapy services are con- 
tracted through our Easter Seals Society and their charge is $12.00 per visit 
with an added charge for evaluation. 


Homemaker Service is available at $2.50 per hour through our agency 
from Brockton Homemaker Service.

To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


During the past year, the question asked most frequently was “How 
is ‘Southeastern’ doing”? The questions refer, of course to the Southeastern 
Regional Vocational Technical School which opened in the fall of 1967. 


My answer invariably has been “good!” for during the three years of 
operation, enrollment in the day school has increased each year. But, more 
important—parents keep telling me how “Southeastern” is the right school 
for their boy or girl. When parents are satisfied and students for the most 
part are happy and contented; then my answer “good” is correct for the 
question—‘‘How is Southeastern doing?”

Now the School Committee is aware of this situation—the school was 
built for approximately 900 students and in 1969 over 900 applications were 
received. This indicates the interest of the young people in the school district 
for the training that the school offers. And it also indicates that the school 
facilities should be enlarged to meet the needs of the young people. 


The School Committee will be discussing and studying in detail, this 


year (1970), expansion plans, for the sooner a definite decision is made, 
the better. 


The physical education program presents ample opportunity for students 
to participate in the intramural activities, as well as varsity-junior varsity 
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and school teams in the major sports. Our varsity teams now compete in 
leagues newly organized, and will, hopefully and given time, reach champion- 
ship form. 


Parents, who wish information about the school and the courses it offers, 
can contact our East Bridgewater Director of Guidance, Mrs. Jean Bumgard- 
ner or Mr, Kenneth Custy—-Head, Guidance Dept., Southeastern Regional 
Vocational-Technical School, Foundry Street, South Easton, Massachusetts.

Your Treasurer is pleased to report that it was possible to keep the 
amount of money borrowed in Anticipation of Tax Revenue at the same 
level as the previous year, namely $1,000,000. A drastic rise in interest rates, 
however, increased the cost of borrowing. The average rate paid on our 
Tax Anticipation Notes in 1968 was 2.95%. In 1969, the average rate rose 
to 5.16%. To save as much as possible, the Treasurer borrowed in installments 
of $200,000 each. 


The first $200,000 was borrowed from the Bristol County Trust Company 
on February 7, 1969 at 4.03%. The second from Capitol Bank and Trust 
Company on March 28, 1969 at 4.11%. The third from Norfolk County Trust 
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Company on May 14, 1969 at 4.19%. The fourth from First National Bank of 
Boston on July 7, 1969 at 6.1894. The last $200000 was borrowed on July 30, 
1969 from two banks—$100,000 from Capitol Bank and Trust Company at 6.24% 
nd $100,000 from the Plymouth Home National Bank at 6.25%. 


There was an average of nine bids each time that we borrowed, which 
is an indication of the interest and good credit prevailing in the banks 
toward the Town. 


There was one bond issue in 1969 — as authorized at the Annual Town 
Meeting held March 10, 1969. The sale of these bonds brought six bids. The 
low bid by the National Shawmut Bank of Boston, was 6.10%. This bond 
issue is to be repaid at the rate of $30,0000 a year for four years, and $25,000 
a year for six years. The final payment will be made in 1979. 


The Treasurer delayed the sale of the above authorized bonds hoping that 
the extremely high interest rates prevailing early in the year would decline 
later on, which they did to some extent. To meet incurred indebtedness, he 
borrowed $100,000 on a short term Bond Revenue Anticipation Note from "the 
Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company at a rate of 6.09%. This note was 
paid off on October 31, 1969. 


The detailed report of the receipts and disbursements, Public Trust Funds, 
Investments, Maturing Debts and Interest and Bond indebtedness appears 
in the Auditor’s Report.

ATHLETIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Athletic Development Committee in 1969 has again had an active 
and most productive year. The final development plan was accepted and 
presented the last annual town meeting in the form of a three dimensional 
scale model and handout sheets showing the plan and summarizing the 
financial details of the project. 


During the year the first visual effort of developing the project occurred 
with the basic grading of an area that will contain two softball little league 
fields and a practice football field. The completion of this project was halted 
when our area received nearly three weeks of rain which caused a delay 
in finishing the grading and seeding. However, the seeding of this area has 
been contracted for and will be completed at the earliest possible date in 
the spring. 


It is hoped that this area will reduce the pressure of activities on Strongs 
Field so that Strongs Field may be rejuvenated to its former excellent con- 
dition. 


The Committee was again fortunate +o receive assisstance in stump and 
fill removel from the National Guard through the efforts of American Legion 
Post 91. The Committee also wishes to express its appreciation to the Water 
Department and the Highway Department for their efforts in assissting in 
the completion of our first action project and to the School Committee for 
its continued encouragement and financial backing. 


It is again hoped that if any group is interested in dicussing the pfan on 
the efforts of the Committee that they will contact any committee member to 
make arrangements for a presentation. 


The committee hopes that this first project is only a beginning in work- 
ing towards completion of the entire athletic complex and is therefore look- 
ing forward to the support of the entire community.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We submit the annual report of the Hast Bridgewater Water Department, 
for the year ending December 31, 1969. 


Fourteen thousand and fifty feet of new water mains have been com- 
pleted this past year as follows; on Crescent Street, from the corner of 
Crescent and Washington to the corner of Crescent and Cedar Street is now 
being supplied with water from new mains also completed this year. New 
pipe has been installed on Winter Street, all the way to the Brockton line. 
An article will be in this years warrant, by petition, for water mains on 
Winter Street, southward to the Whitman line, which will complete Winter 
Street. 


There were forty-four new services installed and seven renewals. We also 
serviced two hundred and ninety-five hydrants. 


Test borings for possible new well sites are being continued and one has 
been located off Washington Street, near the old Petrino sand and gravel 
pit. It has been tested and was found to pave a capacity of approximately 
one half million gallons per day and to be of very good quality. An article 
has been inserted in the warrant for four thousand dollars to begin proceed- 
ings to acquire the necessary land for a well which we feel will be needed 
in the very near future. This new well site is approximately seven hundred 
and fifty feet from existing twelve inch supply main on Washington Street, 
which comes from our number one well. 


The number two pumping station has been built and pump and related 
machinery are being installed as of this date. This new well should be 
Supplying us with water by the end of February. The capacity of this new 
well has turned out better than was expected and should help to take the 
load away from our main source of supply. 


The rapid growth of the town has increased water consumption over and 
above estimates available. Also the Brockton Edison Company’s use of water 
for cooling, a new rest home, housing fur the elderly, a new school, expan- 
sion at the Foxboro Company, and Woodard and Wright Company, who are 
now using plastics instead of wood in the manufacturing of lasts. 


The board has met with representatives of a meter company and are re- 
viewing the feasibility and costs of a semi-automatic meter system which is 
a vast improvement over our present system. Meters would be read from 
the outside and the reader would never have to enter a home with this type 
of installation. The cost is not much greater than the cost of our present 
meter and the meters that we now have can be changed over easily and 
economically. The installation is not difficult and can be done by our own 
department, so this would not require an outside contractor. 
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The purchase of a new backhoe is planned and of course the old one will 
be traded in. This backhoe is used by all departments of the town, when 
and if needed. The replacement of the mains on Stevens Court will be under- 
taken by our department and the board has plans for more of this type 
of work in the future. 


The board was faced with many problems this year that were not antici- 
pated, strikes in private industries slowed down completion dates on some 
of our projects. Our main well supplied the town with adequate water 
supply but the controls that regulate the pump output went awry and it 
became necessary to curtail use of the water during the time of year 
when the demand was at it’s peak. This system has since been upgraded 
and the coming year should not be as trying as the past year. Our number 
two well should help alleviate this problem for the time being, but the 
Board feels that another well is a must in the town’s future. 


The roadway leading into well site number two will be named “John J. 
Clarity Drive,” as a memorial to the late John J. Clarity, who served on the 
board for many years. 


The Commissioners would like to thank the citizens for their patience 
and cooperation this past summer when restrictions were requested, as well 
as all town departments, officials, and the members of our own department.

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GROUNDWATER SUPPLIES 


Finding a groundwater supply is both an art and a science. The initial 
search for possible well sites is based on judgement, experience and a know- 
ledge of the geology of the area. Two considerations become important in 
evaluating a potential groundwater site — quantity and quality. Subsurface 
water can be found in nearly any area but in most cases, extracting a suf- 
ficient quantity for a municipal supply is nearly impossible. Some soil, such 
as sand and gravel yield water fairly readily while others such as clay or silt 
yield relatively low quantities. 


When water is withdrawn from an aquifer the water table in the area 
of the well lowers in proportion to the permeability of the soil, i.e. the rela- 
tive ease with which the water passes through the watery bearing stratum. At a 
given flow rate from a well the water table in the ground will stabilize at 
a minimum level and this rate is defined as the safe yield of the well. 


The first step searching for a supply is to isolate the general areas to 
be tested. These areas are determined from geological observations and 
past experience with similar conditions. The second step is to bore or drill a 
series of 21% inch diameter pipes into the ground to the depth of refusal 
or bedrock. At the end of these pipes are small screens that permit water 
to be pumped from the ground. When a potential groundwater area is 
found the pipe is cleaned and surged and then pumped at a sufficient rate 
to give a measureable drawdown. The approximate specific yield of the 
ground is then calculated by dividing the gallons per minute pumped by the 
distance the water level dropped in feet. This specific yield along with the 
samples of soil taken are then analyzed and if the site appears feasible the 
next step — a prolonged pumping test is undertaken. 


The prolonged pumping test must be conducted to substantiate the ap- 
proximated yield determined from the single 2-%-inch boring. To conduct 
this test either a single 8-inch pipe or a group of 8 to 10 closely spaced 24-inch 
wells are driven at the site. The water is then pumped from the ground at a 
rate that will produce either a high drawdown or sufficient quantity. Pump- 
ing is conducted until the water level about the well stabilizes. This data can 
can then be converted to design parameters for the final well installation. 


Both gravel packed wells and tubular well fields have been used for mu- 
nicipal supplies. In a location where the water does not readily flow through 
the soil a tubular well field will distribute the withdrawl over a large area. 
With a soil of high permeability a gravel packed well is better since initial 
construction is easier and better protection of the well can be provided. How- 
ever, each type of well has its advantages depending on soil conditions. 


Throughout the testing period water samples are routinely taken and 
analyzed by either private testing laboratories or the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Before any site can be developed into a groundwater 
supply three criteria must be met. The water must be of adequate quantity 
as well as quality and sufficient land protection must be provided around 
the well. 


The new well nearly complete adjacent to Cedar Street is 45-feet deep 
and will produce about 350 gallons per minute. The water flows into the well 
through five-feet of well screen and is then pumped to the consumer through 
a 40 horsepower turbine pump. The construction of this second well is an- 
other step in meeting the growing water requirements of the Town of East 
Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF VETERANS’ 
SERVICES AND VETERANS’ AGENT 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND THE CITIZENS OF EAST BRIDGEWATER 


The year 1969 was one of the busiest for the Department of Veterans Ser- 
vices since the end of WWII. With more and more of the Vietnam veterans 
being discharged and seeking service for their benefits both State and Fed- 
eral, our Dept. has been pressed to the limit to provide prompt and adequate 
service. 


In addition we sufferred a loss in our Department when Mrs. Idamaye 
MacNeill, the office secretary, left us to move to California. Though we regret 
this loss we wish Idamaye well jn her new home and State. She did a wonder- 
ful job the three years she worked for the Department. 


This position was hard to fill due to the low salary being paid for the 
position. Several who were interested would not take the position when they 
learned of the low salary. I was extremely fortunate in getting Mrs. Con- 
stance Boni who had fifteen years of previous experience, to take the position 
with the understanding that a substantial increase in the salary would be 
recommended for 1970. Mrs. Boni due to her experience has been doing a 
tremendous job for us. She came on the job with a back log of over six 
weeks of paper work to be caught up on and with her willingness to work 
over time, the back log has been caught up with. 


However, due to the large increase in claims both state and Federal for 
our veterans and their dependents, more than $80,000 has been awarded to our 
veterans and their dependents during 1969. More than 542 State Bonus ap- 
plications alone for the Vietnam veterans has been filed by our office. State 
Treasurer Robert Crane sent a letter of commendation to our office for the 
manner in which these claims were handled. 


I am happy to report that due to large number of successful Federal 
claims we filed on behalf of our veterans and their dependents, we were able 
to complete the year within our budget. A substantial amount will be re- 
turned to the Town this year, along with a 50% re-imbursement of all ac- 
tual expenditures made from the Veterans Benefits account. Due to the 
large demand for service we had to request a small transfer for office supplies 
account and have recommended an increase in this account for 1970 as we 
need two new filing cabinets to properly run our Office. 


Once again I wish to thank all those who have cooperated with our 
Dept. during the year and in particular the School Dept., the Town Clerk 
George Frahar and Mrs. Powers and the members of the local housing 
authority and their chairman Mr. Bert Johnson. 
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Our office is open from 9:00 A. M. to 4:30 P. M. Monday thru Friday and 
Wednesday evenings from 7:00 P. M. to 10:00 P. M. Telephone 378-2581. 


We stand ready and willing at all times to service and advise all of our 
veterans and their dependents in any of their needs.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This year it is with a dual sense of challenge that the annual report of 
the East Bridgewater School Committee is herewith submitted. 


First is the challenge that the members of your committee have willingly 
accepted: that of providing the best possible education for each of your 
children—for whether you are the parent of a school-aged child or not, the 
education of every child is the factor on which our future success as a society 
will depend. 


In order to meet this complex challenge your committee has spent count- 
less and lengthy meetings on various facets of our educational system. Jn this 
regard your chairman wishes to thank publicly all members of the committee 
on behalf of the townspeople for their dedication in devoting far more time 
than the two regular meetings per month would suggest; but rather, meeting 
two or three times per week during the budget and negotiations months of 
September through January. 


After four years of collective bargaining both school committees and 
teachers’ organizations are growing more capable in, and more comfortable 
with, negotiations. Nevertheless, the bargaining process takes the major 
portion of the fall and winter work time of the committee. An obvious solu- 
tion to this problem, as chosen by some school committees, would be the 
hiring of a professional negotiator to represent the Town. Your committee 
believes, however, that to choose this course would be to relegate many of 
the vital decisions of local education to one who knows neither the desires 
and needs of the community, nor its ability to support its schools; and 
further, one who would escape the responsibility of implementing and over- 
seeing the implementation of contractual provisions. 


So, for the foreseeable future, your committee will conduct negotiations on 
its own behalf, relying on diligence, the valuable advice of the Superintendent 
of Schools assistance provided by the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees, and the responsibility and professionalism of the East Bridge- 
water Teachers’ Association, in the hope of making collective bargaining a 
constructive tool to be employed in the constant betterment of local education. 
All of these factors are outweighed however, by one, with which the com- 
mittee can function as a powerful force for educational progress, and with- 
out which our entire school system cannot help but deteriorate. This over- 
riding factor is the trust and confidence which the citizens of East 
Bridgewater must have in its School Committee. We ask only that the 
townspeople realize that at all times our actions in negotiations, and in all 
other matters, are taken only after careful deliberation, and always in what 
we honestly believe to be the best interest of the Town and its children. 
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While we are learning to use negotiations to improve our schools, we must, 
nevertheless, express our regret that so much time must be devoted to this 
process, and that the negotiators of the Teachers’ Association must 
further tax their energies, which we should prefer to see totally given to 
their teaching duties, now that the Association bargains on behalf of the 
teachers, supervisors, directors, special instructional personnel, coaches, 
advisors, principals, assistant principals, secretaries, custodians, cafeteria 
workers and managers, and nurses. 


A matter of paramount concern to the committee, and of course to the 
community, is the school department budget. As the budget approaches two 
million dollars, no taxpayer needs to be reminded that he bears an ever- 
increasing financial burden which rapidly approaches the confiscatory level 
of taxation. Yet we can see no end to this escalation. Even if we did nothing 
more than offer the same services to the same number of students, due to 
economic factors beyond our control, the cost would be greater with each 
succeeding year. Moreover, this fact is compounded greatly by the demand 
for additional services to meet the needs of contemporary education, while 
in addition, the constantly increasing school population magnifies the cost 
factor. By way of illustration regarding population, a scant ten years ago 
our graduating classes were still under 100 students, whereas our present 
middle grades well exceed 200. 


An additional situation which the committee views ‘with alarm is the 
reduction of federal funds for education in the face of a dire need for such 
monies. The National Education Association reports that the federal gov- 
ernment spent 26 million dollars less for 1969-1970 school aid than in the 
previous year, which was also similarly less than the year before that. 


While the committee anticipates the legitimate protests of the taxpayers 
regarding an ever-increasing budget, it also appeals to each and every citizen 
to demand of the State and Federal governments radical assessment of the 
financial plight of local school districts, for it is only at these levels that 
sutficiently broad tax bases to support education can be found. It is an 
historical fact that our present system of financing education through prop- 
erty taxes dates back to a time when a man’s wealth was measured by his 
real estate holdings, whereas in today’s society one’s assets are more ac- 
curately determined by financial holdings—the taxes on which are of no 
aid in the local funding of the schools. To perpetuate this system of financing 
education primarily through local taxation is to invite fiscal disaster. 


As examples of how the cutback in federal spending effects the local 
budget, the following are noted. As of the coming year money will no longer 
be provided under Elementary and Secondary Education Act, Title II. This 
morey formerly used to purchase school library books must now be replaced 
at the local level. The federally-funded Project Contemporary Competi- 
tiveness, offering computer services and summer enrichment programs, will 
soon be deprived of government funds, forcing the local communities involved 
to pick up the total budget on a shared basis. And of course the reduction 
in available monies makes it more and more difficult for school districts to 
obtain funds for valuable, innovative, new programs. 
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Therefore the combined factors of inflation, expanded educational programs 
to meet the needs of our children, growing school population, the cutback 
in federal funds, and the lack of new formula for financial assistance to 
local school districts amplify each other to make the financial picture nearly 
intolerable. Until such time as new aid is made available, the committee 
hopes that all townspeople will see, as we do, our children’s education as a 
necessity of life—no less important than proper food and medical care—for 
without the former the child will be unable to provide himself with the 
latter as an adult. 


We ask the taxpayers to realize, as we do, the outstanding work of 
Superintendent Goldman in obtaining every possible penny in available state 
and federal funds. The committee is deeply appreciative of his untiring 
efforts in this regard. 


As a final note on the matter of the school budget, the committee has 
undertaken a program to fully-inform the community on this subject. First, 
the Finance Committee accepted the invitation of the Scheol Committee to 
have its representatives attend all School Committee meetings, and such has 
been the case during the past fall. Secondly, the committee will conduct, as 
was the case last year, a pre-Town-Meeting meeting: solely for the purpose of 
a public discussion of the budget. Finally, this year for the first time, a com- 
plete and detailed printed copy of the budget will be distributed to the towns- 
people prior to our public meeting on the subject. Due to the complexity of a 
modern school budget it is impossible for the voter to understand and assim- 
ilate in a matter of minutes at Town Meeting a budget which the professional 
personnel of the system and the committee have spent meeting after meeting 
in preparing. The committee urges all citizens to take advantage of our 
efforts to show you exactly how we are spending your money for the benefit. 
of your children. 


These then are some of the composites of the first portion of the dual 
challenge mentioned at the outset of this report. The second challenge is that 
which we the committee make to you the parent and citizen of East Bridge- 
water. 


You have entrusted to us the educaiional well-being of your most precious 
possession—your children. In this regard you are also providing the financial 
support which allows us to meet this responsibility. Now we suggest that 
more must be done: we must make the education of our children a com- 
munity venture in which we are all active participants. We would like to 
think to a time when a child’s schooling would be an exciting adventure in 
which the whole community will participate as volunteers in service to 
education. 


Toward the end of making education a community activity the committee 
has taken several steps. First. as parents of school children already know, 
many more contacts between teacher and parent are now being made 
through such vehicles as parent-teacher conferences at the end of marking 
periods, and more frequent demonstration and open house programs. In 
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addition, the following programs have been adopted by the committee. In 
order to encourage attendance by townspeople at School Committee meetings, 
the agenda and other matters for discussion are published in the newspaper, 
and printed copies of the agenda are provided to each person at the meeting. 
To better inform the community regarding school affairs, a system-wide 
newsletter will soon begin publication. The newsletter, to be printed three 
times per year, will have its first issue shortly and will carry in it the budget 
to be acted upon at Town Meeting. 


In order to make our school facilities truly the community resources they 
should be, the following programs have been adopted. A community re- 
creational program formulated by the Director of Athletics at the request 
of the School Committee is now in operation. This program sees the gyms 
of the Junior High School and the High School in use four nights a week, 
on Saturdays, and during school vacations, employed in a wide range of 
activities for both students and adults. Expanded hours at the High School 
Library is a pilot program now going on. Soon the school’s woodshop will be 
made available on a regular schedule to the “home handyman” of the 
community. In addition the committee is studying other community uses for 
our schools and will gladly entertain suggestions in this vein from any in- 
terested citizen. 


Very simply put, the challenge facing our community is to get every 
citizen actively involved in the business of education. (For a clearer under- 
standing of this concept, interested persons are directed to articles in both 
professional and popular magazines regarding the Flint, Michigan, School 
Department programs.) It is regretfu] to note that in the Town Report of 
1960 the School Committee stated that the Parent-Teacher Association had 
the most successful year in its history, and that not ten years later the PTA 
no longer exists. On the other hand it is encouraging to observe that our 
speech therapist is currently training 14 volunteers who will shortly be 
working with students who have speech defects within our school system. 


To summarize this point, the following is quoted from the report of the 
East Bridgewater School Committee for the year 1858: 


{t is our deliberate conviction, that in no community and under no 
circumstances, can the schools reach a very high degree of prosperity 
and usefulness without the active co-operation of the parents. There 
may be the best regulated system of instruction in operation, that 
the sun ever looked down upon, and yet, if the parents stand aloof 
from it, and trust to that alone, and unaided by their zeal to make their 
children what they desire them to be, its movements will be heavy and 
cere Like the “wounded snake,” it will “drag its slow length 
along.” 


Make no mistake about it: the East Bridgewater School System is by no 
means a wounded snake. We who are intimately related to it take pride in 
its excellence. We ask only that all our fellow citizens get involved with it, 
get to know it, and work with us to make it ever-better. 
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Because this report has dealt with general matters, the committee asks 
that you read with particular attention the reports of the Superintendent 
and all other school personnel for specific information regarding schools and 
programs. 


We can not, however, close this report without expressing our gratitude 
to all the civic organizations and town agencies for their generous assistance 
during the past year. 


Special acknowledgement must be given the Trustees and Staff of the 
East Rridgewater Public Library for their work in maintaining our school 
library system to such a degree that it is recognized throughout the state 
as a standard of excellence in school library service. 


In closing we note with regret the resignation of William E. Curley from 
the School Committee, and on behalf of the community thank and commend 
him for his eight years of dedicated service to our schools and our children. 
His years of service, including two as chairman, were marked by significant 
growth within the East Bridgewater School System.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the members of the School Committee and 
citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report, as Superintendent of 
Schools, for your consideration. 


I wish to acknowledge the consistently fine work and progress that have 
been accomplished by our School Committee, administrators, directors, 
teachers, librarians, nurses, secretaries, custodians, cafeteria help, and all 
other personnel' of the School Department. All have contributed much to 
make our educational program an incentive for our children to progress in 
a better understanding of society and to pursue higher education, or to seek 
a vocation. In a rapidly changing world difficult and challenging problems 
confront us constantly. 


It is with these ideas in mind that your School Committee and School 
Department continue to give their most sincere thought and effort. 


Your superintendent is concerned with two major issues: (1) the imple- 
mentation of the State-mandated public kindergarten by 1973; (2) re- 
accreditation of the High School in 1975 when the present ten (10) year 
cycle of accreditation by the N. E. A. C. S. S. lapses. 


To meet these requirements the Superintendent, following in depth studies 
with the administrative staff, recommends to the Permanent School Building 
Needs Committee, the School Committee and the citizens of East Bridge- 
water an addition to the present senior high school building. This will 
enable the School Department to arrange the physical facilities in the follow- 
ing way: 


Central School—kindergarten through grade three 
Intermediate School—grades four and five 

Junior High—grades six through eight 

Senior High—grades nine through twelve 


The Superintendent strongly believes that this kind of building program 
provides for continued quality education in East Bridgewater in the most 
economical way possible. 


In conjunction with the administrative staff and the Regional School Dis- 
trict Planning Committee the Superintendent has also studied the possibility 
of regionalization with the neighboring town of West Bridgewater. He does 
not feel such a move is in the best interests of the Town because in a regional 
school system the individual communities do not retain the same kind of 
control over their educational system. 
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The Superintendent is confident that his recommendations are made in 
the best interests of the pupils and the welfare of the Town in general, which 
he believes are the only valid criteria for same. 


Through the untiring efforts of Mr. Gordon W. Mitchell, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, much progress has been made in continuing 
curriculum development. 


The operation of our schools has been aided considerably through the 
assistance and cooperation rendered by other town departments, especially 
the Public Library Trustees and their head librarian, Mrs. Grace Eastman; 
the Highway Department and its surveyor, Richard M. Hennessey; the Fire 
Department and its chief, Manuel T. Silva; the Public Health Nursing 
Association and Miss L. Gladys Farren, R. N., Public Health Nurse; the 
Tree Warden, August J. Dube, Jr.; the Police Department and the Chief, 
Charles Figgins; the Board of Water Commissioners and its superintendent, 
Lyman Howard; as well as other town departments and civic organizations. 


The following reports will give a more detailed account of what has been 
done during the past year in our schools, and we urge all to read them so 
that they can be aware of what is being done to provide the necessary means 
for a sound education for the children of our town.

EAST BRIDGEWATER HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of progress at the East Bridge- 
water High School for 1969. This year has seen a number of important steps 
taken at the high school. The most significant was the adoption of a flexible 
schedule and flexible grouping procedures in cooperation with the present 
schedule and grouping methods at the Junior High School. This plan was 
adopted because it allows us to better meet the needs of each individual 
student by planning instruction around his strengths and weaknesses. 


In the area of curriculum, new innovative electives have been added to the 
program. The American Studies, a course in humanities, is directed co- 
operatively by Mr. Robert Sharples, head of the Social Studies Department, 
and Mr. John Metcalf, head of the English Department. This course operates 
on a seminar basis with a large amount of independent study required of 
the students. The instructors also call upon other members of the professional 
staff when required, in order to facilitate the instruction of the humanities. 
The class has available a number of outside speakers from the colleges in 
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the area made possible through a grant of the Cincinnati Fund which at- 
tempts to promote the study of humanities in the public schools. 


Another new offering this year is the practical science course. Aware that 
the present science course was not meeting the needs of the non-college 
students, Mr. Earle Hanna, Chairman of the Science Department, and others 
decided to create a more realistic approach to science. The materials were 
created by Mr. Hanna from many sources in an attempt to blend the best of 
many for the students here at the high school. The content of the course 
deals with practical and modern topics, but contains the basic scientific 
principles that the students need to understand to function in today’s tech- 
nological society. 


A new building to house an automotive shop was constructed by the 
students of East Bridgewater High School under the leadership of Mr. Roy 
Menard, head of the Industrial Arts Department. Through this enlargement 
of the shop area we have been able to increase the number of shop offerings 
to all students. 


The physical education department has adopted a curriculum centered around 
the theme of lifetime sports to assist the students in planning the future 
use of their leisure time. This program has proved very successful. 


A comprehensive standardized testing program was started this year. This 
program includes ability tests and interest inventories, as well as standard- 
ized achievement tests covering most areas of instruction. The results of 
this program will give us an indication of student progress in various areas, 
and assist us in planning a curriculm to better meet the needs of the in- 
dividual student. 


We have also undertaken a revision of the Work Study Program in an 
attempt to retain more of our students in school. This program combines 
school work with early dismissal for employment. The staff is presently 
working on developing a totally new curriculum which will ‘have greater 
meaning and relevancy for these students. 


The high schoo] Math Department is presently working cooperatively with 
the junior high Math Department in a comprehensive analysis of our math 
curriculum. Thisis being done so we may better examine the efficiency of 
the program and construct a total program which meets the needs of our 
students. 


Our instructional program is emphazing the use of the library resource 
center as an essential facet of the educational process. The center has been 
augmented by a large number of resources including filmstrips, records, 
transparencies, and audio and video tapes, as well as printed materials. A 
major portion of these items was purchased with the assistance of federal 
funds. 


We were very fortunate this year to have been able to add to our staff a 
number of highly qualified and experienced educators for the school year 
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1969-1970. We are confident that the students will benefit greatly from the 
experience and proficiency that these professionals will add to the educational 
process at East Bridgewater High School. 


Through our in-service programs and curriculum development we are work- 
ing towards a curriculum which will meet the varied needs of each student. 
This is the goal of the faculty and administration of East Bridgewater High 
School. 


I would like to express my appreciation for the cooperaton and assistance 
extended to me by you, Mr. Goldman and Mr. Mitchell. I would also like to 
thank Mr. Albert W. Kjellerstedt, my assistant; Mrs. Jean E. Bumgardner, 
Director of Guidance; the Department Heads; and most important, the 
students and faculty for their cooperation and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


At the present time, there are 511 students enrolled in the Junior High 
School. A flexible scheduling program has been implemented which enables 
the staff to educate the students in a manner consistent with the philosophy 
of developing a school program based on the individual needs of the students. 
Essentially, this type of grouping treats education in behavioral terms by 
changing the organization of the school to meet the human need. The prime 
objective is to improve the quality of education by constructing organizational 
and curriculum structures which will enable pupils to progress to the poten- 
tial of their ability. The entire student body is grouped in each subject area on 
the basis of ability, teacher recommendations, academic achievement and test 
results. This allows us to place studerits at learning levels within the aca- 


demic areas that are designed to meet the individual differences of our stud- 
ents. 


The staff of the Junior High has diligently been involved in restructuring 
the instructional programs and methodologies existing .within the school. The 
tremendous increase in the use of audio-visual materials, coupled with the 
development of new curriculum, evidences the movement to provide relevant 
education for its students. Workshops and meetings involving the entire 


secondary school staffs have added much emphasis to the development of a 
correlated program. 


Two new programs have been introduced this year. The Earth Science 
Curriculum Project is presently being conducted at the ninth grade level. 
This is a laboratory oriented course designed to investigate earth phenomena. 
It stresses the ‘inquiry’ method of learning and develops active participation 
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within the classroom by allowing students the opportunity to manipulate 
materials and data in a manner which permits them to make judgements 
concerning their earthly environment. 


In the seventh grade, a new Social Studies Program which combines United 
States History and Geography into a two year sequential exposure is being 
developed. This course will provide a good framework in basic social studies 
concepts, and allow the students thetimeto gaina real understanding of the 
history of their country. 


The Junior High School students were involved in Project Contemporary 
Competitiveness this year. This federally funded program allows students 
from member communities to participate in an advanced studies program at 
the State College in Bridgewater. Twenty-three of our eighth and ninth 
graders successfully completed an intensive six week summer course of aca- 
demic work and the Junior High takes justifiable pride in their achievement. 


Several student activities that are worthy of note have taken place the 
past year. An active student council exists and each of the respective classes 
have their own slate of officers. These organizations have been very active in 
developing and controlling activities which concern the student body. The 
athletic program has been expanded to include interscholastic football, 
basketball, and baseball as well as intramural activities. The Drama Club has 
staged several maior productions under the capable direction of Miss Donna 
M. Lioy and Mr. Gordon Ross. 


During the past year, the administration has met with parents of the 
pupils in the various homerooms. The purpose of these meetings was to 
familiarize the parents of this school’s philosophy and programs. 


The School Department is most fortunate in securing the services of the 
foliowing staff members: Miss Edna Legan, teacher of English, graduate of 
Stonehill College; Mr. Henry Larsen, teacher of Industrial Arts, graduate of 
Eastern Nazarine College; Mr. Alfred Regash, teacher of English, graduate 
of Suffolk University; Mr. Vernon Post, teacher of Mathematics and Science, 
graduate of Bridgewater State College; Mr. Stephen Levine, teacher of 
Mathematics and Science, graduate of Rutgers University. 


Also, Miss Julann Green, teacher of Spanish and English, graduate of the 
University of Massachusetts; and Mr. David Stevens, teacher of Mathematics, 
graduate of the University of Massachusetts. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Committee, Superintendent of 
Schools, Stanley B. Goldman and Assistant Superintendent of Schools, Gordon 
W. Mitchell for their assistance and guidance. The staff of the Junior High 
deserves commendation for its constant cooperation and effort in providing 
quality education for the students of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF THE INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of Principal of the 
Intermediate School. 


The total enrollment of the school this year is 384- Grade 6-192, Grade 
5 - 192. With the increased enrollment at the Central School for the school 
year 1970-71 it appears that both the Intermediate and Central Schools will 
have reached their maximum capacity. This increase will necessitate the 
housing of two fourth grade classes at the Intermediate School, thus raising 
the enrollment here to approximately 450 pupils. 


At this time I would like to report that the teachers and I welcomed three 
new teachers to the Intermediate School Staff this year. Mrs. Vittoria Sault, 
who is teaching our art classes on a part-time basis, gratuated from Tufts 
University and had prior experience teaching in Falmouth and West Bridge- 
water. Mr. Donald Porter, a graduate of the University of Massachusetts, 
ig teaching boys physical education. With the addition of Mr. Porter it was 
possible to increase our physical education program so that at this time 
both boys and girls have physical education twice a week. The third addition 
to our staff this year is Mr. Brian O’Connell. Mr. O’Connell is a graduate of 
Lowell State College and is teaching Music. In addition to his work in this 
capacity he is also working with the choruses at the Senior and Junior High 
Schools. It is a pleasure having these individuals here at the Intermediate 
School as they are adding a great deal to the overall program. 


In addition to the expanded physical education program, the teachers have 
been working successfully in a cross-zgraded program in reading and 
mathematics. The children are no longer grouped within their home rooms for 
these subjects, but instead are instructed according to their individual abilit- 
les On a particular instructional level. In many classes you will find both 
fifth and sixth graders working together at the same level. We have also 
been able to provide an individual reading program for those students who 
have surpassed the regular fifth or sixth grade instructional levels. I would 
be remiss if I did not express my thanks to Mrs. Harold Marland, Intermedi- 
ate School Librarian and Mrs. Grace Eastman, of the Public Library, for 
their assistance in establishing this reading program. 


Another area of the curriculum which deserves special mention is that of 
the social studies. In an ever and rapidly changing world it was deemed 
necessary to update our program. The staff is well on their way to 
achieving this goal. Through the use of software, i.e. 8mm film loops, film- 
strips movies, records, picture collections and prepared units on various 
countries, as well as the regular texts we have been able to better educate 
our children to the conditions and cultures which exist not only in the United 
States but throughout the world today. 
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Among the many changes which have taken place at the Intermediate 
School this year, two are worthy of note. The largest and most costly was the 
renovation of our heating system. Long needed, the new univents and ther- 
mostats located in the rooms toward the rear of the building, have enabled 
us to control the flow of air and the temperatures within these rooms. A 
new intercom system was also added this year. This system replaces the old 
public address system which was in use for many years here at the Inter- 
mediate School. 


Many other repairs and renovations, such as remodeling the locker room 
to be used as an art room, remodeling of the general office area, finishing 
the library workroom, and painting, have been accomplished by Mr. Wallace 
Brotherton, maintenance man and our own custodial staff. 


Once again, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly express my 
appreciation to the East Bridgewater Commercial Club for sponsoring the 
6th grade trip. This year the entire sixth grade followed the freedom trail 
in Boston, and visited such historic sights as Paul Revere’s home, the Old 
North Church, and Bunker Hill Monument. Needless to say, such a trip was 
not only recreational but highly educational as well. 


I would also like to take this opportunity to express my thanks to you, 
Mr. Goldman, as well as Mr. Mitchell and the members of the Hast Bridge- 
water School Committee for the support and encouragement provided this 
year. This supportive attitude, which encourages and improves the educa- 
tional outlook of the community, enables the entire staff to better meet the 
needs of our children, thereby substantially adding to the entire community.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I am pleased to submit the following report of activities of the Central 
School for the year 1969. 


From January to June there was a gradual decline in total enrollment from 
808 pupils to 799 pupils. By September the enrollment had increased to 820 
pupils and by December had reached a total of 826 pupils. The pupils were 
distributed as follows: Grade One, nine classes-202 pupils; Grade Two, 
seven classes-225 pupils; Grade Three seven classes-202 pupils; Grade Four, 
six classes-181 pupils; Special Instruction, one class-6 pupils. It may be 
noted that entering pupils are now consistently above 200 pupils per grade. 
This increase no doubt will be reflected in the need for additional housing 
and personnel as thegroups progress through the school system.

Our town has been fortunate in having teachers at the Central School who 
have been serving the community for many years. They have been faithful, 
reliable, and dedicated teachers who have helped to keep stability and good 
educational practices a necessary part of the school system. At the completion 
of the school year in June, Mrs. Marion Frahar and Mrs. Sybil Belknap 
joined our list of retired teachers. In August, Miss Anna York, also retired. 
At the end of December, Mrs. Louanna Kenneally brought our total of re- 
tired teachers for the year to four. Each of these teachers has given many 
years of valuable teaching to our pupils. Their dedication to teaching children 
and their contributions to the teaching profession are deeply appreciated.

Education; Mr. Donald Porter, Physical Education; Mr. Elmer 
Ladouceur, Elementary Guidance. 


ADMINISTRATION-Mr. Benedetto J. Pallotta was added to the administra- 
tive staff and was appointed assistant principal in September. 


A Report Card Committee made up of representatives of the Central and 
Intermediate Schools met on numerous occasions to continue the development 
of a reporting form that would truly express the individual progress of the 
pupils. In conjunction with parent-teacher conferences held twice a year, in 
the fall and spring. It is expected that parents, teachers, and pupils will be 
able to better appraise the progress of the pupil. 


Since curriculum development is an ever changing process, the Instructional 
Committee has been arranging suitable workshops and meetings to help de- 


velop philosophies and to acquaint the staff with new ideas, materials, and 
programs. 


The social studies are being studied by a subcommittee of the Instructional 
Committee. Mrs, Barney and Mrs. Whitmore have worked with this group 
to help build a social studies course of studies that will be meaningful to 
pupils as they grow into adulthood. 


A workshop to acquaint teachers with the use of audio-visual equipment 
and the construction and use of transparencies for the overhead projector 
was held on September 2. This experience has resulted in wider use of visual 
materials in classroom teaching. Another workshop in the area of guidance 
was arranged by the Instructional Committee and the elementary teachers 
partcipated at the Junior High School. 


A committee made up of a representative from guidance, health, physical 
education, special education, and the administration was organized to meet 
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weekly. This group, known as the Referral Committee, has given the class- 
room teacher an opportunity to present to these specialists any pupil prob- 
lems. By pooling the resources of this team, suggestions for resolving in- 
dividual pupil problems has proved helpful. 


During the year many worthwhile conferences have been attended by 
teachers, nurses, librarians, secretaries, guidance personnel and administrat- 
crs in the hope that good educational practices can be witnessed and made 
a part of our school system. 


For a number of years the unexcavated area under the Auditorium has 
been envisioned as a space that had potential use. Beginning in April work 
was started to make this area useful. Through a combined effort, four rooms 
were constructed. A Speech Room for use by Mrs. Hansen, Speech therapist, 
a Guidance Room for Mr. Ladouceur, Guidance counselor; a storeroom for 
instructional supplies; and a Resource Room where teachers may obtain multi- 
media instructional materials for classroom use. Because of the additional 
ventilation system, the Teachers Room has been improved and a Conference 
Room made available for use as a meeting room. 


In co-operation with the State College at Bridgewater, two student teach- 
ers taught at the Central School during the year. Miss Diane Baggia trained 
with Mrs. Barney in Grade One. Mrs. Candace Andrews worked with Mrs. 
Horsley in Grade Two. 


On May 26 Mrs. Whitmore took her fourth graders to visit the Thayer 
House in Braintree. Careful pre-visitation and follow-up planning made this 
trip a valuable addition to the social studies experiences for these pupils. 
Another worthwhile field trip was had by the pupils of Grade Three 
who on November 20 visited Plimoth Plantation. As part of their social 
studies and reading programs this culminating experience allowed the pupils 
to learn more of the activities of the early New England settlers and of the 
problems they faced in the New World. Again pre-visitation planning by 
teachers and pupils proved helpful in making the trip a vital learning ex- 
perience. 


Members of the staff met in the school library on November 20 to honor 
Mr. John Cormier who retired as a custodian. Mr. Cormier completed over 
fourteen years of reliable service in the school system. 


The following activities are worthy of note: 


A retirement party in the Cafeteria for Mrs. Marion Frahar in June. 


In June a faculty get-together at Vallee’s for Mrs. Sybil Belknap on her 
retirement. 


On October 15 Miss Anna York, retired teacher, was honored at a faculty 
get-together at Congress Inn. 


On October 31-a costume parade by Grade Four pupils who made their 
costumes under the direction of Miss Diane Barkley, art teacher. 
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On October 31-a creative play by the Grade Three pupils of Miss Barbara 
Johnson. 


On October 14- A, Lunch Program supper for parents to participate in 
a typical school lunch served to pupils. 


On December 16-a retirement get-together for Mrs. Louanna Kenneally 
at Eugene’s. 


On December 23-Caroling by Mrs. Gray’s Grade Three pupils and Mrs. 
Whitmore’s Grade Four class. 


In November and December-several music assemblies presented by pupils 
of Grade Two, Three and Four with Mrs. D’Amour. 


On November 19, 24, 25-Parent-Teacher conference. 


On October 10-A Japanese unit-presented by Mrs. Rodriquenz’s Grade 
Four pupils(“House of the Happy Children’’). 


Pupils with problems in perception have been tested and screened by Miss 
Doris Kazlousky, specialist in perceptual problems and by Mrs. Chatillion, 
director of perceptual training in Bridgewater. Pupils with perceptual diffi- 
culties have been assigned to Mrs. Rosemary Saccocia who has been trained 
to instruct the pupils who need such instruction. During the year Mr. Donald 
Porter and Miss Carolyn Crompton have established physical education 
classes with special instruction for those pupils with perceptual problems. 


Special attention has been given by teachers and administrators to organize 
the best possible grouping of pupils for instructional purposes. Reading has 
been the primary consideration and in Grades One and Three, diagnostic 
testing has been conducted to help in entertaining needed reading skills. 
Possible Levels of instruction with less concern for gradedness has been 
under close consideration. Studies of ungradedness in other subject areas 
are also under consideration. A system of continuous progress would allow 
pupils to progress at their own rate of learning and achievement. 


[I am grateful to our teachers for their splendid co-operation and to all 
school personnel, parents, and other persons and organizations who have 
helped in many ways to develop a good educational program.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF GUIDANCE 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my Guidance report for the year 1969: 


This year has been a good year for the Guidance Department both in 
growth as well as productivity. An elementary guidance counselor, Mr. 
Elmer Ladouceur, was added to the Guidance Department to service the 
Central School and the Intermediate School. 


The elementary counselor was employed for a three-week period during 
project “Start”, a summer pre-school program. The Standard Test of Ed- 
ucational Achievement was processed and evaluated to 128 students during 
this period. 


Early in September, the SRA Achievement Tests were given to 602 child- 
ren in Grades 2, 3 and 4 at the Central School and 390 children at the Inter- 
mediate School. 


The S.T.E.A, tests were administered to the remaining first graders who 
had not attended the summer kindergarten program. There were 80 children 
tested at this time. . 


The results of the SRA tests were received in early October, their sig- 
nificance explained to the parents at a meeting held at the Central School 
and the tabulated results given to the parents during conferences. 


The guidance program has been further expanded with the hiring of Mrs. 
Ellen Kulick on a full-time basis at the Junior High School. Guidance services 
in the first half of the school year dealt primarily with testing, placement 
and the dissemination of vocational and educational information. 


Two sets of achievement tests were used at the Junior High. The SRA 
was administered to the 7th and 8th graders and the ITED to the 9th grad- 
ers in a systemwide move to coordinate the testing program. As soon as the 
test results were available, the students made out their own test profiles in 
small classroom groups and soon after, two group meetings for parents were 
planned to properly acquaint them with the testing program. The profiles 
were then sent home with the hope that they will be kept as a future ref- 
erence. 


From the first day of the school year, proper placement has been a prim- 
ary concern of guidance. Evaluation sheets, teacher recommendations and 
new student enrollment have entered into the framework of each day’s work. 
It is our hope that with flexible scheduling and ability grouping, each child’s 
educational needs will be met.

Educational and vocational information is made available to students in 
many ways, test profiles, bus trips for Future Nurses, vocational films, visits 
of interested students to Southeastern Regional Vocational School, bullet- 
ins on private high schools, pamphlets on technical training and college 
catalogs. 


In the High School, during January all Juniors and Seniors were seen on 
an individual basis to discuss vocational goals in relation to assessing and 
understanding their abilities, aptitudes, interests and educational needs. 


During February, 135 Sophomores were administered the Test of Academ- 
ic Progress and 51 Juniors registered for the National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test. Throughout the year, the Iowa Test of Educational De- 
velopment was administered to 428 High School students. The General Apt- 
itude Test Battery was administered to non-college students while 98 Juniors 
and Seniors took the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test. All Senior girls 
were given the Betty Crocker Test in December. 


All students in Grades 9 - 12 were seen individually on three seperate oc- 
casions to plan their course program for the 1969-70 school year. 


Throughout the year, the Guidance Department held 3,748 student con- 
ferences with individual students and 1,703 parent or teacher conferences. 
As you can see, we have had a productive year. 


I wish to thank my staff and my administrators for their cooperation dur- 
ing the school year which allowed this growth to happen.

REPORT OF THE SPEECH THERAPIST 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I submit herewith my report for the year 1969. Because this is a first re- 


port, it will encompass the period from September 1968 through the fiscal 
vear 1969. 


Program from September 1968 to June 1969: 

72 students out of the 200 referred to Speech Therapy were found to have 
some type of speech problem. 60 of these 72 students were seen twice a week 
either individually or in small groups. The remaining 12 students were placed 


on a waiting list. In June of 1969, 25 of the 60 students were dismissed from 
speech therapy. 
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Program from June 1969 to December 1969: 

There were 128 students involved in the summer Kindergarten program. 
All the participants were tested for speech problems. Early in September 
those first grade children not involved in the summer program were screened. 
There were 75 who had not participated in this program. Of the 202 first 
graders screened, 55 were found to have speech deviations of varying degrees. 


There are now 65 students participating in the speech program. There are 
386 in the Central School, 14 in the Intermediate School, 10 in the Junior 
High School, and 5 in the High School. 


There are 93 students on the waiting list of which 38 are in grades 2 
through 12, and 55 in the first grade. There is a good probability that about 
one half of these first grade children will resolve their speech problems 
through the natural maturation process. 


The types of problems encountered in speech are: rticulation, of which: 
there are 49, language 8, fluency 6 and voice 2. There are varying degrees 
of severity with 3 being very severe, 7 moderately severe, 10 moderate, and 
45 mild cases.

A “Pop” 
music assembly featuring the High School performing groups was given for 
the entire high school student body. In March, SEMSBA was held at Whit- 
man-Hanson Regional School with two East Bridgewater students in attend- 
ance. 


The musical production, “West Side Story” was the center of activity for 
much of April. Many music students involved themselves with practicing 
and performing on stage as well as in the orchestra pit. The “St. Lawrentian 
Singers,” a chorus of fifty mixed voices from St. Lawrence University, Can- 
ton, N. Y. performed for a delighted high school student body on April 18, at

McCarthy Auditorium. Also in April, the Jr. High School Band, under the 
direction of Mr. Edward Denon, marched in the Boy’s League Baseball Parade 
for the opening day of the season. 


The busy month of May involved the High School Band and Majorettes on 
every weekend of the month. A very successful exchange concert with the) 
Melrose High School Band and Majorettes was held on the weekend of May 
2-3, and 30-31. The exchange program was the climax of a busy year and 
the band reached its highest level of musicianship during those concerts. On 
May 10, the High School Band traveled to Walpole to attend the annual 
Southeast District Parade and Audition Festival which one year earlier was 
held in East Bridgewater. The Memorial Day Parade was observed by the 
music department with the presence of both the Jr. and Sr. High School 
Bands. 


At the June Graduation ceremonies, where the band was again in attend- 
ance, a newly offered scholarship by the “East Bridgewater Music Parents” 
organization was presented to Miss Rebecca Eldridge, who is now a freshman 
in music education at the Massachusetts State College at Lowell. Also ‘in 
June, the High School Chorus performed at the new Hallmark Nursing Home 
in East Bridgewater. 


The summer of 1969 saw the adoption of a lively summer music program 
in which over 40 students participated. The summer music program culmin- 
ated in a concert on the Common bandstand where a large and appreciative 
audience of parents and townspeople was in attendance. 


The opening of school in September brought two new music faculty mem- 
bers to East Bridgewater. Mrs. Sally D’Amour is our new elementary music 
specialist in charge of all classroom music for grades 1-4. Mr. Brian O’Connell, 
in a newly created music position this year, is in charge of the Intermediate 
School classroom music, the beginning instrumental program, and the three 
choruses at the Intermediate, Junior, and Senior High School levels. Both 
teachers are 1969 graduates of the Massachusetts State College at Lowell, 
where they received their Bachelor of Music Education degrees. Mr. Denon 
and Mr. Farmer are continuing their usual duties at the Junior and Senior 
High Schools, respectively. 


The usual Fall activities commenced in September with football games, 
pre-season marching rehearsals, football rallies and the Veteran’s Day par- 
ade on November 11. Of particular interest was the unique “Music Parents 
Night Concert” in early November with a variety of performers: members 
of the music faculty, Intermediate School Band, Jr. High School Chorus, High 
School Chorus and a band consisting of East Bridgewater band directors. Mr. 
Luther Churchill and Mr. Anthony Ferrante performed as guest conductors 
of the alumni band. On December 22, the annual Christmas concert featuring 
Junior and Senior High School Bands, Majorettes and Choruses was held. 
Christmas assembly programs at the Intermediate, Junior and Senior High 
Schools were held on Christmas week. 
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A sucessful music program depends on the combined efforts of teachers, 
students, and parents, in addition to the support of the school department 
and the townspeople. A sincere thanks is in order for the “Music Parents” 
organization whose help in all matters has been greatly appreciated. The 
custodial staff has been a great help with the setting-up of concerts as well 
as other matters concerning the movement of equipment. The music depart- 
ment is also grateful to the administration and staff at all levels for their 
support of the music programs.

The Art Department for the school year 1969-1970 shows continued pro- 
gress in keeping with the needs of the students and the expansion and de- 
velopment of the system. 


Grades 1 through 4 in the Central School are serviced by Miss Diane 
Barkley, a new teacher to our system, who brings several years of previous 
experience to the esthetic needs of our young folk. We are pleased to report 
a successful program for our young juniors under her tutelage. 


At the Intermediate School Mrs. Sault, operating on a part time basis, 
attends to the needs of grades 5 and 6 in the building. We are pleased to 
report that after a hiatus of several years we now have our art room back 
and can see the difference - art wise - that this makes in meeting the needs 
of young people this age. 


The Junior High School level holds forth with Mr. Wood and offers ex- 
panded programs for eighth and ninth grades, as well as the usual offerings 
for grade 7. Elective Art Classes pay off in increased interest exhibited by 
young people when their needs are unencumbered by the apathy of those 
otherwise forced to “take art.” 


High School Art, serviced by the writer, is experiencing the most sucess- 
ful year it has had for some time. An active student demand for more art, 
culminated this year in the addition of a new course “Art Appreciation” well 
received by the students and, indeed, a joy to teach. Cultural History, and 
regular and full time art programs ably scheduled by Mr. Meaney and the 
Art Department move along a pace. 


The future needs of the department would be next met at least temporarily 
by the addition to the staff next year of one full time person—replacing the 
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part time personnel at grades 5 and 6 and to operate more intensively in 
that area as well as in the Jr. High. This would permit a broader saturation 
at both levels—a goal that much needs attention. 


All in all, progress this year has truly been made; may we continue to do so 
in the years to come.

REPORT OF THE DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 
I herewith submit the following report of the School Dental Department. 


The pre-school dental examinations completed by Blanche H. Flint, Dental 
Hygienist in June 1969 were as follows: 


45 examinations 
27 needed dental work 
18 no dental defects 


In September and October 1969 — 2141 pupils in Grades 1-12 were exam- 
ined by Dr. Paul Sowsy using Type Four Method (dental mirror, explorer, 
and adequate illumination.) 
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The examination of pupils absent on the appointed day by Dr. Sowsy were 
completed by the school dental hygienist. 


These dental findings were sent home for parents information and signa- 
ture. They were returned to the dental office and recorded in the dental health 
department. 


The results of these dental examinations were as follows: 


Mouths and teeth in good condition — 785 
1232 Prophylaxis were done in Grades 1-6 & 8th 


539 Sodium Fluoride and Phosphate treatments 
were given in Grades 2, 5, 8. 


Requested dental work by Dr. Sowsy was completed in Grade One. Dental 
work completed in Grade Two as time allowed. 


The fees for operative dental work by Dr. Sowsy were paid in full to the 
Dental Hygienist and transferred to Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, Superintendent 
of Schools. 


Chairside and- classroom instruction in daily care of teeth were given, 
also group instruction with film strips and audiovisual equipment in dental 
health and diet.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM DIRECTOR 


To Mr. Goldman 
Mr. Mitchell 
The School Committee 


School Lunch has been in the news many times recently in connection with 
conferences on health and nutrition. The past year in our town 270,000 lunches 
were served in the four schools, plus the a la carte program at the High 
School which serves an average of 90 sandwiches per day. Of these lunches 
5300 were served to needy students plus 1170 milk in the Special Milk Program. 
We used 348,900 cartons of milk for the whole program. 


Rules as to eligibility of students for free lunches have been filed and 
application can be made at the Superintendent’s office. 


In September the price of lunches at the High and Junior High was raised 
to 30¢, the price at the Intermediate and Central remained 25¢. Rising cost in 
food and wages made this advance necessary, the additional income will 
help but it will also be necessary to ask for more in our annual Appropria- 
tion. In the past the Appropriation has taken care of the Director’s salary, 
office supplies, repairs to equipment and some small equipment. 


Donated foods help a great deal to keep the cost of meals down. We receive 
an average of $2300. in value per month in the commodities. There is a 
handling charge in connection with this that has to be paid plus transportation, 
both average around $250. per month. Commodities received includes flour, 
other grains, butter, cheese, lard, as regular items; peanut butter, raisins, 
prunes, plus other fruits and vegetables, usually two kinds per month are on 
the list. Chicken, turkey ground beef, ground pork — some type of meat is on 
the list each month. Orange juice was plentiful last year, but has now been 
taken off. Quantity received is determined by the plate count at each school. 


We receive a subsidy of 9¢ per “A” plate and 4¢ on each carton of milk 
served in the Special Milk Program. 


Participation in School Lunch Week this year included serving the same 
menu along with other schools across the nation on October 15th — this in- 
cluded Hamburger on a Bun which is the most popular item in our school lunch. 
Parents and friends are always welcome to visit our kitchens and observe. 
At the Central School a special dinner was served to parents in the evening 
and the regular routine the students follow was demonstrated. 


We have welcomed guests to our special events such as Thanksgiving and 
Christmas dinners, at the regular charge of 65¢ for adults. The Junior High 
and High Schools have held buffets along with their special dinners, giving 
the students a chance to see how such an event is conducted and also giving 
them a taste of a variety of food. 
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Each year I present the Type “A” menu requirements so parents can see 
what one-third of the student’s daily nutrition should include: 


#1. 2 ounces cooked lean meat, poultry or fish 
or 
2 ounces cheese or 1 egg or 
4% cup cooked dry beans or dry peas 
or 4 tablespoons of peanut butter 


#2. Three-fourths cup serving of two or more vegetables or fruit. 
Full-strength fruit juice may count as % cup. 


#3. One slice enriched bread or equivalent. 
#4, Two teaspoons butter or fortified margarine. 
#5. One-half pint whole, unflavored-milk. 


Also, a Vitamin C Rich food daily, a Vitamin A rich food twice a week 
and several foods for iron each day. 


Changes are being proposed by the Department of Agriculture, especially 
concerning the serving of foods rich in iron and Vitamin A daily, also lower- 
ing the butter from 2 tsp. to 1 tsp. as one-third of the daily requirement. 


Rolls or bread of some type are baked practically every day in the schools. 
The students are very enthusiastic about this part of School Lunch, and I 
know the women who work in the system are very proud of their product. 


My thanks goes to these women who have put that “little bit of love” into 
their work and are helping make School Lunch a pleasant part of school life.

8. Total ground floor area of all buildings shall not exceed fif- 
teen (15) percent of the total lot area. 

4, Each apartment unit within a building shall contain not less 
than four hundred (400) square feet exclusive of stairways or entrance 
waysusedin common with other apartment units and each unit shall 
contain its own private bath. 

5. All apartment units shall be provided with two (2) separate 
means of egress. 
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6. Each principal building shall be limited to not more than 
eight (8) apartment units. 

7. Buildings shall not exceed two and one-half (2 1/2) stories 
inheight and no dwelling space shall be constructed in the basement 
or above the second floor. 

8, All buildings shall have a minimum front yard (set back) of 
thirty (30) feet which shall be maintained as a landscaped area. 

9, Principal buildings shall have a minimum side yard of thirty 
(30) feet and a minimum rear yard of fifty (50) feet except that said 
minimums shall be increased to eighty (80) feet where it abuts a 
"Residence A" District. 

10. Accessory buildings shall have a minimum side and rear 
yard of twenty (20) feet and shall not be located nearer than ten (10) 
feet from a principal building. 

11. Offstreet parking shall be provided in the side or rear yard 
areas of the building for which it is intended to be used and shall 
equal two and one-half (2 1/2) auto spaces per unit except that for 
units built by an old age housing authority, one and one-half (1 1/2) 
spaces per unit shall be provided.

12. Parking areas within fifteen (15) feet of the lot lines shall 
be screened by evergreens, not less than two and one-half (2 1/2) 
feet in height, placed on a maximum of six (6) foot centers and sit- 
uated between the parking area and said lot line. 

13. Inall principal buildings containing three (8) or more units, 
exterior partitions, partitions separating apartment units and parti- 
tions between an apartment and a stairway, hallway or heater room 
shallhave afire resistance rating of not less than one hour with ap- 
proved fire doors or solid wooden doors having a minimal thickness 
of not less than one and three quarters (1 3/4) inches. 

14, The layout and construction of an apartment building and its 
services shall be subject to the Subdivision Rules and Regulations of 
the Town of East Bridgewater. 

15. No building permit shall be issued hereunder until thirty (30) 
days after the filing of a definitive site planand a building plan, show- 
ing each unit, with the Issuing Authority and copies to the Planning 
Board of study for conformance with the applicable provisions of the 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations. 

16. No occupancy permit shall be granted until all on site im- 
provements have been completed or until the applicant has filed a 
bond, to guarantee such completion, in an amount to be set by the 
Board of Selectmen, where Chapter 41, General Laws of Massachu- 
setts does not apply. Yes 353, No 6. A 2/3 vote. 
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ARTICLE 54. Voted to amend the Zoning By-law by adding the 
words "as defined under Section 5g" after the words "apartment build- 
ings''inSection5a 9 and to renumber present Section 5b 6 to be 5b 7 and 
insert a new Section 5b 6 as follows: "Apartment buildings as defined 
under Section 5g."'

Proceeding: 


Pursuant to a warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated September 
first, 1970, the State Primary was held at the Cafeteria of the East 
Bridgewater High School from 10:00 A.M. to 8:00 P.M. The warrant 
was read by Assistant Town Clerk, Elaine S. Powers. 


Penalty and instruction cards and specimen ballots as well as all 
other requirements of the General Laws of Massachusetts were complied 
with. A receipt was obtained from the Ballot Clerks for one thousand 
six hundred and ninety-four (1694) Democratic ballots and two thousand 
seventy-five (2075) Republican ballots. The voting lists at the entrance 
and exit to the voting booths, the ballot box registers, and the count of 
ballots agreed that there were nine hundred and fifty-five (955) total ballots 
cast. The new ballot box register read four hundred and eighty-eight 
(488) ballots cast and the old ballot box register read four hundred and 
sixty-seven (467) ballots cast, making the total of nine hundred and fifty- 
five (955) total ballots cast. Ofthese there were three hundred and sixty- 
one (361) Democratic ballots cast and five hundred and ninety-four (594) 
Republican ballots cast, again showing that the total ballots cast was nine 
hundred and fifty-five (955).

The ballot box to the left (Ruth Conti) jammed at 11:30 A.M.; 1:50 
P.M. andballots were removedat5:15 P.M. and registered 924 and then 
again ballots were removedat 7:05 P.M. and ballot box registered 1347. 


Following the closing of the polls at 8:00 P.M. the Town Clerk was 
notified by Chief William D. Tardie of the East Bridgewater Police Depart- 
ment that the building was to be evacuated as soon as possible due to 
notification to the Police Department that a bomb was set to explode in the 
building. All equipment not necessary to the counting of the ballots was 
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returned to the Town Office vault and secured. Tellers and tabulators 
were instructed to report to the Central School to continue operations. 
Allballots in sealed cases and other necessities were transferred to the 
Central Schoolin police cruisers accompanied by police officers, Board 
of Registrars and the Town Clerk.

Each subsequent census shall be the basis for determining the districts 
for each ten-year period beginning the fourth January following each cen- 
sus, sothatthe census in 1981 will determine the districts as of January 
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1985, etc. The amendment provides that the house of representatives 
shall consist of two hundred and forty members and the senate forty mem- 
bers. Inits first regular session following each census, the Legislature 
shall divide the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative 
districts of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of con- 
tiguous territory. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly 
as may be, anequal number of inhabitants according to the census. Each 
senatorial district shall alsocontainas nearly as may be an equal number 
of inhabitants according to the census. A representative district shall 
not unite two or more counties, towns or cities, or parts thereof, or a 
city and a town, or parts thereof, in one district unless the same is un- 
avoidable. Further, no town of less than six thousand inhabitants shall 
be divided in forming representative districts. It is also provided that 
the County of Dukes County and Nantucket County, shall each be a rep- 
resentative district, notwithstanding the foregoing. The senatorial dis- 
tricts, each of which shall elect one senator, shall be formed without 
uniting two counties or parts of two or more counties, unless the same 
is unavoidable. 


Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which 
he is chosen at least one year immediately preceding his election, and 
each senator shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen 
at the time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the Com- 
monwealth for at least five years immediately preceding his election. 
Any representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the Com- 
monwealth shall cease to represent his district. 


The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law 
limit the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted call- 
ing in question any such division and (2) shall prescribe by law the man- 
ner of calling and conducting elections for the choice of representatives 
and of ascertaining their election. 


Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions 
with respect to apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, 
although those provisions will remain in effect until January 1, 1975.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 
1970: 


The year 1970 proved to be a very busy one for the Board of Select- 
men. During the spring and fall the members of the Board, jointly with 
each of the bordering communities, undertook the quinquennial peram- 
bulation of the town boundaries. Each bound was properly marked and 
recorded. Although one Brockton bound has been moved or lost, the 
necessary steps have been taken to properly replace it. 


For the first time, many formal department head meetings were 
held for the purpose of openly discussing the problems of each depart- 
ment. Several successful meetings were held with most department 
heads attending these meetings. This resulted in formulating neces- 
sary financial transfers and proposals for the 1971 Annual Town Meet- 
ing, as well as other special needs arising during the year. 


Many new Industrial and Commercial establishments have become 
realities during the past year. The most exciting was the coming of 
North American Incinerator Corp. to the Thatcher Street area. This 
represents a private industrial investment of over $4, 000, 000. - with a 
sizable tax return to the town. Another interesting proposal was the 
possible location of the Brockton Public Markets Warehouse in town. 
We expect more to be heard about this during 1971. We hope the above 
forms of tax base growth will continue so that we may become a more 
tax balanced community. 


The gift of the Beaver Brook Beagle Club land to the Town was 
another step toward balancing our town's developed land areas with 
conservation and open space land areas. This acquisition of 140 acres 
of land and building, will serve as a green belt area and will provide 
conservation land for the use of the townspeople. 


With great regret, the Board on September 18, 1970, accepted the 
resignation of Mr. George J. Frahar, Town Clerk, due: to ill health. 
Mrs. Elaine S. Powers was appointed as Temporary Town Clerk until 
the next annual election as provided by State Law. The Board wishes 
to express its gratitude to Mr. Frahar for his many years of faithful 
and devoted service to the Town. 


After an extended leave of absence due to ill health, Police Chief, 
Charles F. Figgins, requested a disability retirement. Following this 
request, the Board advertised for applicants for the position of Police 
Chief. After extensive review of the resumes submitted and personal 
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interviews of all applicants, Mr. William D. Tardie, was appointed 
Chief of Police of the Town of East Bridgewater. We are grateful for 
the services that Mr. Charles F. Figgins rendered as a Police Officer 
and as Police Chief, and wish him well in the future. The Board also 
wishes to extend its thanks to Sgt. Harold Marland for a job well done 
as Acting Chief of Police during the interim. 


It was with great pleasure that the Board, after passage of an Art- 
icle at Town Meeting, organized the East Bridgewater Council on 
Aging; with the purpose of. attempting to determine and thus better 
serve the needs of the senior citizens of our town. The sum of $1, 000. - 
was appropriated to finance the working of the nine member Council. 


Town Counsel, Mr. Kenneth E. MacMullen, also had a very busy 
year. He was engaged in several trials, including the resolution of two 
eminent domain matters from 1965. A Jury award of $22,049.14 was 
made with regard to the Mossman property which was one of the prop- 
erties taken for the Junior High School.

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BREAK GROUND FOR INCINERATOR 


On October 26, 1970 ground was broken for construction of a $4.5 
million incinerator on Thatcher Street, expected to be completed ina 
year. The Board of Selectmen, building inspector, representatives of 
the North American Incinerator Corp., Boston, and owner of property, 
Philip Nessralla of Brockton, were all present to sign a building per- 
mit for the plant on the East Bridgewater-Brockton line. 


The incinerator will use its own water supply and it is said to be 95 
per cent pollution free, controlled by government standards. 


Its capacity is 150, 000 tons per year and could well serve any com- 
munities in the area should they wish to participate, officials said. 


Placement of the incineration plant will be approximately 270 feet 
back from the road, and will be about 2, 000 feet from the Brockton line. 
The company will be using about 15 acres of land owned by Mr. Nessralla. 


Mr. Nassralla owns approximately 100 acres total in that area. It 
was also pointed out that this plant will not be in conflict with the Hatch 
Act as it will not destroy any wetland areas present. 


Present when the building permit was signed on September 21, 1970 
were the Board of Selectmen, Mr. Nessralla, Mr. N. Edward Lundberg, 
building inspector, Charles J. Nessralla, Warren F. Rockwell, public 
relations consultant for NAIC, Bernard L. Caniff and John D. Gaziano, 
sales managers, and John Forrest, president of the NAIC. 


From start of building, the North American Incinerator Corp. hopes 
to be in full operation within 12 months. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION RECEIVES GIFT 


The East Bridgewater Conservation Commission has been given 140 
acres of land for conservation purposes by the Beaver Brook Beagle 
Club, Inc. , of Brockton, locatedin the northwest corner of East Bridge- 
water, near Richards Corner. 


The gift marks the beginning of a "green belt system" for the town. 
The Board of Selectmen met with the club representatives Monday eve- 
ning, December 14, 1970, to sign an agreement which gives the town 
Conservation Commission the land and a clubhouse building worth 
$19,000.00. The land is located off Belmont Street and Summer Street. 
The acreage runs behind the homes there extending toward Thatcher 
Street. Present from the Board of Selectmen Monday night were L. 
Margaret Mahoney, temporary chairman, Robert E. McCarthy, tempor- 
ary clerk, and Charles M. Repeta, Jr. 


The agreement with the Beaver Brook Beagle Club., Inc. , concluded 
25 years of planning by the club to further conservation. This club was 
formed at the end of World War II, in 1947, and at that time anticipated 
giving club owned land to the town in which it was located, with this being 
incorporated in the by-laws of the club. 


It was originally intended to give the land to the town when the club 
disbanded, but because of the interest in conservation, it was decided to 
doit now. This is the second time organized sportsmen have given land 
to a town for conservation purposes. Always an aim of the club was to 
be sure that the land can be enjoyed for conservation and it took the club 
25 years to acquire the land for this purpose. 


A statement fromthe Board of Selectmen was that this is the begin- 
ning of a future ''green belt system" for the Town of East Bridgewater, 
and it is hoped that similar areas will become available. The town of- 
ficials expressed themselves as pleased to receive it, saying it is ben- 
eficial for the town. It is the first really large piece of land the Conser- 
vation Commission has acquired. 


The Beaver Brook Beagle Club may continue to use it for their pur- 
poses so long as they are consistent with the conservation use. 


Present from the Beaver Brook Beagle Club, Inc., were Joseph 
Curtin, Jr., president; Michael Sergio, Sr., Secretary; John McGowan, 
Jr., chairman of conservation. Present from the Conservation Com- 
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mission were Harry Darling, chairman; JohnGrant and Dominic Marini. 
Also present was Robert Nelson, attorney for the club and Town Counsel 
Kenneth MacMullen, for the town.

- Having been Chief of Police of East Bridgewater for only 5 months of 
1970, it is rather difficult to summarize the years activities. 


Although the Department was under a severe handicap without a 
permanent Chief for seven months of 1970, the personnel kept the depart- 
ment operating inan efficient manner and proved that each and every one 
on the Department has the character and ability to overcome any obstacle. 


For 1971, Ihave requested monies to put three new permanent patrol- 
men on the department, due to the ever increasing crime rate in our 
town, and area towns. The possibility of riots, bomb scares and the 
rapidly increasing drug problem, have created a need for a full time 
permanent department. These new men will have to be equipped and 
thoroughly trained and educated for specialized police work. Education 
and training have become a most important factor in the establishment of 
a "Top-notch" Police Department. We have many new phases of crime 
tocontendwithtoday, riots, bombs and as I said before, narcotics. The 
narcotic problem is very prevalent in East Bridgewater, as in surround- 
ing towns. We mustkeep abreast of this as it is the number one problem 
in Law Enforcement today. 


I have been in conference with the Department of Public Works and 
the Board of Selectmen and together we are trying to formulate a plan to 
alleviate a bad traffic situation in the center of town. This is a very 
serious problem that will take time to expedite, but it will eventually be 
corrected. 


I wish to express my heartfelt thanks and appreciation to my fellow 
department members, to the townspeople and all local departments, for 
their generous cooperation and support extended me in the few months 
that I have been Chief of Police.

To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
I hereby submit my Report for the year of 1970: 

GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


All roads were swept and cleaned. Rubbish has been picked up on 
roadsides in all areas of the Town. Every catch basin and manhole has 
been cleaned and checked for condition and possible repair or replace- 
ment. Extensive patching was necessary in several areas due to frost 
heaves of the past winter months. Guard rails and fences have been re- 
paired and painted as required. The salt storage shed roof was rebuilt 
and repapered this past year. _ 


SIDEWALKS 


A resurfacing of Plymouth Street sidewalk from Morse Avenue to 
Whitman Street was completed this year, a distance of 2500 feet. On 
Central Street, between Morse Avenue and Strong Avenue, a distance of 
200 feet was resurfaced. Also patching was done in the center on Central 
Street. 


SEAL COATING 


This past summer only two streets were seal-coated, Pine Street 
and Pond Street. The reason was due to an acute shortage of asphalt. 
According to reports from distributors of asphalt products, more mat- 
erial will be available this coming year. If the asphalt is available, we 
will make a concentrated effort to seal the back log of streets to be done, 
and what we can on this year's program. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


A section of Route #106 - Plymouth Street, was resurfaced this year 
between Washington Street and Robins Street, a distance of 1400 feet. 
This required two courses of Type I mix, 1 1/4"' Binder and 1 1/4" Top 
- 550 tons. 

CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


The money appropriated this year was applied to the Washington Street 
project. This job is to be done early in 1971; advertising for bids for 
this new construction are now being processed.

To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Herewithis my report for the year ending December 31, 1970. Dur- 
ing the year we responded to 288 calls listed as follows: House and Ap- 
pliance, 38; Grass and Wood, 73;Car Fires, 16; Dump, 9; Bomb Scares, 
5; Aid, 5; Drowning, 1; Suicide, 1; Body in Woods, 1; Investigations, 
28; Still Alarms, 103; Accidents, 4; and False, 4. 


Many of the firemen attended Fire Service Training and Technical 
Achievement in cooperation with the Bureau of Vocational Educational 
Massachusetts Department of Education and Massachusetts Institute of 
Fire Department Instructors in May in West Bridgewater, and received 
certificates of merit for same. They also attended evening classes at 
Massasoit Jr. College pertaining to firefighting. Also attended were 
First Aid Classes which were held in Whitman. 


Routine periodic inspections of all Town-owned property, schools, 
churches, public and private properties, Westview Rest Home, Hallmark 
Nursing Home, Homes for the Elderly Project, were covered by the Chief 
of the Fire Department. 


_ Permits for outside burning were issued until the new State law, per- 
taining to Air Pollution was issued. This law forbids all outside burn- 
ing.

Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Park Department hereby submits their report for the year 1970. 


The members of the Park Department meet the fourth Monday of each 
month at 7:30 at the Town Offices, with all members being present. 


Strong Field as in years past has been one of the most active areas 
in the town. We have had in the past a problem with water running down 
Spear Avenue into the playing field. This past year the condition was 
corrected by installing a twenty foot black top roadway between Spear 
Avenue and Strong Avenue witha built up curbing of macadam on the play- 
ing field side. 


This fieldas wellas the Little League Field and Memorial Park were 
fertilized both spring and fall, and mowed weekly. 


Left fieldwas always a problem due to the lack of rootage. Messrs. 
Clifton and John Nielsen donated twenty feet of their land to the town to 
improve this condition. An article will appear in the warrant of the an- 
nual town meeting. It is hoped that the town's people will accept their 
generous offer. 


The field does need to be reconditioned but it is extremely difficult 
to do this since the field’ is used about twelve hours a day from early 
spring to late fall. 


The Little League Field was improved by installing a section of steel 
chain link fence 4 feet high by 175 feet long. It is hoped in the coming 
year tocomplete the job by inclosing the outfield with the same type fenc- 
ing. We had two loads of stone dust spread on the infield. 
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As inyears past the Memorial Park was the beauty spot in the center 
of the town. Geraniums were planted in front of the monument and in the 
urns. This past year we put in a white marble chip path way which did 
much toward enhancing the appearance. The cement urns were also 
painted white. It is hoped that this coming year we will be able to re- 
finish the bronze plaque on the Memorial. 


We owe our sincere thanks again to Mr. and Mrs. William Browne 
who directed the playground activities during the summer months. At- 
tendance at the playground averaged between fifty and sixty children a 
day. Beside the crafts andgames of years past, crotcheting for the girls 
was included. Mr. Browne also brought his ping pong table to the play- 
ground which the children enjoyed. 


_ The group had two splash parties at the Y.W.C.A. and the parents 
generously provided transportation for the children. 


Mrs. Chester Leland volunteered her services every Tuesday and 
held a story hour for the children at the playground. This proved to be 
quite popular particularly with the little ones. 


The Park Department wishes to thank all persons who worked for 
the Department in order to maintain the Fields and Memorial Park. 


Mr. Henry Sherman who mowed the Memorial Park for the past two 
years, passed away last summer. His passing was a loss to the Depart- 
ment, and he will be missed by all of us.

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Report of the Board of Health 


As of January 1, 1970, inorder to qualify for benefits from Medicare, 
Blue Cross and Insurance, the Visiting Nurse Activities became a func- 
tion of the Board of Health and is now known as ''Home Health Services". 
The Visiting Nurse Association still has been very active in their meet- 
ings and in assisting at the many Clinics and other services, for which 
the Board is most appreciative. The "Tri-town" Glaucoma Clinic was 
sponsored and financed by the Lions Club of the three Bridgewaters. It 
is the intention of these Clubs to make this an annual affair as a part of 
their Eye Research Program. A successful Rabies Clinic was held on 
May 16, when more than 375 dogs were given rabies vaccine by Dr. 
George S. Wood, Veterinarian. 


In May the Board of Health moved their office from the Town Office 
Building to the Visiting Nurse Association Cottage in order to consolidate 
the Health Services for allthose involved. Mrs. Helen Hoyt who has been 
the Secretary for the V.N.A. has been extremely helpful in our Board of 
Health work. 


Again Waldorf Parkwasa source of considerable discussion, both at 
the Board of Health meetings and Selectmen's meetings with a group of 
residents from that area. A Court order called for the removal of all 
trailers in the Park and the Dep't of Public Health under Article VIII of 
the Sanitary Code came into the problem as a result of being petitioned 
by concerned folks in the neighborhood. 


The Matfield River is still the source of many complaints and the 
assurance from the Division of Waterways that this problem would be re- 
solved in the very near future has not materialized. 


The problem of rubbish disposal is still one of the most important 
items on the agenda. The stopping of burning by the State has increased 
the amount of rubbish, brush, stumps and trash brought into the Disposal 
Area and it now has become a serious problem. The Division of Environ- 
mental Health of the Dep't of Public Health has sent a letter to all Boards 
of Health throughout the Commonwealth regarding solid waste disposal, 
"strongly urging the appropriately designated responsible authorities in 
your community to evaluate carefully the quality of its refuse disposal 
operation, to determine the expenditures required to develop an opera- 
tion which conforms with regulations for sanitary landfills, to see that 
adequate funds are budgeted, and to take the necessary measures to ob- 
tainfinancial support as soon as possible''. As requested, copies of this 
letter were given to the Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee. 
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The Board has prepared several Articles - delivered to the Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee before December 1 - for insertion in 
the Annual Town Warrantin March 1971, to implement a "Landfill Oper- 
ation" at the Disposal Area. 


The Boardalso advertised for bids for a ''contract"’ operation at the 
Disposal Area, receiving bids from $35,000. 00 to $50, 000. 00 for a 12 
months! operation. As far as the proposed incinerator operation which 
is planned to be built on the recently rezoned land on Thatcher Street, the 
only part the Board of Health has had in this operation is to issue a 
permit for the installation of a sewage system for the employees. 


The members of the Board appreciate the many services which have 
been given by the Townspeople and in particular the Members of the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association, the work of both Miss Farren and Mrs. Rockwell, 
our Public Health Nurses, the employees of the Water Department who 
handled the moving to the present quarters, ''Ed'' Kenneally who has 
worked with the Board for so many years, and all the Departments for 
their cooperative efforts.

Report of the Sanitary Inspector 
To the Board of Health 
Gentlemen: 


Soil investigation and tests were made at sites of proposed new build- 
ing. Sewage disposal systems designed on basis of requirement and soil 
conditions. Progress inspections during construction were made as con- 
sidered advisable and final inspection before backfill is a requirement. 
Advice is givenas torepair or additions to the older existing facilities at 
no expense to home owner, and cooperation given to secure proper oper- 
ation at least expense possible. The program of control of all sewage 
disposal installations at new building has proven over the years to be of 
great value. Adequate and well constructed sewage disposal systems have 
gone with each new building, however, a septic tank requires cleaning on 
a yearly basis and if neglected the sludge formation will get into leech 
facility and cause trouble by faulty operation. There is no alternative 
to proper cleaning of septic tank by pump method and removal of sludge. 
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Great many years of proper operation of system can be expected with this 
reasonable care. Also prevent fats and grease from gaining access to 
sewage system as far as possible. 


Complaints were investigated and resolved as soon as possible as 
conditions allowed. 


Inspections and bacteria swab tests were taken at eating and drinking 
establishments ona quarterly basis and more frequent inspections made 
where indicated. Milk and cream as sold in Town was analyzed and re- 
ported. Current standards of quality are very high and Dealer coopera- 
tion excellent to sell quality products. 


Standard bacteriological water analysis was made frequently at pub- 
lic bathing facilities and any necessary follow-up made. However, qual- 
ity or standard has been found very goodin most cases. Samples of drain- 
age and waterways also made frequently. 


Pollution of our River by City of Brockton can only be corrected by 
legal action. Industrial waste directly into River and to City Sewerage 
Treatment Plant to inhibit proper treatment of sewage is the cause. In- 
dustrialwaste requires pretreatment by industry in many cases, before 
discharge to City Treatment Plant. This Board has made study, taken 
samples at specified times, Sundays and Holidays without industrial 
waste, and all facts and knowledge available. It is the hope that new 
Water Pollution Control Agency either on State or Federal level will push 
legal action on existing condition.

Christmas Decoration Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


During the year the Board of Selectmen appointed Mr. L. Robert 
Wilsonto the Committee to fill a vacancy resulting from the resignation 
of one member. 


Planning for the 1970 Christmas decorations began in September. 
We decided on a different display featuring a choir and organ on a raised 
platform for improved visibility from the street. In addition, we decided 
to build the four large bells which were suspended from telephone poles 
at the intersection of Bedford and Central Streets. The men built the 
frames while the ladies, with the assistance of Mrs. Forrest Emery, 
applied the covering and protective coating. 


The 1970 display was the result of many of the Town Departments 
working together with the Committee. The High School carpentry class, 
under the direction of Mr. Bomhard, constructed the platform; the Police 
Department provided a meeting room for the Committee and space in the 
garage for working on the bells, as well as turning the lights on and off 
nightly; the Tree Department provided transportation for picking up sup- 
plies and equipment, setting up the display, and providing the greens a- 
round the platform; andthe Water Department provided space for storing 
the bells.

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Report of the Southeastern Regional 
School District Committee 


For the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As a result of Federal and State Legislation, East Bridgewater by 
vote of the townspeople became a member of the Southeastern Regional 
School District in 1963. 


The Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical School now has facil- 
ities for about 1,000 students who are enrolled in grades 9 - 12 (High 
School) and grades 13 - 14 (Technical Institute). It is here that these 
students receive training in vocational skills that prepares them to enter 
industry or a profession. 


Southeastern's post-graduate programs offer educational services 
toadults as wellas youngsters. One East Bridgewater family has a mother 
enrolled in the L.P.N. program. Her son majored in metal fabrication 
and graduated last year and her daughter is a candidate.for next year's 
L. P.N. class. 


As you know the cost of education increases regardless of the level - 
Elementary, High School, College or Vocational. 


The Regional School Committee endeavors to provide an education 
that will permit a person to enter a trade, industry or profession as a 
competent and confident individual. To do this successfully, the instruc- 
tion, equipment and facilities must be the best. The School Committee 
tries to provide the best. 


Townofficials have visited the school yearly as a group.. They have 
toured the facility and had ample opportunity to ask questions about the 
operation of the school. Any individual in East Bridgewater can make 
arrangements todo the same. There is nothing like seeing for yourself. 


It's impossible to answer all questionsina report like this and I have 
not tried to do so. However, I am convinced that the voters of East 
Bridgewater used very good judgment when they voted to enter the South- 
eastern Regional Vocational School District. 


You can contact the school or call me, should you need additional 
information. 
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The number of East Bridgewater youngsters enrolled at Southeastern 
is40boysand4 girls, and in the Technical Institute, 4 boys and 7 girls. 


Because East Bridgewater is in this Regional Vocational School Dis- 
trict it receives annual reimbursements from the Commonwealth. In 1970 
the total amount received by the town was $58, 764.00. This, of course, 
reduces the net cost of vocational education to the town.

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Report of the Librarian 


The 86th annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library is 
herewith presented: 


The two words, increased activity, could precisely report the year's 
work at the East Bridgewater Public Library. It is satisfying to reflect 
that the cause of this activity was twofold. On one hand was careful plan- 
ning of new programs, rearrangement of old programs and a broadening 
of policy by the trustees regarding circulation of library materials. On 
the other, a positive reaction on the part of library patrons in accepting 
these changes. 


The increased activity on the part of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Regional Library System in the town library program resulted in many 
more books made available to our readers. In addition, the Eastern 
Massachusetts Bookmobile in its monthly visit has added over twelve 
hundred books in both adult and children's departments. The bookmobile 
has made possible much greater circulation of books with large sight- 
saving type. We have borrowed from them over sixty recordings. These 
records and gift of a small display box which we placed in the front lobby 
stimulated the circulation of our own records which are housed in the 
Fine Arts Room in the basement. Members of the staff have attended 
study groups in children's book selection, in public relations, in admin- 
istration, and in media use in the library sponsored by the Regional Of- 
fice. The East Bridgewater Library was host to two such groups. Miss 
Judy Haberlund, adult consultant from the regional staff, met with ten 
local head librarians in Marchand Mr. Edward Pelletier, film specialist, 
met with thirty-five librarians in October. Mrs. Eastman, as librarian, 
serves on the Eastern Regional Advisory Council and has attended four 
meetings of the Council during the year. 


To utilize these services to the best advantage meant more careful 
book selection for our permanent collection. It meant fewer purchases 
of ephemeral titles and more basic purchases. Among desirable addi- 
tions, we could purchase Congress andthe Nation to 1968, World of Man, 
Annals of American History, Fifty Best Plays of the American Theatre 
and current volumes to update our General Laws of Massachusetts An- 
notated. In other new activities the library, responding to a request from 
its patrons, added Forbes Magazine and Barron's Weekly to its subscrip- 
tionlist. Aservice, developed between the library and the East Bridge- 
water Housing Project, has become a source of pleasure to both. Mr. 
Robert Perkins and Mr. Holga Lindstrom have been most helpful in deliv- 
ering books to and fro. Eleven hundred and twelve circulation has been 
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recorded from this venture. And finally a re-registration ofall borrowers 
has been in progress since March 1, with 1672 borrowers registered in 
the adult department and 1589 in the juvenile department. 


One of the strong features of our public library work is that done in 
the children's department where Mrs. Joan Leland and Mrs. Marion 
Hornstra do team work in answering public library needs of children from 
pre-school through grade eight. Mrs. Leland's pre-school story hours 
include two first year groups, one second year group, and a group from 
the Head Start Kindergarten. In some cases the pre-school child is the 
parent's first introduction to the public library. It is increasingly ob- 
vious that these parents become appreciative library supporters. As 
evidence this past Christmas Open House, when eleven mothers provided 
the food and assisted in its serving. 


New card catalog cases were added inthis department replacing some 
inservice since 1934. The old cases continue to be used in our catalog- 
ing room where additional file space was drastically needed. 


During the year the trustees authorized two lecture series. In March 
Mr. John Alexander presented a thoughtfully constructed series of talks 
on taking good pictures. He discussed techniques and equipment, In 
December, Mrs. Rosemary Hatfield taught the making of Christmas dec- 
orations in three weekly meetings. Each series did much to increase 
library usage of books in its subject field. 


The circulating picture collection continues to be popular. Two new 
series of prints have been ordered but delivery has been delayed from the 
supplier. To the several local artists who have loaned original pictures 
to be circulated either with option to buy or marked not for sale, we are 
grateful. These original pictures are the ones in greatest demand and 
we would hope to add more of this kind of picture. 


Supporting these activities is the core staff who does the cataloging, 
typing, filing, processing and circulation of all materials. When you 
catalog 3,300 books, each one requiring an average of six cards, plus 
processing 120 magazine subscriptions, 104 records, 9 pictures and 87 
pamphlets you are impressed with the work accomplished as only a part 
of a job assignment. That is, our cataloger works 12 1/2 hours weekly 
at the circulation desk, our circulation librarian types a minimum of 7 
hours weekly and our school library assistant is the school library sub- 
stitute librarian and works 4 1/2 hours at the main library desks, all in 
addition to each person's specialized assignment. That the work is done 
is a tribute to the competence and interest of the staff. 
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The school libraries and their increased activity present problems 
with increasing pressure for solution. Solutions that must be made in 
the best interests of boththe children's need for good library service and 
of the departments charged with this responsibility. As is apparent in 
the problems of school housing the greatest pressure is at the highest 
and at the lowest level. 


At the high school the materials acquired in multi media purchase 
with Federal and School Department money were placed in the library. 
This is in the best philosophy of school library development. However, 
all this material must be cataloged by the librarian with limited assis- 
tance in processing, filing and typing provided by valued volunteer help 
from faculty members, student library assistants and the school library 
assistant. In avery limited space and with a wealth of ability and mat- 
erial the high school library and librarian suffer from too great a suc- 
cess. 


The Central School's enriched program of reading and teaching had 
its percussion onthe existing library program. With one librarian serv- 
ing nine hundred children (the standard is one iibrarian to every 300 chil- 
dren or fraction thereof) the practice had been to supply grade I with ro- 
tating collections of books and special occasion trips to the library, to 
do the same for grade II until the Christmas recess when they then started 
a biweekly scheduled class program. To free teachers for needed con- 
ference time for their team teaching and for the new reading program, 
it was agreed that these approximately 400 children be regularly scheduled 
for library periods. With such a strong pre-story program at the pub- 
lic library it was also felt that to delay the introduction to the school li- 
brary might not be as desirable as it once was considered. In a willing- 
ness to cooperate with the school department, double classes were sched- 
uled. This has worked quite well but has required the assignment of the 
school library assistant for one full day each week at the Central School. 
In addition space is a major problem here in creating a learning resource 
center. Recordings and pictures are the only non-print materials handled 
from the library. To compound the space limitations, for four months 
this fall a part of the library work room has been used as a make-shift 
office for the reading supervisor. 


At the Junior High valuable increased use of multi media by students 
during the library hours has created severe problems of supervision on 
the part of the librarian. The circulation figures for this school have in- 
cluded this amount of software usedinthe library and the number of hard- 
ware items circulated by the librarian. Added to increased book circu- 
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lation the figure of 4,621 pieces of library material for the month of De- 
cember indicates that for a full month the figure might well have exceeded 
6,000. Aside from the schoollibrary assistants, some janitorial courier 
service and a good corps of library assistants, this is the work loadof 
one librarian. 


The newest school library is at the Intermediate School. At the 
present itis the one with the fewest books and the best organized Audio- 
Visual circulation system. An excellent Audio-Visual club handles much 
of this material. The librarian has the school library assistant as needed. 
This successful situation shows the elimination of pressure problems 
when there is arealistic relationship between the number of students and 
teachers served by a single librarian. 


East Bridgewater has long appreciated that there are circumstances 
which do not justify a community's investment in two chief librarians, 
two sets of catalogers, two sets of technical processors, two file clerks, 
multiple copies of infrequently used titles and duplicate film service all 
of which are required when school and public libraries operate independ- 
ently. How to maintain our systems program in face of expanding prob- 
lems is a present and aggravating question. Perhaps the answer lies in 
a formal organizational relationship between school department and 
library boardandthe creation of formal channels of communications be- 
tween them. 


We lookforwardfrom this appraisal of increased activity to at least 
one more staffmember, longer hours of service which could mean even- 
ing hours inthe children's room, Sunday openings for browsing and study 
and an additional source of workers in the school libraries. We realize 
that the physical limitations of our main building limit the programs we 
would like to see develop. We are appreciative of the efforts of the Select- 
men and the School Committee intheir attempt to provide off street park- 
ing behind the Intermediate School. The lack of parking at the library is 
stifling. For the Safety and convenience of all it is hoped this parking 
area may become a reality. 


It is with hope and confidence we face the new year. Hope for the 
continued support from the people we serve and confidence in the people 
who serve with us to make the East Bridgewater Library outstanding ir 
its service to our community.

BOARD OF APPEALS 
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Plymouth County Mosquito Project 


In reporting the Project's activities for 1970, we have been able to 
continue our primary objectives in each town or city. Namely, the re- 
duction of the mosquito population at source of breeding. This was ac- 
complished either by trenching of breeding areas, or periodic treatment 
of waters where larvae were found. 


The bulk of our efforts during July, August, and September was con- 
centratedin areas and wetlands adjacent to encephalitis locales. Fifty- 
two horses were reported as contracting the disease. Although only seven 
of these cases were confirmed, we hadtoassume that all were probables, 
and responded as we did to confirmed reports. There was only one re- 
port of virus in humans. As these reports were received, our fogging 
units responded, treating these areas and others having numerous horses. 
The Encephalitis Field Station monitored both adult and larvae popula- 
tions. We like to feel that we, along with the State Department of Public 
Health, numerous veterinarians involved, and the Department of Agri- 
culture, aided in some part in trying to avert what might have been an 
outbreak of more serious proportions. Three cases of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis in horses were reported to this office by the Division of 
Communicable Diseases as occurring in East Bridgewater. 


Our backhoe unit trenched areas at Harvard and Church Streets, and 
also Central Street. Chain saws and brushcutters were used to allow 
passage of our power trencher. Many hours were also spent in larvacid- 
ing and fogging in response tocalls and to abate the nuisance mosquitoes. 


Next spring will, inall probability, have anabundance of mosquitoes. 
Fall rains and present snows are filling the swamplands. We do not have 
the capacity to control these large wetlands. Consideration of possible 
harm to the environment will always limit us as to areas treated and 
methods of control. We will continue to work closely with the Field Sta- 
tions, Pesticide Board, the Department of Natural Resources regarding 
methods of control. Our efforts will be pointed toward possible enceph- 
alitis activity in1971. This will have priority over some past practices. 


We again wish to thank all of your town officers for their interest and 
cooperation, andespecially Mr. Dube who has been most helpful and co- 
operative.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To.the Board of Selectmen and to the 
Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The Conservation Commission hereby renders its fifth annual report. 
It still feels that its primary responsibility is the acquisition of open 
space, the protection of water sources and wildlife habitat for present 
and future public use. To that end we have directed our efforts. 


When town purchase of the Leland Farm was denied at the town meet- 
ing, the Commission turned its attention to other areas. Two or three 
small parcels of land located in the eastern section of the town were do- 
nated by Mrs. Marion Hogue and Mr. Jack Stengl. 


By far the largest gift of land to date was made by the Beaver Brook 
Beagle Club Inc. This is a beautiful tract of 140 acres of wildland loca- 
ted on the northwest perimeter of the town bordering the City of Brockton. 
Thus situated it will forever serve as a green shield to screen the pres- 
sures andclamor of city congestion from our quieter and more leisurely 
pattern of living. With this land is a commodious club-house which will 
be maintained by the Beagle Club, but which may be used jointly with civic 
organizations with a conservation or outdoor purpose. 


The Commission has learned that the State Access Board has pur- 
chased land bordering Robbins Pond off Pond Street for the purpose of 
constructing a fisherman's ramp and an adjacent parking area. An en- 
gineer's preliminary survey has been made and work has been given 1971 
priority. 


By statute the Commissionis responsible to the State for the minutes 
of its meetings, a file of town-owned land, certain maps and records of 
its plans. These are accumulating and need a safer and more accessible 
place of storage than now exists. Our correspondence is increasing in 
amount and importance. Great credit is due John Grant for his tireless 
efforts to keep the above in order. 


More and more meetings are being held with town, county, and state 
officials, with other conservationcommissions and with allied conserva- 
tiongroups. As lands are acquired and developed for public use the need 
of someone who can act as an executive secretary begins to emerge; one 
who can give instant information, answer questions or issue a prompt 
decision within Commission policy.

The Plymouth County Extension Service's office is located on High 
Street, Hanson, close to the Plymouth County Hospital and can be reached 
by calling 293-3541 or 447-5946. 


Our legal title is Plymouth County Aidto Agriculture but better known 
as the Plymouth County Extension Service. We are the educational arm 
of the University of Massachusetts and the U.S. D.A. at the county level, 
which indicates that our work is in the field of education. 


We have Agents who specialize in Agricultural commodities (Dairy 
and Livestock, Fruit and Vegetables, Floriculture, Nurseries, Poultry 
and Turkey) and service commercial farmers in the Southeast Extension 
Region. Also, our Natural Resource Development Agents service the 
same area working withindividual towns and Conservation Commissions. 


In Plymouth County we have two Home Economists and in our 4-H 
Youth Program, we have two 4-H Agents. 


Our 4-H Program is for youths between 9-19 years of age and is one 
of the most active in the State. Many non-agricultural projects have in- 
creased urban enrollment. 


We are inthe process of formulating a 4-H Foods and Nutrition Pro- 
gram for young people in the Brockton area. This will be similar to our 
special Nutrition Program for low-income families in Brockton which is 
currently supervised by our Home Economist. These are two programs 
financed by the U.S.D.A. through the University of Massachusetts and 
supervised by our County Agents.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department uses pesticides, very discriminately, in one 
form or another inthe performance of almost all its usual duties. In these 
times of environmental and ecological difficulties, pesticides should be 
applied for only imperative reasons and must be used with knowledge, 
caution, andrespect. The Department is constantly keeping knowledgeably 
abreast of the latest and safest uses of pesticides permitted for applica- 
tion in its fields of control work. With these factors in mind, the Moth 
Department is always keeping the safety and well being of the townspeople 
and the town foremost; while still trying to control insects and diseases 
under its jurisdiction satisfactorily. 


A dormant spray was applied in April to the majority of the town's 
Elm trees inan effort to control the Elm Bark Beetle, the carrier of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. This application was made by helicopter, being the 
fourth year this method of dormant spraying has been utilized. The pilot 
accomplisheda safe and efficient job. The method of application, I feel, 
for this particular situation, is the best possible at this time; however, 
the insecticide, methoxychlor, allowed to be used for this control and 
considered of low toxicity, does not seem to be giving the control ex- 
pected. This phase of the dormant spray will be given careful evaluation 
before and/or if it is carried out in the coming year. 


The spraying of poison ivy was done as usual during the months of 
June, July, and August. This spraying was carried out along the street 
and on private property, where requested, and this nuisance was elim- 
inated from those areas sprayed. Although an unsightly situation existed 
temporarily in the areas sprayed, a safe herbicide was used for this 
operation. 


The Department received many calls regarding hornet and wasp 
nests. In most cases these nests were sprayed and removed by the De- 
partment. As these insects are a harmful factor to the general public 
the department felt justified in performing this service. 


Many areas adjacent to the Matfield River were plagued in the spring 
by a tiny, irritating gnat. This insect became such an overburdening 
nuisance to the residents that both sides of the river were sprayed by a 
fixed wing aircraft. The results were questionable and after further in- 
vestigation it is questionable whether these gnats can be controlled by 
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insecticides at all. Therefore, if this insect is again prevalent in the 
coming year the situation will be carefully scrutinized before any spray 
is applied. 


An appropriation of money in 1970 for aerial spraying of the town 
was used during the months of June, July, and August in the form of aerial 
spraying by fixed wing aircraft along the town streets for the control of 
adult mosquitoes. Bothsides of the town streets were sprayed, one spray 
for each of the 3 aforementioned months. Again the safest possible in- 
secticide was chosen for this operation. The preceding operations were 
enacted in cooperation with the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 
which performed its usual but cautious mosquito control duties throughout 
the year. The Moth Department had excellent communication, coopera- 
tion and coordination from the Project during the year as in the past. 


Many thanks are again due my employees, town officials, town de- 
partments and the townspeople for their understanding, assistance, and 
cooperation in my work.

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The problems of environmental pollution, the ecological imbalance, 
and the preservation of our natural resources in general is of great con- 
cern to many people. Those of us who work in the out-of-doors with, 
for, or evenagainst nature are and have been cognizant for some time of 
these problems. Trees, unquestioned benefactors in our society, have 
without any doubt suffered from the aforementioned problems. The Tree 
Department in many instances is involved with these environmental sit- 
uations. In its humble and sometimes frustratingly inadequate effort to 
cope with nature, the department tries to rectify these problems and pre- 
serve the natural resources whenever possible. 


The year of 1970wasa busy one for the Tree Department. The care 
of existing shade trees by pruning, cabling, bolting, surgery and feeding; 
the maintenance ofthe Town Nursery; repairing and maintaining much of 
our own equipment; cooperative work with other town departments; and 
the performing of other miscellaneous tasks were among the Department's 
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routine duties performed during the year. The major functions of tree 
removal, tree planting, and roadside brush removal were the prime 
duties enacted throughout the year. 


A total of 74 trees were removed along the town streets for the pro- 
tection of person and/or property or for other necessary reasons. As in 
the past approximately 50% or 36 of the trees removed were Elms, most 
of which succumbed to the Dutch Elm Disease. Approximately 30% or 21 
of the trees removed were Maples, while about 20% or 17 trees were of 
various species. It will be noted that a larger number of Maples along 
the town streets have been dying each year over the past several years. 
The Maples dying are mainly Sugar Maples and it is my firm belief that 
the majority of these Sugar Maples are succumbing to environmental 
pollution of one form or another. The situation of the Maple and other 
trees involved with pollutionas the Elm involved with Dutch Elm Disease 
has been evident, in my mind, for some time. The hope of a solution to 
these problems lies with scientists who are researching to cope with these 
difficulties. 


The removal of 23 stumps below groundwas performed in conjunction 
with tree removal. This was accomplished by a special stump cutting 
machine hired by the Department that affords an efficient and economical 
means of eliminating unsightly and sometimes dangerous stumps along 
the streets. 


Tree planting was carried out during the spring and fall. In the De- 
partment's continuous effort to replace trees removed, beautify, and pro- 
vide future shade, a total of 76 trees were planted along town streets in 
acceptable locations. The majority of trees planted were Norway Maples; 
while a smaller amount of Sugar and Red Maples, Mountain Ash, and 
Flowering Crab were planted. 


The relocation of the Town Nursery from its site off Bedford Street 
to the Town Disposal Area was completed during the spring of 1970. This 
entailed the digging, transporting and replanting of approximately 200 
trees, mostly Sugar Maples of various sizes. The nursery will be en- 
largedinthe coming year in the form of planting more trees in number, 
various sizes, and variation of species in this area. The enlargement is 
inthe hope of economically increasing the number of trees planted along 


the streets in the coming years as this is an important factor in our en- 
vironment. 


The removal of brush along the roadsides continued during 1970. 


Approximately 6 miles of brush was cut and sprayed during the year. 
Herbicides were also discriminately applied to several other areas of 
brush cut during 1969. The continuance of this program should hope- 
fully eliminate all heavy brush along the roadsides for safety reasons 
within the next 2 years. 


The Department's request in 1970 for another permanent employee 
because of the increasing work load, was stricken from the printed bud- 
get by mutual agreement of the Tree Warden and the Finance Committee 
because of the ensuing tax rate. However, the need for this additional 
permanent employee still and more so exists. Therefore, an increase 
in the budget for 1971 will reflect mainly the cost of this additional em- 
ployee. 


In closing I wish to express my sincere thanks to my capable em- 
ployees, all other town departments and officials, and the townspeople 
for their support, cooperation, and understanding in my labors during 
the past year.

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Report of the Director of Veteran’s 


Services and Veteran’s Agent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year of 1970 has exceeded all others in the increase of requested 
services from our Department. 


During 1970, we have had over 3,800 contacts for service and in- 
formation from veterans and their dependents from four wars, WW I, 
WW II, Korean and Vietnam. These requests have been met promptly 
and effectively with 99% success in most cases. 


Due to the economic situation and increased unemployment, request 
for assistance has increased more than ordinary years. With WW I vet- 
erans, many in Nursing Homes well along in years, and the WW II vet- 
eran much older now and having employment and medical problems, our 
budget was not sufficient for 1970. This was due to increased Hospital 
and Nursing Home per diem increases and general increase in medical 
expenses. Our costs were for Hospitals $10,704.50, Nursing Homes 
$7,615.03, Doctors $9,089.82, Medication $3,340.09, miscellaneous 
cost, dental etc. $2,297.17. 


Bills for 1970 still are coming in, making it necessary to request 
$10, 000. 00 to pay for 1970 unpaid medical bills. 


I am happy to report that due to a large number of Federal Claims 
that we were successfulin processing for veterans and their dependents, 
our expenditures were kept from being even higher than they were. How- 
ever, important to remember is the fact that 50% of our expenditures are 
reimbursed to the Town by the State under Chapter 115. 


This year I have recommended that my secretary, Mrs. Boni, be 
granted a substantial increase in her salary to bring her to bare mini- 
mum of what she should be receiving for being an administrative assis- 
tant, with her ability and experience. Without her devoted efforts in our 
Department, the work would just not be completed, and in the long run it 
would cost the Taxpayer more than it has been. 


We were shocked and saddened in December 1970, when one of our 
beloved veterans of WW II died suddenly, and we will all miss Arthur J. 
Goldmanvery much, as he was truly a friend to all of us, and to all who 
knew him. Our sympathy is with his family. 
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Our office is openfrom 9:00 A. M. to 4:30 P.M. Monday thru Friday, 
telephone 378-3581.

Report of Committee to Study a 
Permanent Fire Department 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The above committee conducted a nine week study and analysis into 
establishing a permanent fire department inthe Town of East Bridgewater. 


The study consisted of: 


(a) Contacting four towns in the immediate area which have a combin- 
ation of permanent and call type fire departments 

(b) Conducting meetings to discuss andanalyze information accumu- 
lated 

(c) Meeting with Selectmen to go over progress of committee 

(d) Interviewing people experienced in the field of firefighting 

(e) Discussing with Chief Silva our study and recommendations and 
receiving his full support and cooperation 


We concluded at the termination of our study that more time would 
be required to fully investigate and analyze the following: 


1, Write up to clearly define organization and job classifications 

2. Number of men required in the initial establishment of perman- 
ent department 

3. Additional equipment requirements for maximum efficiency of a 
growing department 

4, Determine the approximate cost for presentation to taxpayers 

5. Long range planning to be consistent with growth of town 
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The committee recommends at this time the formation of a perm- 
anent study group to include people experienced in labor relations, plan- 
ning, finance, and firefighting to assist the Selectmen and Chief Silva in 
the future. 


During our study we noted the fact that prior to the establishment of 
a permanent fire department, all towns contacted had initiated a call box 
alarm system. We believe this is a good starting point to investigate and 
present to the townspeople for their approval.

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Report of the Water Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We submit the annual report of the East Bridgewater Water Com- 
missioners, for the year ending December 31, 1970. 


Three thousand feet of new water mains were laid on Winter Street 
this past year, which brings our total length of water mains to approx- 
imately fifty-two and one-half miles. Sixty-four new services were in- 
stalled, andtwelve renewals. There are now three hundred and five hy- 
drants which we service and is an increase of ten over last year. 


In1970, $93,100.20 was collected from water bills, and $3,404.57 
for water services. Unpaid water bills are added to the owner's tax hill 
whichcomes to almost $9, 000. 00 for a grand total of $105,393.51. The 
budget submitted for 1971, was for $93,506.00, which shows that the 
Water Department is now returning money back to the town as far as op- 
erational expenses go. 


A new booklet ''Rules and Regulations of the Water Department" is 
available at the Town Office for the asking. The booklet includes charges 
and rates for services rendered as well as the responsibilities of the 
homeowner. 


Outside reading meters are now being installed at all new homes, 
andwhenever a meter requires replacement it will be replaced with the 
new type. 


The general use of water is ever increasing and in one month, July 
of 1970, 30,000, 000 gallons were pumped, which means that both wells 
were pumping to their capacity. With new construction, both home and 
industrial, continuing at a rapid pace, it is clearly evident that we must 
continue to introduce new wells into our water system to avoid asking for 
restrictions and/or ban the outside use of water. 


Continuing our search for more water has resulted in another excel- 
lent site located off Hudson Street which we have designated as number 
four well site. Preliminary tests have shown that this well has the poten- 
tial of our number one well which can produce one million gallons per 
day. This number four site was discovered after the groundwork and 
flow tests were completed on number three. We have been advised by

Whitman and Howard, the engineering firm that represents us, that we 
should develop this number four well before number three because the 
capacity is so much greater than number three. We should continue to 
go forward and purchase or take by eminent domain the minimum amount 
of property necessary for well site number three as we must protect our 
future needs for our water requirements as all studies indicate, willsurely 
be needed in the future. 


The Board of Water Commissioners have met with Mr. Jack Sims, 
Chairman of the Old Colony Planning Council, and Mr. Robert Philbrick, 
member, to file an application for Federal financial assistance for our 
number four well site. Funds are available at the present time and if 
we qualify we would welcome the assistance. 


The Commissioners would like to thank the citizens and all town de- 
partments, officials, andmembers of our own department, for their co- 
operation this past year.

Gentlemen: 


The Industrial Development Commission is pleased to report con- 
siderable progress has been made in presenting animage to the Industrial 
and Commercial community that East Bridgewater is a good place to 
locate and growin. The Mueller Corp. with an attractive plant on Spring 
Street is now a reality. 


Several meetings were held with state officials on the value of an 
Industrial Financing Authority. The Industrial Development Commission 
feels that this is a valuable and necessary sales tool, to help attract 
worthwhile new enterprises into our community. 


It is the aim of the Industrial Development Commission to see that 
East Bridgewater becomes a balanced community of fine homes and at- 
tractive Industrial and Commercial concerns, so that the '70's will see 
East Bridgewater as the place that cares for all. 


The Industrial Development Commission was contacted by Mr. 
Stanton Davis, owner of the B. P.M. Supermarkets, and selected East 
Bridgewater as the community where they will locate their new warehouse 
and office facilities - This complex of approximately 240, 000 sq. ft. 
and valuation of $1,500, 000.plus, is the type of commercial enterprise 
that is necessary for the growth of our balanced community. 


The I.D.C. members under the leadership of Dana G. Chase have 
worked to the best of their abilities to see East Bridgewater grow ina 
reasonable and deliberate fashion.

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Report of the Planning Board 


The following is the annual report of the East Bridgewater Planning 
Board to the Board of Selectmen: 


At an organizational meeting held on March 9, 1970, the following 
officers were elected: John Clark Wheatley, Chairman; John Grant, 
Vice-Chairman; John H. Alexander, Clerk. 


The Board also requested the insertion in the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant of an article allowing multiple family apartments in ''Residence 
B" zones. Itwas the Board's determination that the type of apartments, 
suchas were set out in detail in the article would, in the first instance, 
produce further taxes for the town and subsequently relieve the growing 
needfor apartments. It was requested in the smaller zoning area (Res- 
idence B) in order to test the effectiveness and feasibility of the idea. 
The article was voted at the town meeting and there is already presently 
under considerationby the Board several proposed apartment buildings. 


After a public hearing, the Board approved a request to build an in- 
cineration plant to be located westerly from Thatcher Street presented 
by Philip Nessralla. The land is well situated for industrial use, and 
the operation did not appear to have the anticipated offensive character- 
istics, i.e. smoke, odor, etc. 


A sum of money is presently being held by the Board to insure com- 
pletionof ways and services onOakwood Terrace. A dispute has arisen 
between the Board and the builder, Daniel A. Meurin, and Mr. Meurin 
has taken the matter to the Superior Court. A matter which has also been 
appealed to the Superior Court is the Board's approval of a subdivision 
of land off Elm Street containing 19 lots, which was presented by the 
owner, Stephen-Andrew, Inc. No determination of the parties' right in 
either matter has, as yet, been made. 


Two other subdivisions, subject to a covenant signed by the builder 
concerning the construction of the ways and utilities therein, have been 
approved by the Board, namely, 25 lots on the northerly side of Union 
Street owned by Johan and Helga Jansson, and 36 lots off Bridge Street 
as shown on a plan submitted by John F. O'Malley of Milton. 


Ithas been a busy year, but the Board is pleased that it has had the 
opportunity to be instrumental in planning the best use of the town's land, 
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and in saving the town the cost of road and utility installations occasioned 
by the addition of many new homes.

This year your Treasurer found it necessary to borrow $1,300,000. 
in anticipation of Tax Revenue to meet the town's financial responsibil- 
ities. The average rate of interest paid on these notes was 4.54%, a 
decided decrease from the 5.16% average of a year ago.

The Lincoln Trust Company of Hingham was the successful bidder 
on two notes totalling $400,000 at 5.40% and 5.46%. The New England 
Merchants National Bank were the low bidders on two notes totalling 
$400, 000. at 4.44% and 5.45%. First Bristol County National Bank bid 
3.99% and 3.28% on $200, 000 and $100, 000 respectively. The Capitol 
Bank and Trust Company bid 4.49% on $100,000 and Norfolk County 
Trust Company bid 4.50% on $100,000. Bids were received from 
eleven banks on the occasion of each borrowing with many awards being 
decided by one or two percentage points. 


Progress towards the elimination of the Tax Title log jam has been 
made this year. At the start, there were 107 parcels of land in the 
Tax Title Account, most of which were land of low value on which action 
was due to be taken. Some of the accounts were dated back in the early 
1950's. 


The original authorization included 46 parcels which were process- 
ed and acted upon at the Treasurer's Tax Title Sale held August 29, 
1970. Since then, I have received the authorization to proceed with 26 
additional parcels. It is my intention to do so at a sale to be held early 
this year. Still remaining are 20 parcels which will require additional 
time to compile the correct information needed before seeking the 
authorization from the State to take action. 


In 1970, 24 individual properties were redeemed; 18 pieces were 
sold; 18 pieces were deeded to the town, and 1 piece was disclaimed. 
The total amount realized from the disposition of Tax Title properties 
in 1970 was $31, 468.55. 


The detailed report of the receipts and disbursements, Public 
Trust Funds, Investments, Maturing Debts and Interest and Bond in- 
debtedness appears in the Auditor's Report.

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Report of the School Committee 


The year 1970 was marked by greatly increased interest in, and con- 
cern regarding the school system, and most especially in the matter of 
the school department budget. We need not be reminded of the course of 
events from March 2 to the adoption of the school budget on May 18 to 
realize that allthe citizens of East Bridgewater were then, and still are 
concerned about the crisis in taxation facing all the cities and towns of 
the Commonwealth. 


The members of your Committee share this concern most gravely, 
for we are not only taxpayers, but also the representatives of all local 
taxpayers with the official task of maintaining a quality school system 
for the town's children. The crisis in financing public education was 
foreseen clearly by your Committee as shown in last year's annual re- 
port, and in anticipation of the present situation we have taken several 
steps on behalf of the citizens of East Bridgewater. 


First, we have attempted to keep the townspeople fully informed of 
the financial needs of our schools. Last year we took the unprecedented 
step of publishing the full and complete school budget far in advance of 
Town Meeting, and followed this with public discussions of each item. 
This distribution of the detailed budget will be repeated this year because 
we feel that it is our responsibility to show the community where the tax 
revenues for schooling will be spent. We feel that our goal of increased 
citizen participation has been partially accomplished and that we are 
headed in the right direction. 


Secondly, we feel that relief for our financial crisis must come from 
State and Federal sources. For that reason, as promised at the Town 
Meeting session on May 18, your Committee submitted a resolution to 
the October meeting of the Massachusetts Association of School Commit- 
tees asking that associationto seek greater State funding of local schools 
through legislation or legal action. That resolution was passed and a 
statewide committee is now at work on the problem. In addition, your 
Committee endorses two bills filed for this session of the State Legis- 
lature by a Committee member which, it is hoped, will bring attention 
and relief for local taxpayers. One of the bills would make the law re- 
quiring public kindergarten by 1973 optional rather than mandatory. While 
believing in the value of kindergarten, we recognize the additional fi- 
nancial burden which the Town will face if we are forced to have such a 
program in operation within two years. The other bill would have the 
State take over the entire cost of education by 1973. This is a terribly 
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complex proposal, and it is doubtful that such a bill will become law at 
this time, but it is our hope that through the filing of this bill much needed 
debate willtake place which will focus the attention of lawmakers on the 
emergency facing towns like East Bridgewater. 


In addition to these measures, the Committee continues to encourage 
more citizen participation in decision-making concerning the schools. 
For this reason we announce our meeting dates and the agenda for each 
meeting in the newspaper in the hope of encouraging attendance at our 
meetings on the part of townspeople. During the past fall we adopted a 
proposal to establish an advisory council composed of townspeople to 
improve communication and participation regarding the school system. 
This system-wide committee is expected to be in operation very shortly. 
A similar parents' advisory council is already in operation at the Junior 
High School. 


Our administrators continue to work diligently on federally-funded 
projects and reimburseable projects in order that the Town may reduce 
the local outlay of funds for needed programs. To date the School De- 
partment has received $30,502.00 in reimbursement from the Federal 
government, in addition to the routine State Aid Funds. 


At the end of the year 1970, the Committee returned to the Town 
Treasurer $33,417.08 in unexpended funds. Realizing that the money 
was raised through last year's tax levy, one might ask why the money 
was appropriated if it was not going to be needed. To answer this ques- 
tionit is important to note that this surplus occurred in the salary area 
of the budget. During 1970 several employees in the higher salary levels 
resigned or retiredand were replaced incertain instances with personnel 
at lower salary levels. As a result the surplus occurred. While there 
may be some school committees which would have spent the money on 
other programs, your Committee is of the opinion that funds should not 
be used simply because they are available. We believe that it is in the 
best interest of the Town to economize whenever possible, and thus this 
money was returned to the Town's surplus account to be reflected on next 
year's tax rate. 


School enrollment continued to increase and at the present time we 
have a student population of 2,229. This evidence indicates that our al- 
ready crowded buildings will be severely strained during the next school 
year. The space problem is made more grave by the present require- 
ment of kindergarten by 1973. For these reasons the Committee must 
go on record in support of the Permanent School Building Needs Com- 
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mittee's request for funds to be used to secure professional assistance 
in planning for the future; the most reasonable proposal being a study of 
the feasibility of an addition to the high school. In addition, the space 
problem behooves the Committee, administration, and most importantly, 
each citizen of the Town to seek alternative solutions to the overcrowded 
conditions of the schools. 


Numerous school programs met with continued success during the 
year. Among them summer kindergarten, summer school, Evening 
Practical Arts, adult recreation programs, and evening use of the high 
school library are all popular programs which allow the schools to serve 
the entire Town as community resources. 


We believe that the year 1970 has been an outstanding one education- 
ally for the people of East Bridgewater. We are encouraged by the in- 
creased interest and concern of the townspeople in their schools. Taken 
together, we believe that the School Department has given students and 
taxpayers dollars'worthfor dollars spent, and that the coming year will 
see continued growth and development of the East Bridgewater School 
System.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the members of the School Committee 
and citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Iam happy to submit my fourteenth annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


Each year I stop to look at our schools in retrospect. I always ask 
myself whether or not we are serving the entire people of East Bridge- 
water as we should. Our academic achievement is excellent; the number 
of pupils leaving school before graduation is low; our schools appear to 
have gained a good reputation in the district, judging by the number of 
families withchildren who are moving into town. In addition there is an 
increased use of school facilities for Evening Practical Arts, summer 
kindergarten, summer school, driver training, and adult recreational 
programs. 


Ifanyone has any constructive ideas that would improve our educa- 
tional program, please let me know or tell some member of the School 
Committee. Weare earnestly trying to serve all the townspeople as best 
we can. 


As you will note from the five-year enrollment included in the School 
Department report, we are growing. 


At the present time we are quite well filled. There are no unused 
classrooms in the Central, Intermediate, and Senior High Schools. 


Itis mandatory that we implement plans for the institution of kinder- 
garten by 1973 and prepare for a reaccreditation of the High School in 
1975. It is extremely necessary that we begin to look forward to the 
alleviation of the space problem as soon as possible and to plan for the 
future. 


The Permanent Building Needs Committee, under the Chairmanship 
of Mr. Edward J. Sexton, has met several times in the past year and 
during their meetings have consulted with members of the school admin- 
istrators and staff, and members of the School Committee. Also they 
have inspected the facilities and sponsored inspection tours for the Town 
Fathers and other interested citizens. Enrollment projection figures 
have also been studied. It is, therefore, expected that the Permanent 
Building Needs Committee will be requesting consideration of a proposal 
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for the establishment of a School Planning Committee at this year's an- 
nual Town Meeting. It is imperative that the community act upon this 
matter as soon as possible. 


Repairs and renovations, both major and minor, are mentioned in 
the various reports which follow. They have been made in the interest 
of sound maintenance of school plants, better utilization of available space 
and facilities, and compliance with the standards of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Safety and Building Inspection. 


Excerpts from the detailed accounts of the year's accomplishments 
will be found in the various building reports. Complete reports are on 
file inthe Superintendent's office and will be made available upon request. 


Five teachers retired during 1970 - Mrs. Louanna Kenneally, Mrs. 
Jean Bumgardner, Mrs. Katherine Perkins, Mr. Everett Lays, and Mrs. 
Virginia Lays - after serving our young people for many years. No words 
can adequately express the gratitude felt in the hearts of the townspeople 
for the contribution made by these individuals to our schools. 


Appreciation is sincerely extended to the School Committee for its 
concern with the problem of improving our schools, for the long hours 
of service they give, and for their understanding, help, and friendly 
counsel. 


Teachers, administrators, secretaries, custodians, cafeteria per- 
sonnel, andallother school staff members demonstrated a unity of pur- 
pose in serving our young people. Their loyalty is deeply appreciated. 


A special note of thanks goes to Mr. Wallace Brotherton and Mr. 
Thomas Reynolds of the Maintenance Staff for their untiring efforts and 
competence, resulting in considerable savings to the Town. Also Mr. 
Jesse Hill, town citizen, who donated services in repairs to the High 
School dumb waiter. 


The services of the townand school librarians, the Highway, Water, 
Tree, Fire and Police Departments, and Town Officials have been of in- 
estimable value in helping the school system operate smoothly. 


Many thanks are due the various civic-minded organizations, com- 
mittees andthe public in general for their continued cooperation and in- 
terest in our schools. 
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Inclosing, appreciation is expressedto Mr. Mitchell and each mem- 
ber of my office staff. They have spent uncounted extra hours sharing 
my workload and my problems without complaint.

East Bridgewater High School Report 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


Iam pleased to submit the annual report of the High School Principal 
for 1970. 


East Bridgewater High School presently has anenrollment of approx- 
imately 450 students in grades 10-12. Students attend 205 scheduled 
classes involving 86 different course offerings, participate in 18 clubs 
and activities, and compete in 10 varsity sports. In October, 1970 the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the official 
accrediting agency for all colleges and high schools of the New England 
area, continued the accreditation of the high school through December of 
1972, at which time it will be renewed again. 


As we progress into the decade of the '70's, be assured of one cer- 
tainty - East Bridgewater High School may be looked upon as a source of 
fine education for its students andas a source of pride for the community. 
I believe this is so for two basic reasons - one, the academic freedom 
and educational atmosphere created by the school committee and super- 
intendents are excellent and unmatched anywhere in our area; and two, 
the students, faculty, and staff of the high school are second to none in 
quality. Most of our students are keenly interested in the process and 
direction of their education. They have acted with reason and fairness, 
and where they have been given responsibility they have typically been 
mature and responsible. The faculty and staff of the high school repre- 
sent a highly talented professional group dedicated to providing quality 
education and support for all students. 


The basic philosophy underlying the present and future status of the 
school is that modern education requires a responsible joint effort in- 
volving the administration, faculty, students, and in some cases, mem- 
bers of the community. This idea is coupled with the belief that, to be 
valid, education must offer each student the opportunity to learn accord- 
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ing to his own interests, abilities, and future needs. We strive to do 
this despite the need to make out as best we can with inadequate facilities 
in some areas, and in the face of the need to keep down the expense to 
the taxpayer when possible. 


Several significant points regarding curriculum are worth noting. 


- Mr. Hanna, Science Department chairman, and Mr. Backler of 
the Math Department gave aconsiderable part of their summer vacations 
to the school in developing specialcourses and course textbooks in Prac- 
tical Science and Practical Mathematics. 


- The Work-Study Program continues to offer toa number of selected 
students the opportunity to combine school and work in conjunction with 
considerable vocational counseling by the Guidance Department. 


- The American Studies course continues to offer a diversified 
humanities program to selected college-bound seniors. This course is 
taught jointly by the chairman of the English and the Social Studies De- 
partments, Mr. Metcalf and Mr. Oakley. 


- All sophomores have been enrolled in a new study skills-reading 
course designed to assist them in handling the demands of high school 
studying. 


- Since joining the faculty as Automotive Shop instructor, Mr. Henry 
Bomhard has both completed the construction of the automotive garage 
and outfitted the garage with a considerable amount of testing and repair 
equipment which he formerly owned as the proprietor of an auto repair 
shop. The equipment is now the property of the high school. As a re- 
sult, we presently offer an automotive shop and course which is probably 
unparalleled in any non-vocational high school in this area. 


- The hiring of Mrs. Loretta Ring to fill the guidance vacancy created 
by the retirement of Mrs. Bumgardner, and the addition of a part-time 
counselor, Mrs. Claire Howard, have resulted in a reorganization of the 
Guidance Department. Both counselors are experienced in their field 
and have improved the guidance services available to students, particu- 
larly in the areas of vocational and college counseling and placement. 


- Duetothe superb efforts of Mrs. Grace Eastman, Town Librarian, 
and Mrs. Anne Hynes, High School Librarian, the high school library has 
become a center of great educational value through the resources, facili- 
ties, and services offered to our students. 
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- Mr. Norman McGowan, assistant principal, has organized the 
Audio-Visual Instructional Media Center toform a smooth-working serv- 
ice involving distribution, collection, operation, and minor repairs for 
equipment. The Center is almost entirely operated by trained students 
under the leadership of David Rockwell, Student Coordinator. 


- Three courses inthe high school, one eachinthe Business, Foreign 
Language, and Music Departments, are being runon an independent study 
basis. Students study individually with their teachers and receive full 
credit for their work. However, they meet neither formally in a sched- 
uled classroom, nor according to any set schedule. 


Several committees of note are presently in operation. The Curric- 
ulum Study Committee is comprised of 8 students and teachers who are 
studying the present status of and future needs in the high school curric- 
ulum. This committee will make recommendations regarding the cur- 
riculum and facility changes that should take place during the next 3-5 
years. The Activities Program Committee is a student-faculty group 
that will propose changes inthe organization and management of the entire 
student activities program commencing next year. The Drug Program 
Committee is made upof parents, students, andteachers, who will form- 
ulate a series of drug education programs to begin in September. Several 
students have been named as high school representatives on the Com- 
munity Health Council. Several teachers are working on the Instruc- 
tional Study Committee, a system-wide committee which explores a 
variety of educational problems and needs throughout our entire school 
system. Finally, the Student Council has been active in recommending 
policy and change regarding a variety of school matters. 


Many programs and assemblies of particular merit were held during 
the past year. Inthe spring the Drama Club produced the musical comedy 
Mame"; also at that time the school enjoyed the annual appearance of 
the Navy Band. In October, the Student Council hosted the district Student 
Council Convention, involving 400 student council members and advisors 
from southeastern Massachusetts and Cape Cod. The Convention fea- 
tured as speakers Senator Edward M. Kennedy and School Committee- 
man Carl W. Eastman. Also in October the Class of 1972 and the Ath- 
letic Department sponsored the first annual Homecoming Day, involving 
a parade, football game, supper, and dance. In December, the Senior 
Class presented its annual play, this year the choice being "Charly". 
The Music Department presented "A Winter Festival of Music". And 
finally, the Holiday Banquet and Program was held on the day before 
Christmas vacation. A dinner and program planned and run by faculty- 
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student committees, and financed by donations from the faculty and staff, 
was attended by 500 members of the student body, faculty, staff, school 
committee, and town offices. 


Educationally, 1970 has been a gratifying and rewarding year at 
EBHS. The near future must bring about considerable attention to over- 
coming the serious problems of limited facilities in the areas of science, 
home economics, business, physical education, and the library. How- 
ever, Iam confident that the future will bring continued success and in- 
creased reliance upon imaginative and innovative programs which will 
insure quality education thatis useful, interesting, enjoyable, and econ- 
omical. It is toward this end that the administration, faculty, and staff 
are dedicated. 


I wish to thank the students for their interest and cooperation in 
school matters, and the many parents who have called or come to the 
school to express their interest and to volunteer their services and time 
inmany school affairs. I wish also to express appreciation for the hard 
work and support of the school department members - school committee, 
department heads, faculty, and staff. And of course to you, Mr. Goldman. 


I wish to acknowledge the cooperation and counsel of Mrs. Grace 
Eastman and the Library Department. 


And may Iextend a specialthanks to Mr. Gordon Mitchell, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, Mr. John Collins, Principalof the Junior High 
School, Mrs. Anne Hynes, High School Librarian, and Mr. Norman 
McGowan, my assistant at the high school.

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Report of the Principal 
of the Junior High School 


The Junior High School presently services a population of 542 ina 
flexibly scheduled program designedto meet the educational needs of the 
individual student. The organizational pattern is structured to serve a 
dual purpose: first, it provides an educational setting commensurate 
with the learning ability of the student; second, it organizes classes in 
afashion that better allows teachers to utilize learning materials which 
willhavea greater impact on the students. This form of differentiation 
is necessary if we expect tomeet the challenge confronting education in 
the next decade. 


The past year has been one of change, innovation, and improvement. 
The staff has completed a study of the curriculum as it relates to the 
Junior HighSchool and is now in the process of articulating this with the 
high school. Realizing curriculum is, in itself, only part of the educa- 
tional process, and implementation of curriculum through differentiated 
methodology is mostimportant, teachers have, using the diagnostic tools 
available to them, continually attempted to individualize instruction with- 
in their classroom. Many of the academic departments have done a 
series of experimental team teaching units with great success. This 
brings the student into contact with varied exposures of subject matter, 
and gives the most knowledgeable instructors the opportunity to teach 
that particular facet of the topic. 


A new program ahs been introduced into the seventh grade called 
"The Interaction of Manandthe Biosphere". This program is consistent 
with our emphasis in science because it utilizes the inquiry approach, 
and requires the student to come to grips with some of the basic ecological 
issues ofthe day. The United States History pilot program is in its sec- 
ond year of development and will be implemented this September for all 
the seventh and eighth graders. This course will involve the students in 
an interrelatec study of the history of American and World Geography. 
Expanded use of audio-visual material and a more complete inventory of 
software supplemented by material purchased under the National Defense 
Education Act projects continue to effect the classroom. 


For the first time this past year, all the Special Education classes 
are housed inthe Junior High School. It is a pleasure to see the students 
in these classes having the opportunity to be involved in art, music, 
physical education and industrial arts along with their regular curricu- 
lum. 
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We are pleased that we can offer so many excellent auxiliary serv- 
ices. Mr. Alfred Rogash, Reading Specialist, is presently working with 
many students ona tutorial basis. Several of our students receive speech 
therapy from Mrs. Donna Circe at the Central School. Mrs. Ellen 
Kulick, our guidance cousnelor, has tested all of our students and in- 
terpreted the results to them, their parents and the staff. She also has 
beenextremely active providing counseling and vocational education for 
our students. Mrs. Allene Hamilton, librarian, has diligently worked 
toturnthe library into a true learning center. With the addition of study 
carrels in the audio-visual room, students can avail themselves of the 
use of audio-visual materials in the library. 


There were several occasions worthy of note this past year. Junior 
High students took part in the summer enrichment program, Project 
Contemporary Competitiveness. This year, we were particularly hon- 
ored having two of our Junior High School students selected to be the 
honor speakers at the convocation exercises. The student body, under 
the capable direction of Miss Donna Lioy, Mr. Edward Denon and Mr. 
Gordon Ross, put on the production of "Oliver''. We also enjoyed an 
awards banquet for ninth grade students and parents in June provided by 
the cafeteria staff, under the direction of Mrs. Emily Rocha.

graduate of Boston College; Mr. Daniel Ryan, graduate of Bridgewater 
State College, teacher of MathandScience; Mr. William Smith, graduate 
of the State College at Boston, teacher of History; Mrs. Judith Riordan, 
graduate of Bridgewater State College, teacher of History; Mr. Richard 
Achin, Boston University, teacher of Industrial Arts; Mr. Howard Heleen, 
Physical Education teacher, graduate of the University at Bridgeport;

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Report of the Principal 


of the Intermediate School 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report as Principal of the Inter- 
mediate School and to commend the entire staff of the school for their 
commitment to the improvement of the educational opportunities afforded 
the children of East Bridgewater. 


The total enrollment at the school this year is 444. This enrollment 
is broken down by grades as follows: Grade 4 - 78, Grade 5 - 178, Grade 
6 - 188. 


The increase of pupils over last year is due to the addition of three 
of the 4th grade classes. With the large enrollment at the Central School 
and the projection of enrollment for the future, it would seem that we 
will continue to be able to house all elementary students grades 1 - 6 in 
the Central and Intermediate School for one more year. This of course 
will be accomplished by increasing enrollments within each class. For 
example, the Intermediate School enrollment will increase by approx- 
imately fifty additional students in September 1971. We are at present 
using every available area for instruction (including the cafeteria and 
old locker room) and therefore cannot house too many more students with- 
out seriously jeopardizing the instructional program. 


The teachers and I were pleased to welcome the following faculty 
members to our school this past September. Their varied backgrounds 
as well as their enthusiasm have added greatly to the overall program. 


Mrs. Arthur Baker was elected our part-time Art Teacher. Mrs. 
Baker attended the Vesper George School of Art and comes to us with a 
teaching background gained in Middleboro, Whitman and Braintree. 


Mr. John Bowen is teaching mathematics and science in Grade 6. 
He is agraduate of Boston University andtaught for nine years in Hanover 
prior to coming to the Intermediate School. 


Mr. Raymond Cartier is teaching elementary physical education at 
both the Central and Intermediate Schools. He received his Bachelor's 
degree from Northeastern University. 


Mrs. William Crowley is coordinating and teaching mathematics for 
us this year. Sheisa recent graduate of Bridgewater State College where 
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she majored in elementary education and minored in mathematics. 


Miss Patricia Curran, a graduate of Lowell State College, where she 
majored in music, is teaching our classroom music as well as band and 
chorus. Miss Currancomes to us after prior experience in North Attle- 
boro. 


Mrs. Thomas Cyrs is working ona tutorial basis with those children 
who have learning disabilities. Mrs. Cyrs completed her studies in this 
field at a special year-long course at the State College at Bridgewater. 


Miss Ann Cosindas is teaching mathematics and science, grade 4. 
She is a recent graduate of the University of Massachusetts where she 
majored in elementary education. 


Mrs. Murray Gerber is in the position of reading specialist for the 
Intermediate School. Her duties involve grouping, testing, and evaluat- 
ing our reading program. Mrs. Gerber is a graduate of Bridgewater 
State College and comes to us with prior experience in Whitman and 
Brockton, 


Miss Gale Gregory is teaching math and English (grade 6) and is a 
graduate of Glassboro State College in New Jersey, where she majored 
in elementary education. She comes to us having had prior experience 
in Hanson. 


Miss Mary-Margaret Miller is teaching science and social studies, 
grade 5. Miss Miller is a recent graduate of Bridgewater State College 
where she majored in elementary education. 


Miss Elizabeth Zanca is teaching mathematics and English, grade 
5. She is a recent graduate of Bridgewater State College where she 
majored in elementary education. 


During this past year there have been many activities and improve- 
ments atthe Intermediate School. In January a new program was begun 
with those children who have learning disabilities. These children are 
tutored for approximately three hours per week in reading. As of this 
writing the children show a good deal of improvement. 


Another program ofa tutorial nature has been provided for about 60 
of our children through the cooperation of Professor Isabelle King and 
the administration at the State College in Bridgewater. Eachquarter 


187 


approximately thirty students from Bridgewater work either individually 
or in small groups with our students. They are concerned generally 
with emphasizing and building the necessary reading skills in which the 
pupils are deficient. 


Worthy of note were two fifth grade projects conducted during this 
pastyear. Inthe spring Mrs. Segel's home room embarked on the study 
ofeconomics. Toinsure that this would become a lasting learning activ- 
ity, Mrs. Segel encouraged her class to set up their own business. The 
children "incorporated" with the advice of Attorney Robert McCarthy, 
Selectman, and borrowed the necessary funds and sold blue and gold 
"Intermediate School" bumper stickers. This experience I am sure will 
be long remembered. 


The second fifth grade project took place this past fall under the 
supervision of Mrs. Bruce and Mrs. McDonald. The children in their 
social studies classes collected approximately 90 large bags of clothing 
and shoes for the children of Appalachia. This clothing will provide these 
children the opportunity to attend school during the winter months. Need- 
less to say, this project provided an excellent lesson in awareness of 
social problems existing within the United States. 


Other activities which have been conducted during this past year and 
have been both educational and entertaining include: musical programs 
at Christmas and in the Spring; Grade 5 field trip to Sturbridge Village; 
Grade 6 field trip to Boston's Aquarium and the Freedom Trail, spon- 
soredby the East Bridgewater Commercial Club; an Assembly on space 
foods, conducted under the auspices of the United States Army Research 
Laboratory in Natick; physical education inter-school competition in the 
Spring; and this past fall the successful "Back to School Night''for parents. 


There have been many improvements made at the Intermediate School 
during the past year. Many of these improvements have been accom- 
plished by the maintenance department and by the Intermediate School 
custodial staff. 


Prominent among these improvements was the installation of new 
lighting throughout the classrooms of the building. Needless to say, this 
lighting has made a great improvement in the overall condition of the 
room and necessarily reduces the eye strain of students and teachers 
alike. 


Another renovation was the conversion of one half of the boiler room 
into a teacher's work area, dining room and lounge. This was required 
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because it was necessary toconvert the two small teachers' rooms on the 
second floor into learning stations. 


Along with these major accomplishments many minor repairs and 
remodeling have been concluded during this past year. Construction of 
book cases, tiling classroom floors and painting and refurbishing class- 
rooms for the fourth grade are but a few. 


Once again, I would like to publicly express my appreciation to the 
members of the East Bridgewater Commercial Club for sponsoring our 
sixth grade trip. This year the children enjoyed seeing Boston's new 
Aquarium as well as some historic sights on the Freedom Trail. As in 
the past these trips prove to be not only recreational, but educational as 
well. 


Iwould also like to express my thanks to you Mr. Goldman, as well 
as Mr. Mitchell and the members of the East Bridgewater School Com- 
mittee for your continued encouragement and support. It is this type of 
attitude which improves the overall educational attitude of the community 
and thereby enables the entire staff to better meet the needs of our chil- 
dren.

Report of the Principal 
of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


Iam pleased to submit the following report of activities of the Central 
School for the year 1970. 


Enrollment figures showed that in January the total enrollment for 
Grades 1-4 was 827 pupils. This total had fallen off normally in June to 
817 pupils. By September the enrollment had increased to 882 including 
Special Class. It became necessary to send 80 Grade 4 pupils to the 
Intermediate School and the Special Class to the Junior High School. 
With the changes the September enrollment at the Central School became 
797. The pupils were distributed as follows: Grade One, eight classes 
- 239 pupils; Grade Two, eight classes - 208 pupils; Grade Three, eight 
classes - 226 pupils; Grade Four, four classes - 124 pupils. 
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There were several changes and additions made in personnel during 
the year. Mrs. Katherine Perkins retired in June after many years of 
valuable teaching in the area and at the Central School. Her dedication 
to the teaching of our children was deeply appreciated. 


New Personnel were: 


Teachers: In Grade One for September, Miss Rosa Clark, Mrs. 
Ruth McCormick; In Grade Two for September, Mrs. Lorraine Pratt, 
Mrs. Candace Andrews; In Grade Three for September, Miss Dorothy 


Sprague. 


Special Teachers: Miss Elizabeth Close, music education; Mrs. 
Lois Gerber, reading; Mr. Raymond Cartier, physical education; Mrs. 
Donna Circe, speech. 


The Instructional Study Committee with Mrs. Armer and Miss 
Querzoli representing the Central School has continued to arrange op- 
portunities for the staff to become better acquainted with new educational 
ideas, materials, andprograms. Mrs. Ansara, specialist in perceptual 
problems, conducted a workshop for teachers in January that dealt with 
specific learning disabilities. InJune, Mr. Roger Lamoureux, Principal 
of the Plymouth River School, discussed the open-space teaching program 
usedinthe Hingham school. Beginning in October and continuing through 
December, Miss Evelyn Lindquist, mathematics specialist, presented 
a workshop which allowed teachers to construct mathematic devices that 
would be helpful in the classroom. 


In cooperation with the State College at Bridgewater, several student 
teachers taught at the Central School during the year. Miss Ann Grossi 
trained in Grade Three with Mrs. Gray; Miss Donna Thereault worked 
with Mrs. Whitmore in Grade Four; Mr. Peter Rowe was assigned to 
Grade Four with Mrs. Armer; Mr. Walter Buguay trained with Mrs. 
Keith in Grade Four; Miss Barbara Burgoyne was placed in Grade Three 
with Mrs. Hogue; and Miss Lynn Santilli didher student teaching in Grade 
Two with Miss McCarthy. While the students were available, Mrs. Gray 
visited the Adams School in Quincy; Mrs. Armer, Mrs. Keith, Mrs. 
Rosewell, Miss Weldon, Mrs. Lounsbury, and Mrs. Barney observed 
activities atthe Plymouth River School in Hingham; Mrs. Whitmore and 
Mrs. Barney studied programs at the Ripley School in Concord; and Mrs. 
Hogue and Miss McCarthy visited the Country School in Weston. 


The Referral Committee comprising of a representative from guid- 
ance, health, art, music, physical education, reading, perceptual tutor, 
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and the administration continued to meet weekly throughout the year to 
give the classroom teacher an opportunity to present to these specialists 
any pupil problems. In December Mr. Arnold of the Judge Stone Clinic 
joined the Referral Committee on a regular monthly consultant basis. 


A new and more comprehensive pupil progress reporting form was 
distributed to parents in January and June. In conjunction with parent- 
teacher conferences held during the year in April and November this re- 
porting form has been designed to inform the parents in more detail of 
their child's individual progress. Frequent dialogue between teachers 
and parents is encouraged to insure that the teaching/learning of the pupil 
becomes the pupil-teacher-parent cooperative process it needs to be. 


Grade Three pupils and teachers began a new reading program in 
March that distributed the pupils during the reading time so that each 
teacher worked with pupils on specific areas of reading instruction. In 
addition to basal reading approaches; skills needs such as vowels, vocab- 
ulary, and consonants; individualized reading and enrichment classes; 
pupils also participated ina creative dramatics experience. Dr. Richard 
Wayre of Bridgewater State College made himself and his students avail- 
able to help with the execution of the program of creative dramatics. 


Mrs. Hansen, speechteacher, developeda program utilizing parent 
helpers. Several parents gave generously of their time to assist Mrs. 
Hansen in reinforcing the speech training given to the pupils. 


Screening of pre-school children who were to enter Grade One in 
September was begunon June 1. Children and their parents were invited 
to the Central School. The children worked with the members of the 
Guidance Department as wellas Physical Education Department to deter- 
mine individual strengths and weaknesses. Parents met with the admin- 
istrators who explained the nature of the screening devices being used 
with the children as well as explaining ways by which the home and school 
could cooperate to make school adjustment for the child a smooth, happy, 
and rewarding experience. 


In September reading classes for Grades Two, Three, and Four were 
scheduled so that all pupils at each Grade level had reading at the same 
time. This scheduling allowed pupils to be distributed so that they met 
for reading instruction at their individual reading levels. A wide variety 
of teaching materials and approaches has been initiated. Mrs. Gerber 
and Miss Querzoli have worked with groups of pupils who have needed 
specialassistance. Two Grade One rooms were set up so that two teach- 
ers could work cooperatively with each class of about forty pupils. Mrs. 
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Barney and Mrs. Lounsbury taught oneclass and Mrs. Rosewell and Miss 
Weldon taught the other group. Much equipment and teaching material 
has beenused by the teams of teachers to supply many opportunities for 
the pupils to explore freely as individuals or in small groups. All teach- 
ers inthe school have been grouped in "'teams" to allow them to work as 
cooperatively with other teachers as possible. By scheduling special 
teachers in art, music, library, and physical education the teams of 
teachers have been given a limited amount of release time during which 
to plan together. 


Mrs. Doris Scudder, teacher aide, has been making materials in 
the Resource Room accessible to teachers, handling audio-visual needs 
of teachers, releasing teachers for meetings, working with individual 
pupils, and assisting teachers and pupils in numerous ways. 


The maintenance workers and custodians have accomplished a num- 
ber of needed projects during the year. These projects included additional 
playground equipment installed, construction of a small teaching area 
on the top floor, ladies toilet room on top floor, tiling of floors, con- 
struction of Conference Room, paneling of Teachers' Room, and numer- 
ous small repair jobs. We are grateful to the Water Department and 
Highway Department for their cooperation in repairing a leak in our hot 
water lines joining the Addition as well as with the installation of play- 
ground equipment. We appreciate the high quality of work performed by 
our custodians Matthew Tartaglia, Albert Brenner, George McCabe, and 
Wilrose LeBelle, as well as the work done by Wallace Brotherton and 
Thomas Reynolds, maintenance men. Their combined efforts have kept 
our facilities in excellent condition. 


Againthis year many worthwhile conferences have been attended by 
teachers, nurses, librarians, secretaries, guidance personnel, and ad- 
ministrators in the hope that good educational practices can be witnessed 
and perhaps made a part of our school system. 


Field trips ofa plannedandina sequentially developed program have 
been most worthwhile. Many are the outgrow of specific classroom activ- 
ities in the subject areas. Mrs. Whitmore took her class to the Thayer 
House in Braintree and Mrs. Veilleux's class visited a saw mill in 
Carver. Aspartof their social studies and reading programs, the third 
grade pupils and teachers under the direction of Mr. Pallotta made a trip 
to Plimoth Plantation. 


During the year conferences were heldwithteachers, parents, social 
workers, and representatives of other educational services to assist in 
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resolving problems that affect the normal progress of the child in his 
school life. Many hours have been spent in remedial teaching, counsel- 
ing, parental conferences, testing, and communication with private and 
public facilities to reduce behavior problems that result in low achieve- 
ment and poorly adjusted future citizens. 


AgainIam grateful to all school personnel, parents, and other per- 
sons and organizations for their interest in our school and for the cooper- 
ation they have given during the year.

Report of the Dental Hygienist 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I herewith submit the following report of the School Dental Depart- 
ment. 


The pre-school dental examinations completed by Blanche H. Flint, 
Dental Hygienist in June 1970 were as follows: 


45 examinations 
27 needed dental work 
18 no dental defects 


In September and October 1970, 2,141 pupils in Grades 1-12 were 
examined by Dr. Paul Sowsy using Type Four Method (ental mirror, 
explorer, and adequate illumination), 
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The examinationof pupils absent on the appointed day by Dr. Sowsy 
were completed by the school dental hygienist. 


These dental findings were sent home for parents' information and 
signature. They were returned to the dental office and recorded in the 
dental health department. 


The results of these dental examinations were as follows: 


Mouths and teeth in good condition - 785 

1,232 Prophylaxis were done in Grades 1-6 and 8th 

539Sodium Flouride and Phosphate treatments were given in 
Grades 2, 5, 8. 


Required dental work by Dr. Sowsy was completed in Grade One. 
Dental work completed in Grade Two as time allowed. 


The fees for operative dental work by Dr. Sowsy were paid in full to 
the dental hygienist and transferred to Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


Chairside and classroom instruction in daily care of teeth were given 
also group instruction with film strips and audio-visual equipment in 
dental health and diet.

Ironrich foods are being stressed nationally as well as attention to 
cholesterol levels. 


Plans are underway to adopt the new nutrition program for teaching, 
which will be presented in a workshop for teachers. School Lunch will 
cooperate in every possible way to make this successful. 


Again this year the Parents' night dinner was held at the Central 
School to acquaint the parents with the part School Lunch plays in their 
children's school life. 


Average participationin the four schools the last four months of the 
year has been 80% plus participation in a la carte at the High School. 


Annual Thanksgiving and Christmas Dinners were served at all 
schools. The Christmas Dinner at the High School was held the day be- 
fore vacation and took the form of a Banquet and Program held in the 
Gymnasium for all students and teachers - 100% that day. The success 
of this venture was due to the cooperation of all departments of the school. 
This may have been the first annual banquet establishing a tradition. 


This year the appropriation from the town has included the payment 
of the manager's salaries as well as that of the Director. This has eased 
the load on School Lunch due to the rise in prices and labor.

Not later than three days after the impounding of any dog the 
owner shall be notified, or if the owner of the dog is unknown written 
notice shall be posted for three days at one or more conspicuous places 
in the Town describing the dog and the place and time of taking. The 
owner of any dog so impounded may reclaim such dog upon payment 
of the license fee, if unpaid, and of all costs and charges incurred 
by the Town for impounding and maintenance of such dog. The follow- 
ing charge shall be paid to the Town: for keeping any dog, $1.00 per 
day. Nota vote.

Every outdoor residential swimming pool shall be 
completely surrounded at all times, whether or not the same be filled 
with water, by a fence or wall not less than five feet in height, except 
that fences or walls in existence at the time this by-law becomes effec- 
tive shall satisfy this requirement if they are not less than four feet 
in height. Each such fence or wall shall be so constructed as not to 
have openings, holes or gaps larger than four inches in any dimension 
except for doors and gates and except for picket fences in which case, 
however, the gaps between pickets shall not exceed four inches.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the period 
from June 6, 1968, the date of the previous audit, to May 31, 1971, the 
following report being submitted thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and verified. 

The books and accounts in the town auditor’s office were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the town and 
with the treasurer’s cash book, while the recorded disbursements were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants and with the treasurer’s records. 
The appropriations, loan authorizations, and transfers, as entered, were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed by town 
meetings and with the finance committee’s authorizations of transfers 
from the reserve fund. 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, 
the necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet showing the financial condition of the town on May 31, 
1971 was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The trial balance, as presented by the town auditor on May 31, 
1971, was found to be out of balance by $22,799.27. Considerable time 
was spent in checking the detailed transactions of the various ledger 
accounts for the audit period in order to bring the accounts into balance. 

It is recommended that greater care of exercised in the detailed 
posting to, and the adding of the various ledger accounts, and that a 
trial balance be taken off at least monthly so that errors may be 
promptly corrected. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with the 
auditor’s records, with the records in the several departments collecting 
money for the town, and with other sources from which money was paid 
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into the town treasury, while the payments were compared with the 
selectmen’s warrants and with the auditor’s records. 

The cash balance on May 31, 1971 was proved by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit, 
and by examination of the savings bank book. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in effecting a recon- 
ciliation of the treasurer’s cash as the result of the failure of the 
treasurer to prove his cash book balance since the previous audit. It 
was necessary to make a detailed comparison of the receipts and trans- 
fers wit hthe available bank deposit records and of the checks drawn 
with the approved selectmen’s warrants for the entire audit period to 
arrive at the correct check register balances on May 31, 1971. 

In this connection the treasurer should enter all receipts in the 
cash book when received; deposits in the banks should correspond 
with the aggregate receipts for a given period; checks drawn should 
correspond with approved selectmen’s warrants and the treasurer should 
prove the balance in the banks and the cash in the office with the cash 
book balance at least weekly. 

The detailed checking required to reconcile the treasurer’s ac- 
counts added materially to the time consumed in completing the audit. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and checked with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The amount of interest 
due and unpaid was listed and reconciled with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 

It was found that the bond and coupon account had not been 
reconciled since the previous audit, in which connection it is pointed 
out that the treasurer should reconcile the bond and coupon account 
with the bank statement promptly upon receipt, and a permanent 
record should be kept of such reconciliations. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer and the trustees were examined and listed. The income was 
proved and the withdrawals were verified. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked. The taxes, water liens, interest, and costs transferred to 
the tax title account were compared with the tax collector’s records, 
the payments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s cash 
book, and the tax titles and tax possessions on hand May 31, 1971 were 
listed, reconciled with the auditor’s ledger, and checked with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, 
the county retirement system, group insurance, and school employees’ 
annuities were examined. The payments to the proper agencies were 
verified and the balances were reconciled with the town auditor’s 
ledger controls. 

The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, as well as all 
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subsequent commitments, were audited and proved. The cash books 
were analyzed, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the abate- 
ments were checked with the assessors’ and othr departmental records 
of abatements granted, the amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were compared with the records of tax titles held by the town, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the town auditor’s 
ledger accounts. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that 
the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were examined. The payments to the State were verified by comparison 
with the receipts on file, the payments to the town treasurer were 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book, and the cash on hand was 
proved by actual count. 

The surety bonds of the several town officials required by law 
to file them for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be in proper form. 

The records of receipts of the selectmen, the sealer of weights 
and measures, and the wire and plumbing inspectors, as well as of the 
police, school, and library departments, and of all other departments 
collecting money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined and checked, the reported payments to the treasurer being 
verified by comparison with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, tax possession, 
departmental, and water accounts, as well as schedules showing the 
transactions and condition of the trust and investment funds. 

For the cooperation extended by the several town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 
1971: 

The year 1971 proved to be a very busy one for the Board of 
Selectmen with many lengthy meetings. Many hearings were held in 
the Board’s capacity as Licensing Authority for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages and used cars, and gasoline storage. 

The large number of building permits reviewed and issued, and 
the number of zoning violations investigated, indicate that the com- 
munity must again think seriously about the direction of its future 
growth and development. 

In January a Special Town Meeting was called for the purpose of 
appropriating monies for construction of a large new water main to 
serve the Cinder Hill area, and to allow for the construction of the 
Brockton Public Markets warehouse complex. The well-attended meet- 
ing unanimously voted a $351,000.00 bond issue to allow for a new 
main from the water tank and water line improvements in the West 
Union Street area. A small zone change on Laurel Street from 
Residential to Industrial was also voted to accommodate the B. P. M. 
The Board wishes to thank the citizens for their confidence in this 
project which not only improved the water supply on the west side of 
town, but also provided for a substantial increase in the industrial tax 
base. 

Several new industrial and commercial developments were started 
during the past year. The B. P. M. warehouse complex on Laurel 
Street was the most significant industrial tax base increase in the 
town for several years. The area of approximately 20 acres will in- 
clude a warehouse valued at about $2,500,000.00 and containing 216,000 
sq. ft. as the first phase, with possible additions in the future. The 
development of a new railroad spur to service this area was also 
a first in the town for years. 

The Boston Edison Power Company, after discussion with the 
Board, agreed to pay $15,000.00 for power line easement rights across 
town water lands. The voters at the Annual Town Meeting confirmed 
the offer and the Town shortly thereafter received the check for 
$15,000.00. 

Probably the most controversial road project in the Town’s his- 
tory, was undertaken during the past year. This was the construction 
of the bridge on Route 106 at the Carver Cotton Gin. For several 
reasons the construction was delayed, causing hardship for many 
people. The Board used all of its means to relieve these hardships 
and the bridge was finally reopened in December with finish work to be 
done in the spring. The Board wishes to thank those people who en- 
dured the hardships, for we feel the new bridge and intersection will 
more adequately serve all of the citizens of East Bridgewater. 

With 1973 and the 150th Anniversary of the incorporation of the 
town rapidly approaching, the Board appointed a Committee to study 
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what form of celebration, if any, would be appropriate. This Com- 
mittee has worked hard and will be reporting its findings to the 1972 
Annual Town Meeting. 

The last part of the year brought two important events for the 
Town: The City of Brockton contracted with the North American 
Incinerator Corp. for its rubbish disposal, thus prompting the official 
groundbreaking for construction in December. The plant is now 
scheduled to be in full operation in late 1972. Also, funds made avail- 
able through the Emergency Employment Act allowed for the hiring 
of Ronald Holman as a research assistant to the Board. His function is 
to assist the Board in researching materials and problems confront- 
ing the Town. Such data will greatly assist the Board in its decision- 
making function. Under the same program, an additional laborer 
hired for the Tree Department, an additional janitor for the School 
Department, and a secretarial aide for the School Superintendent’s 
office. 

Due to the increasing growth of East Bridgewater, the Board felt 
that there was a definite need to study the governmental] structure of 
the community. A charter study committee was appointed to investi- 
gate whether it was necessary to request the adoption of a charter 
commission. The preliminary findings of this committee were that a 
.charter commission was necessary. However, because of the late date, 
the committee was unable to prepare the necessary petition in time 
for the 1972 Annual Town Meeting. The committee will continue to 
work to have the petition on the Warrant in 1973. 

Town Counsel, Mr. Kenneth E. MacMullen, also had a very busy 
year. In behalf of the Town, Mr. MacMullen prepared legal documents, 
attended hearings and was involved in many trials. He also assisted 
other town committees and boards such as the Parking Lot Committee, 
the Library, the School Department and the Board of Health. The 
major trial was that concerning the Resnick-town disposal area property 
which resulted in a judgment of over $100,000.00 against the Town. 
The Board is presently awaiting Counsel’s opinion as to a possible 
appeal of the extremely large judgment.

George J. Frahar, Horace W. Collamore, Robert H. Hall and 
Edmund W. Nutter. Each man in his own field has played a 
significant role toward making East Bridgewater a better place 
in which to live. Together they have contributed continuity of 
more than 100 years of service. The importance of such stable 
service to the town cannot be overvalued. It develops a tradi- 
tional basic for growth.

The year 1971 has been a very busy one for the police department; 
calls in on the emergency lines show marked increase over 1970 and 
this means extra investigative work. During the summer months over 
300 houses were checked while owners were on vacation. I have in- 
sisted that each and every home be checked physically, not just by 
riding by. I feel, although this did tie up a cruiser for the larger 
part of the day, that it paid off. Not one house on the check list 
was broken into, from May until the end of September. 


A first for the Town—Brockton Dodge donated a safety car to the 
department, and this third vehicle has proved to be a great asset to 
the Town. This vehicle has enabled us to keep an extra ambulance 
cruiser in town. The safety car has been to New York, Boston, New 
Bedford and Plymouth to pick up prisoners, when formerly a cruiser had 
to be used, sometimes being tied up from one to seven hours. The 
safety car is donated and can be taken back at any time and this is 
why I feel that we need an un-marked cruiser. This un-marked police 
car would be used by the Court Officer in his work, and for investiga- 
tions so as not to tie up a cruiser. 


As you can see, I have asked for the 2 cars, one ambulance type and 
one sedan. As I stated last year I am going to try to keep one car 
for a second year. The un-marked car I am asking for should go three 
to five years, which would mean we would be getting one new car each 
year and one every three to four years. 


The Police Department is one of the few municipal agencies which 
also provides an income to the Town by seeking and obtaining Federal 
and State grants to finance new projects. We are returning $1,743.50 
to the Town this year in court fines, $515.00 for pistol and firearms 
permits, $2,175.00 from an insurance case and $22.75 for damages to 
cell by a prisoner, making a total of $4,456.25 which I feel will almost 
buy the extra car. 


In 1971 at the Annual Town Meeting it was voted to accept Chapter 
90, Section 20 C & D, parking regulations for the Town. Under this 
system all monies collected will be returned to the Town as a source 
of further revenue. This program started on December 1, 1971. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the members of the Board 
of Selectmen, all other Town departments and all townspeople for their 
support and cooperation throughout the year of 1971.

I hereby submit my Report for the year of 1971: 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


New guard rails were put up this year on North Central Street at 
the Vinton’s corner bridge. This consist of Steel Flex-Beam Rails and 
Steel I Beam Posts. Many new Street Signs and warning signs of 
all types have been installed or replaced. Small red blinking lights 
were put on Stop Signs in some areas. Larger red and amber lights 
should be installed at the intersection of Central and Washington 
Streets, also at Oak and Franklin Streets. 

Roadsides in all areas were cleaned of debris and litter periodically. 
All streets and intersections were swept and patched. Catch basins 
were checked and cleaned. (415 Basins).

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Report of the Park Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Park Department hereby submits their report for the year 
1971. 


The members of the Park Department meet the fourth Monday 
of the month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Offices. 


The year 1971 has been a very busy one. The Memorial Park 
which is located in the middle of the town was fertilized this year. The 
lawn and flowers were attended to on a weekly basis. As is the 
custom geraniums were planted in front of the Memorial and in the 
urns. This past fall we planted 200 tulip bulbs to produce bloom in 
the early spring after the winter snow has disappeared and to provide 
enjoyment for several years. 


Strongs Field is used almost constantly from early spring until 
late fall. This past year the field was reconditioned. Twenty feet of 
land in left field was donated to the town by Messrs. Clifton and John 
Nielsen. All the trees were removed and with fill donated by the 
Highway Department, we were able to level off the area thus making 
it possible to extend the playing area. As a safety measure a ten foot 
section of the flag pole was removed and the entire pole was repainted. 


The Little League Field was also fertilized this year. We put on an 
addition to the storage shed making available space for a snack bar as 
well as increasing the storage area for equipment for the Little League 
and summer playground project. The Park Department plans to com- 
plete the project of enclosing the outfield with four foot high chain 
link fence. This accounts for the slight increase in our budget request 
for the coming year. 


As in the past summer Mr. and Mrs. William Browne directed the 
playground activities. The program has been popular and very success- 
ful. We wish to extend our sincere thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Browne. 


The Park Department wishes to thank all persons who worked for 
the Department during the past year. 


Mr. John Kingman who helped maintain Strongs Field passed away 
during the past year. He will be missed by us all.

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Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health enjoyed a very rewarding year in that every 
new endeavor worked to the satisfaction of the Board and the advan- 
tage of the Town. 


The increase in planned new building demands much close atten- 
tion by the Board. All sites, whether for individual homes or for large 
housing developments must be tested for percolation efficiency before 
building permits are granted. In those cases where permits are denied, 
the builder is advised what engineering work must be done before a 
new test will be conducted. This checking and re-checking means 
going back to the same site 2 or 3 times. 


The Board has retained the services of Brewster Fuller of Whit- 
man & Howard, Inc. as a consulting engineer. Mr. Fuller’s years of 
professional experience has enabled the Board to save the town a 
large amount of money and to assist them in making prompt and legal 
decisions. 


Waldorf Park, a problem area for the Board and the Town for 
many years, is now in partial operation. With the continued co- 
operation of the owners, the Board hopes to be able to allow for the 
installation of more units of Camper Trailers in the summer. 


The sanitary land fill that the Board has in operation at the Town 
Disposal Area on Bridge Street has been commended by the State De- 
partment. In order to maintain a standard acceptable to the State the 
Board will have to increase the amount alloted for this item in last 
year’s budget. It is possible that the increase required will be bal- 
anced by the revenue from the Public Health Nurse Program and the 
reduction in other items in the budget. 


The Board wishes to thank the Water Department and the Highway 
Department for their excellent cooperation and advice with our many 
problems. They also wish to express their appreciation for the fine 
work done by Miss Gladys Farren, Mrs. Marjorie Rockwell, and Mrs. 
Helen Hoyt in carrying out the Public Health Nursing Program.

Investigation of soil and drainage conditions was made at all pro- 
posed building sites as permits applied for installation of sewage dis- 
posal systems. The system was designed and inspection made before 
backfill.

Inspection of eating and drinking establishments, bacteria swab 
tests of utensils and any indicated corrective procedure were made on 
quarterly basis. 


Laboratory analysis of milk and cream sold in town was also done 
on quarterly basis, inspections made of area Plants. 


Standard bacteriological water analysis was made at Robins Pond 
bathing beaches frequently during season. Streams, drainage, com- 
plaints were also analyzed and indicated corrective measures taken. 


Results of these operations have shown very good results in nearly 
all cases.

Report of the Southeastern Regional 
School District Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

More boys and girls each year become aware of the advantage to 
them of attending the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical 
High School (grades 9-12) and the Southeastern Technical Institute 
(grades 13 and 14) to secure an education and training that prepares 
them to enter a trade or profession. 

The Southeastern Regional School District Committee is aware of 
this situation and is endeavoring to expand the school facilities in order 
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to accommodate more students. A sub-committee has been appointed 
to explore, study and put into operation plans that will provide more 
facilities, including an addition to the building. 


This school year, a so-called Satellite School System will permit 
100-125 more students to secure vocational education. To establish this 
system, agreements were made with four towns in the District whereby 
the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School and 
Institute will have the use of an unused school building in each of the 
towns. Each building will be remodeled, if necessary by Southeastern 
Vocational Technical High School students and equipped for teaching. 
With these Satellite Schools in operation the total school enrollment 
will be 1100-1125 students. At the present time the school enrollment 
is approximately 1,000 students. 


For the past three years East Bridgewater Town Officials have met 
with School Administrators to tour the school facilities — discuss the 
operation of the school and in particular to discuss how the Data 
Processing Dept. could assist the various Town Departments in making 
use of the School’s computer. 


At the present time our East Bridgewater School Department is 
using the computer to secure the following information: Attendance 
reports, Budget balance sheets (including encumbrances), Teachers 
Retirement (computing information for monthly reports) and Library 
Information. Additional information needed by the East Bridgewater 
School Department is continually being discussed and will soon be 
available. Other Town Departments will no doubt make use of the 
Vocational School’s computer to secure useful and needed information. 


Each year East Bridgewater receives from the Commonwealth, a 
sum of money which is called an “entitlement”. We are entitled to 
this because the town is a member of the Southeastern Regional Voca- 
tional School District. No definite figure is available at the time 
(December 1971) this report is being written but it is estimated that 
the amount this year will be in the vicinity of $83,000. and the cost of 
the town’s share for Vocational Education will be reduced by that 
amount. 


The number of East Bridgewater Students enrolled at South- 
eastern Vocational Technical High School is 37 boys and 4 girls and 
at the Technical Institute, 1 boy and 5 girls, making a total of 47 
students.

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Report of the Librarian 


The 87th annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library 
for the year ending December 31, 1971 is herewith presented: 

“Public libraries — fountains not reservoirs” was the phrase 
much used in library literature some years ago. When one looks up 
the Webster definition of fountain and finds that a fountain is the 
source from which anything proceeds or from which anything is 
supplied continuously, one feels that the report for the entire year 
1971 at the East Bridgewater Public Library could be summarized in 
those five words. However, the past year continued to demonstrate 
that the town library program is utilized by a majority of the towns- 
people in such a manner that materials and facilities are hard pressed 
to cope with demands made upon them. This is true in each depart- 
ment — adult, children’s and school libraries. 

New media used by patrons in their homes are requested by them 
for library use. Cassettes and cassette players were added this year 
to the audio-visual equipment holdings. The foreign language cassettes 
and those in the field of children’s literature are most popular. In 
our program of cooperation between schools and library the public 
library was able to purchase $350.00 worth of literature cassettes for 
$100.00. By purchasing blank cassettes and taping from the school 
owned set, the library was able to effect a savings of $250.00. The 
film loan program has increased greatly. During the past year, seven 
town organizations and all the schools have borrowed approximately 
190 films. These films came either from the Department of Educa- 
tion or from the Boston Public Library. The first, the result of our 
membership in the Library Film Cooperative. The second, we have 
as a service of the Eastern Regional Library System. 

The library is no longer that reservoir as it joins in projects 
involving all segments of the community. Last year there were major 
involvements with the town in assisting in plans for the retirement 
party of four outstanding town officials, in offering the resources of 
the historical collection to the Plymouth Home National Bank for 
its dedication booklet, in its presentation of a street parade celebrating 
National Library Week and in November, its Evening of Appre- 
ciation marking the restoration of the town’s best known art treasure, 
the painting, “In the Bay of Naples” by Francis Davis Millet. The 
program with the Housing for the Elderly continues with the coopera- 
tion of Mr. Robert Perkins and Mr. Holga Lindstrom as couriers. 

This year we have increased our service to people with sight prob- 
lems. From our own shelves and those of the Eastern Regional Book- 
mobile we have been able to offer many new titles in large-type print 
books. The Perkins School for the Blind has been most prompt in 
supplying us with talking books for our library patrons. The 
library has a talking machine, the property of the federal govern- 
ment, which may be borrowed. Mr. and Mrs. Manuel Rubin have 
given the library copies of the magazine CHOICE on records which are 
available for loan. Conversely, the library was the recipient of many 
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kindnesses. The school department paper published a piece on the 
school library program and the Junior High School Drama and Music 
Department presented the Junior High School Library with $1,000.00 
for purchases of material requested by teachers and not included in 
the school library budget. The video-tape, “Since Sachem Rock” which 
was shown at the library three evenings in December contained a 
lengthy segment done by the producers Thomas Reynolds and Wayne 
Hudson at the library during the summer. If one were to name all 
who have contributed to making the year outstandingly successful they 
would name everyone on the registration rolls, every town official and 
department head, who by their willingness to share their eperxience 
and knowledge, have widened the library’s usefulness to the community 
and all who add their special skills, materials and interests to enhance 
the library image. 


The State Aid for Public Library money which was added to the 
library budget by a vote of town meeting members was timely in 
that the entire sewerage system had to be rebuilt. This necessitated a 
completely new lawn and the establishing of stone walks and drains 
at the rear and side of the building. The work of re-seeding and grad- 
ing was done by our custodian Mr. Richard Viola which was a great 
saving to the library as well as assurance that the work was done cor- 
rectly. The Highway Department surveyor, Mr. Richard Hennessey, 
was helpful as a consultant to the library staff on this project. Inside 
the building new wall type radiation was installed in the main 
reading room. This entailed replacing floor tiles and repainting, and 
in the room below, the ceiling had to be mended and tiles had to be re- 
placed. All the windows in the building were checked and tightened 
in the interest of safety and conservation of heat. The fire insurance 
inspector’s report required that hand rails be renewed on the staircase 
to the lower floor and new ones installed on the stairs to an outside 
fire exit. In addition more ventilation was required in the boiler 
room. This involved laying pipes across the ceiling of the adjoining 
room to the outside and breaking through a brick wall to open a new 
floor vent. The Fire Chief in his annual inspection recommended the 
retirement of two antiquated extinguishers and the purchase of two ad- 
ditional ones, and this was done. 


The children’s department under the direction of children’s librar- 
ian, Mrs. Joan Leland, has made a significant contribution to the total 
library program. Emphasis on the pre-school aged child’s need to hear 
and enjoy good stories in a library environment brings many parents 
to the library for the first time. The presentation of book oriented 
puppet plays done as a summer reading program in which 55 children 
made the puppets, dressed them and staged their own productions has 
established a core of performers who were capable of not only pro- 
viding programs for Children’s Book Week at the local level but who 
were invited to go to the Boston Globe Book Fair at the Prudential 
Center in Boston to present a half hour program of puppet plays. 
Two story hours a week are held at which Mrs. Leland and Mrs. 
Marion Honstra are the story tellers. 
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School libraries continue with too little personnel to meet the 
school library standards of librarian per pupil ratio. In the secondary 
schools this has been alleviated by the assignment of some teacher 
assistance for specified periods. In the Intermediate School valuable 
clerical assistance is proved by the office force, and at the elementary 
school Mrs. Cynthia Hayden, working on a federally subsidized pro- 
gram, works one hour a day as a library page. It is gratifying to hear 
the comments of new teachers in the system concerning the quality 
of the materials collection in all school libraries. Materials selection is 
largely done by the school librarian of each building with the collab- 
oration of teachers, department heads, and principals. 

Two problems which must be solved, one as soon as tomorrow and 
one which should be considered, developed and concluded in the next 
decade are parking for public safety and convenience and expansion 
of facilities whether by adding to the present building or the erection of 
a new one. There is a definite option in the latter and the trustees 
feel it is up to the town to consider what they would prefer when 
every consideration has been faced. . At the present time the owners of 
land to the east of the present building are interested in selling their 
property. If the town meeting were to act favorably on an article to 
purchase this property, immediate use for parking would do much to 
relieve a situation which is dangerous and infuriating to library patrons 
as well as a limitation of library programming. Also the purchase of 
land is necessary if the option of adding to the present building is to be 
maintained. 

As always the librarian is aware that the library is what it is be- 
cause of the efforts of the entire staff to spare no effort to serve the 
community and the confidence the community shows in its library by its 
multitudinous request for service and by its support of the library 
budget. The trustees and I are grateful for both. 

In March, Mr. Edmund W. Nutter retired from the Board of 
Library Trustees after 17 years. His counsel and presence have been 
missed. Our new trustee is Mr. Carl L. Sturgis, III, who brings to the 
board his experience as a member of the Bureau of Library Extension 
in the State Department of Education and his studies at Simmons 
School of Library Science. The remaining members of the board 
continue to guide and develop library policy with the experience that 
experience brings. The librarian is grateful for their guidance.

Rubella Vaccine was given to 546 school children who had not 
had German Measles. 

Diphtheria, Tetanus booster doses were given to 325 children in 
grades 1-5 and 10. 

Measles, Mumps, Rubella and Polio vaccine and Diphtheria-Pertus- 
sis-Tetanus antigen was given to 261 pre-school children. These were 
given according to the needs of each child. 
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Eye Clinics 

Amblyopia (Lazy-Eye) Clinic, sponsored by the East Bridgewater 
Public Health Nursing Association, was held this year. 188 children, 
ages 4-6, were tested. 6 needed help and 1 was found to have am- 
blyopia. 

Glaucoma Screening Clinic, sponsored by the Lions Club was 
combined with a Diabetic Screening clinic this year. This is a Tri- 
Town Clinic and an annual event which is much appreciated and adds 
a great deal to the health services of the town. 

Senior Citizens Health Conferences — 20 in all. This is a new 
clinic started in February of this year for all persons in town over 
60 years of age. It is held on the first and third Thursday afternoons 
from 1-3 p.m. Total visits for this year were 344. 

Tuberculosis Testing Clinic for Food Handlers — A program for 
skin testing food handlers for sensitivity to T. B. was started in Octo- 
ber 1971. This is to safeguard the public and at the same time to 
avoid over-exposure to X-rays for normal people. 200 people have 
been tested this year before being issued food handler’s certificates. 

Rabies Clinic — 340 dogs were vaccinated against Rabies. A 
charge of $2.00 per dog makes this clinic self supporting. 

East Bridgewater Home Health Agency has had a busy year. Two 
new services were added this year, — Mantoux testing for food handlers 
and Senior Citizens Health Conferences. 

Payment for all clinic services and health education services is 
covered in our basic appropriation. Nursing services are charged 
on a Cost per visit basis. The cost of visit is based on the 1970 
Cost Study which was $6.08 — so a charge of $6.00 per visit was made 
for nursing services. This charge is modified to fit anybody’s income 
when necessary. This is also the charge to third party payee such as 
Medicare, Welfare, etc. The total fees collected for 1971 were 
$7,166.51.

I submit a report of activities performed in the execution of my 
duties for the year 1971. 

There have been 142 permits issued, to perform plumbing, to licen- 
sed plumbers. These permits require the inspection of 702 appur- 
tances. 

The Massachusetts State Uniform Plumbing Code, Chapter 142, 
sections one through twenty two were used for interpretation and de- 
cisions of the inspections.

There have been many instances of replacing old fixtures with 
updated material. I have gone over these problems with the licensed 
plumber and the homeowner, and have arrived at a satisfactory solu- 
tion and still conformed with the State Code. 

On new construction two or more inspections are required, one or 
more for the roughing in, and a final inspection when fixtures are 
installed and made operational. 

All applications filed with the Board of Health and permits issued 
have been satisfactorily inspected. 

I am pleased to state that the inspection department has been 
self supporting, this being due to the fee basis. 

I wish to thank the men of the Board of Health and to Mrs. Hoyt 
for all the courtesies and assistance given to me during the past year. 
I also wish to thank Mrs. Pittsley of the Selectmen’s office for her 
kind assistance.

Report of 
East Bridgewater Housing Authority 


December 18, 1971 

The past year has been one of significance for the East Bridge- 
water Housing Authority, with the crossroads of past accomplishment 
and future plans meeting. 

As of January 1, 1971, the first development was recognized as 
officially complete by the state, through the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs, which “mothers” local authorities through the de- 
velopment stage with much patience and good advice. The East 
Bridgewater Authority enjoys a good relationship with all levels of this 
state department, and looks forward to continued good cooperation 
through the next development. 

The demand for dignified living facilities for the mature citizen 
continues to exceed the supply in East Bridgewater. All forty-eight 
apartments on Riddell Road are occupied by tenants who find both a 
restful atmosphere and the needful congeniality of like-minded neigh- 
bors. Many applicants are looking forward to occupancy in the second 
development of East Bridgewater’s housing for the elderly. The Au- 
thority members are working with architects of Whitman & Howard, 
Inec., who have been selected to design new units for expansion on the 
property originally purchased. With all the necessary legal steps 
taken, the construction must await necessary funding by the state. 
Townspeople may be refreshed to recall that the entire project is 
financed by bonds guaranteed by the state, and repaid from rents 
collected from the tenants who reside in the development. 

The past year has also seen a change in personnel at the Au- 
thority office, with the resignation of Alvin Wohlen as executive 
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director. Mr. Wohlen first served on the Housing Authority as a 
member appointed by the Board of Selectmen in 1967, and subse- 
quently became the first executive director, where he served from 
November, 1969, to June, 197i. Public recognition should here be 
made of the faithful service of Mr. Wohlen through the trying firsts of 
this new venture, and the members of the Authority extend grateful 
thanks for his work on behalf of the town. 

After many years of service on the Authority, Mr. Sidney Gold- 
man tendered his resignation. Without Mr. Goldman’s advice and 
counsel, it is entirely possible that our present facility would not be as 
trouble-free as it is. His presence will be sorely missed as we 
move into the construction stages of the next group of buildings. 

The Authority thanks the many private citizens and organizations 
of the town that have given willingly of their time and donated many 
needed items to make life so much richer for our tenants. 

It is the desire of the members to work closely and cooper- 
atively with the town in continuing to build the facility into a com- 
munity of happy senior citizens whose outlook on life is a reflection 
of wholesome, livable housing conditions. We are both pledged and 
privileged to give ourselves to this end.

Plymouth County Mosquito Control 
Project 


Concern for the environment has again been a factor in the 
Project’s activities this past year. Our continued efforts will be to 
consider the problems of pollution and ecology while carrying out an 
effective mosquito control program. Obviously, indiscriminate mass 
applications of hard pesticides by aircraft or ground equipment is a 
thing of the past. By carefully following control outlines, provided 
by the entomologist for the State Reclamation Board, as well as the 
University of Massachusetts, the Project has been able to provide ade- 
quate mosquito control in almost every area of the county. 


Logically, reduction in mosquito population can best be accom- 
plished before the mosquito becomes a flying adult. We, therefore, 
direct a substantial amount of monies into eliminating or controlling 
breeding areas. This is carried out by water management, trenching 
and clearing waterways, especially those that have become polluted or 
stagnant. 


This past year throughout the country, approximately 14,505 man 
hours were spent working in the field. Included in this were 5,028 
hours in spraying, applying a total of 20,173 gallons of spray material. 
1,464 hours were given to pre-hatch, larvaciding, and inspection work. 
In addition, 4,320 catch basins were treated. 

As indicated, water management is an important part of the 
Project’s work. With attention being given to problem areas, our two 
backhoes worked 1,504 hours with a total of 29,755 feet of trenching. 
Field crews spent 5,099 hours clearing 36,345 feet of clogged streams 
and ditches. 

Prime consideration is always given to those areas prone to Eastern 
equine encephalitis. Three cases were reported in the county last 
year. Secondly, those sections known to have a high mosquito pro- 
ducing potential are considered. 

A summary of the work is as follows: a total of 342 man hours 
were spent which included 140 hours of applying 668 gallons of spray 
material, 102 hours in pre-hatch work and 100 hours cleaning 300 feet 
of waterways and treating 400 catch basins. No cases of Eastern 
equine encephalitis were reported in East Bridgewater this year. 

East Bridgewater is assessed for 3.054 percent of the Project’s ap- 
propriation. We have attempted to return a fair amount of work to 
the town relative to this percentage. 

We express our continued appreciation for the assistance of the 
various town departments.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and to the 
Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

Although this past year is unmarked by any large addition of 
land to the town’s present acreage, it has been a very busy year for the 
Commission. Several tracts of land have been viewed and offers 
to purchase have been made to no avail. Some parcels have been 
offered but the Commission has felt that the price was out of line 
with its value to the town. Other areas are under consideration. 

The Commission lost the valuable services of two of its members, 
August J. Dube, Jr. and Dominic C. Marini. Mrs. Henry Kievenaar, 
611 Pond Street and Donald C. Harpell, 863 Plymouth Street were ap- 
pointed to take their place and are helping greatly with the work. 

Following a thorough discussion by Commission members it was 
voted to invite associate members, not to exceed seven to assist and to 
counsel, but to be without voting power. The following citizens are 
now serving in that capacity:

Acquisition of the Beaver Brook Beagle Club property late last 
year made it necessary for a cooperative study to establish regula- 
tions and methods of operation. This was effectively done by a small 
joint committee from Club and Commission. The club house is now 
being used by the Grange, Boy Scouts, The Women’s Club and the 
Conservation Commission. This facility may be used by any civic or- 
ganization within the town whose purpose is deemed conservation. 
This is true also with the 140 acres of land providing citizens abide 
by the restrictions posted at the entrance. 

The commission gave its active support to legislative bills seeking 
local control of commercial bill-boards and to the saving of neigh- 
boring Hockomock Swamp from destruction by development. For the 
latter purpose members of the Commission raised over one hundred 
dollars. 

Several conferences, district meetings and hearings have been 
attended. We hosted the President of the Massachusetts Association 
of Conservation Commissions, Mr. Robert Ellis, who gave us a very 
clear picture of commission work and better perspective. 

From the inception of the Commission we have made a serious 
attempt to protect the town’s wetland from filling. We have, with the 
state’s help, stopped a few attempts and in one case, had the fill 
removed. 

The need of quarters where our files of correspondence, maps 
and records can be kept is ever more pressing. In the immediate 
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future this will be a necessity when the state implements its plan to 
shift its present responsibility for wetland protection to the local con- 
servation commissions. This will entail hearings, legal counsel, court 
procedure and paper work of many kinds. Not only quarters will be 
required but an executive secretary. 

Our thanks are to other town agencies and to interested citizens 
who have assisted us in our work.

Plymouth County Aid to Agriculture 


The Plymouth County Extension Service’s office is located on High 
Street, Hanson, close to the Plymouth County Hospital, and can be 
reached by calling 293-3541 or 447-5946. 


Our legal title is Plymouth County Aid to Agriculture but better 
known as the Plymouth County Extension Service. We are the edu- 
cational arm of the University of Massachusetts and the U. S. D. A. 
at the county level, which indicates that our work is in the field of 
education. 


We keep on display many free bulletins for use by Plymouth 
County residents. Lawn care, backyard gardening, insect control, 
nutrition, and home canning are just a few of the most popular ones. 
We welcome your visiting us between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. 


The number of soil samples tested this year was tripled over last 
year, and we hope to have better equipment this spring to improve 
this free service. 


We have Agricultural Specialists serving commercial farmers, as 
well as a Natural Resource Development Specialist, two Home Econo- 
mists and two 4-H Club Agents. 


This year a name change was voted by the Legislature, Chapter 990. 
This changes the name from “County Aid to Agriculture” to “Trustees 
for County Cooperative Extension Service’, and is effective February 
3, 1972. 


In 1972, an Advisory Council will be formed of all Town Directors 
to County Aid to Agriculture and we hope to improve our educational 
services to the residents of Plymouth County. 


Our 4-H Program is the part of the Extension Service best known 
by most people and we welcome new leaders and members. With our 
new urban programs, there are all kinds of projects for young people. 
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The Board of Trustees, appointed by the Plymouth County Com- 
missioners, administers the Extension Service Program and is com- 
posed of:

Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department works an an intimate part of the Tree 
Department performing its duties mainly during the spring and 
summer months of the year. The department is responsible by law and 
by monetary appropriations for specific tree insects and diseases. The 
department is ever willing to advise the townspeople on control meth- 
ods for tree insects and diseases not under its jurisdiction, however; 
it cannot do the actual control work. 

The main functions of the Moth Department are the control of 
the Dutch Elm Disease, the control of certain other tree insects and 
diseases, and the control of poison ivy. All of the control measures 
used are done on town property, however; some are also allowed by law 
to be done on private property. The use of pesticides is kept to a 
minimum when possible. Spraying is carried out only when heavy 
infestations of certain insects and/or diseases are evident. In some 
instances situations are or will be rectified by the course of nature 
and spraying is not necessary. 

The dormant spray usually applied in April on the town’s Elm 
trees for the particular control of the Dutch Elm Disease was elimin- 
ated during 1971. The decision to set aside this phase of the spray 
program was made partly because of poor weather conditions and partly 
because it was felt the insecticide previously used and recommended 
for this spraying was not doing the proper job. Other insecticides 
were recommended for the dormant Elm spray, however; it was felt, 
under advisement, that the newly recommended insecticides were not 
satisfactorily proven for this dormant spray program. This phase of 
the dormant spray will be given careful evaluation before it is carried 
out again in the coming year. 

The spraying of poison ivy was done as usual during the months 
of June, July, and August. This spraying was carried out along the 
streets and on private property, where requested, and this nuisance was 
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eliminated from those areas sprayed. This operation will be carried 
on in the coming year as there are many areas that are abundant with 
poison ivy. 

Hornets and wasps were a very prevalent nuisance during the sum- 
mer of 1971. When the nests of these insects could be located on the 
immediate grounds and/or on the outside of residences and buildings, 
they were sprayed and removed. Homeowners with hornets, wasps, or 
bees inside homes were advised to enlist the services of an exterminator. 
Although these insects are not under the jurisdiction of the Moth 
Department it felt justified in performing this service, when possible, 
because of their harmful effect on children and adults. 

An appropriation of money, for the second consecutive year in 
1971 for aerial spraying of the town, was used during the months of 
June, July, and August in the form of aerial spraying by fixed wing 
aircraft along the town streets for the control of adult mosquitoes. Both 
sides of the streets were sprayed; one spray for each of the afore- 
mentioned months. The preceding operations were enacted according 
to state rules and regulations and in cooperation with the Plymouth 
County Mosquito Control Project which performed its usual mosquito 
control duties within the town throughout the year. The Moth De- 
partment had excellent communication, cooperation, and coordination 
from the Project during the year as in the past. 

In closing I wish to express my thanks to my capable employees, 
all other town departments and officials, and the townspeople for their 
cooperation, support, and understanding in my labors during the 
past year.

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Tree Department, having a fully active year, performed its 
usual duties along with many other miscellaneous tasks. The steady 
growth of the town, in population and new building, combined with 
today’s environmental problems effecting trees, has required an in- 
crease in services over the past several years by the Tree Department 
to the townspeople. Modern tree equipment and methods are being 
used to assist in coping with the aforementioned situations. However, 
the labor force of the department, having not changed for the past 15 
years, required additional strength. This requirement was fulfilled 
by the addition of another employee, in the late fall, under the federal 
Emergency Employment Act of 1971. The wages of this employee are 
fully funded by the federal government for the next two years. With 
the use of modern methods, equipment, and strengthened employee 
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force the department feels it will be better equipped to handle its in- 
creasing obligations to the townspeople at present and in the future. 


Tree removal and tree planting are two of our major functions. 
There were 62 trees removed along town streets during 1971. Almost 
60% of the trees removed were Elms that had succumbed to the Dutch 
Elm Disease, about 20% were Maples, and the remainder were of 
various species. All trees taken down were done so for the protection 
of persons and/or property or for other necessary reasons. In the de- 
partment’s continuous effort to replace trees removed and provide 
future shade, a total of 83 trees were planted along town streets. Nor- 
way Maple was the prevailing specie planted while a smaller per- 
centage of Red (Crimson King) Maple and Mountain Ash were also 
planted. It is worthy to note in the department’s planned program of 
tree planting that the trees planted each year are always more and 
in some instances doubled that of the trees removed in any given year. 

The removal of brush along the roadsides, another of our major 
tasks, continued during 1971. Approximately 6% miles of brush was 
cut and chipped along several roads in the town. Herbicides were 
discriminately applied to several roadside areas of brush cut during 
1971. The continuance of this program should hopefully eliminate all 
heavy brush along the roadsides, for safety reasons, in the near 
future. 

Several other important and routine duties keep the Tree Depart- 
ment on an active schedule throughout the year. The care of existing 
shade trees by pruning, cabling, and surgery; the maintenance of the 
Town Nursery; repairing and maintaining much of our own equipment; 
cooperative work with other town departments and committees; and 
performing other miscellaneous tasks are part of the department’s re- 
sponsibilities. 

The removal of stumps, in some necessary instances, and emer- 
gency work during wind, rain, and snowstorms are also important 
functions of the department throughout the year. 

The department’s experienced personnel have aptly handled all 
work and types of situations during the course of the year and it is with 
sincerity that I thank these employees. I also wish to extend a sincere 
thanks to other town departments, employees, and officials, and the 
townspeople for their support, cooperation and understanding in my 
work during the past year.

Report of the Council on Aging 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The Council on Aging, consisting of nine members, appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen, held its organizational meeting in December 
of 1970, just a year ago. 

In order to fulfill one of its stated duties, “to identify the total 
needs of the aging of the community’, a survey was conducted. Of the 
1008 questionnaires mailed to East Bridgewater residents who were 
over 59 years of age, about 30% were returned. From a concentrated 
study of information gleaned from this survey, the Council has based 
its activities for the past year. We are well aware that the total needs 
have not been met, but an encouraging start has been made. 

A Drop-in Center for Older Americans has been established at 
the site of the former Youth Center on North Central Street. The 
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building is owned by the United Methodist Church, whose trustees have 
granted free use of it, on a temporary and experimental basis. This 
Center has been refurbished and furnished through contributions and 
services of townspeople, merchants, contractors and organizations. An 
“open house” on June 6th, gave interested residents of the town an 
opportunity to view the facility. 

Each Thursday, at the Center, Ralph L. Jacobsen, chairman of the 
Council, has conducted well-attended classes in Arts and Crafts. At 
other times, Mrs. Harold Doherty, Mrs. Frank Houghton and Mr. 
Duncan MacLean, a former resident of the town, have given in- 
struction in various crafts. The East Bridgewater Home Health Agency, 
under the supervision of Miss Gladys Farren, has also held a clinic for 
the elderly at this building on the third Thursday of each month. 

It is the sincere wish of the Council that all older residents of 
East Bridgewater will make every possible use of the Drop-in Center, 
for their projects, or for a social meeting and a cup of tea or coffee 
with friends. 

Many local merchants are granting discounts to holders of I. D. 
courtesy cards. Any resident of the town, who is 60 years of age or 
older, may obtain an I. D. card at the Town Clerk’s Office, at the 
Village News Store, or from Mrs. Robert DeVine on Riddell Road. 

The Council, members in cooperation with the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs, Services to Older Americans, are attending all regional 
meetings, that they may become cognizant of all state and federal 
legislation concerning funding and information for better community 
programming for the elderly. 

A Hot Meal Program for the elderly, initiated by the Council, in co- 
operation with the School Department, will be launched on January 
13, 1972. At the start, these meals will be served at the Junior High 
School, one day each week, at a charge of fifty cents. It has been 
stressed by the Department of Community Affairs Coordinators that 
such a hot meal program is geared to provide an adequate, balanced 
meal in surroundings where senior citizens may socialize with one an- 
other. 55% of those answering the survey questionnaire favored 
such a program. 

On two occasions during the year, bus transportation was provided 
for the elderly. On April 23rd, a group travelled to Suffolk Downs 
to attend a Senior Power Rally. This was a meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Legislative Council for Older Americans. In August, a group 
was taken to a Red Sox game at Fenway Park. Box lunches were 
included with each of these trips. 

The Council’s latest effort, in cooperation with the Senior Citizens 
Organization, was the serving of refreshments, following a Senior 
Citizens-sponsored Christmas concert on December 19th. 

In January of 1970, Mrs. Charles M. Repeta, Jr. was appointed to 
the Council on Aging by the Board of Selectmen, to fill a vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Rev. Norman B. Pierce. 

The third Monday evening of each month at 7:30 has been desig- 
nated as the regular meeting time for the Council on Aging, with the 
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Town Clerk being notified, at least twenty-four hours in advance, of 
the meeting place or of any special meetings. 

We will appreciate the continued cooperation and support of the 
town officials and the townspeople, as we seek to enlarge the existing 
programs and to promote new ones in behalf of all elderly persons in 
East Bridgewater.

Report of the Building Inspector 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen. 


The report of the Building Inspector is as follows: 

During the year of 1971 I was called upon to make 372 inspec- 
tions of various kinds. 

The majority were to inspect building during construction, but an 
increasing number of inspections are being required in connection with 
zoning and alleged zoning violations. The increase in the number of 
homes being built in the town and consequently the loss of privacy of 
the home owners seem to magnify the zoning problems. 

The amount of time involved in investigating and trying to solve 
these problems far exceeds the time necessary to inspect a building as 
to its conforming to the Building Code. 


The various permits granted during the year and the estimated 
value of the completed projects were as follows:

50 Additions or Alterations 92,087.00 
8 Commercial Buildings 2,191,000.00 
10 Swimming Pools 40,295.00

The fees for these permits totaled $3,898.00 which were turned 
over to the Town Treasurer.

Parking and Business Facilities 
FOR THE CENTER OF EAST BRIDGEWATER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The ‘“‘Study Committee for the Development of Parking and 
Business Facilities for the Center of East Bridgewater” was appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen on January 5, 1970. At the 1971 Annual 
Town Meeting we proposed two Articles which were accepted allowing 
us to continue with the development of parking facilities in the center 
of East Bridgewater. 


As required by law we advertised for bids for the construction of 
the parking lot located at the rear of the business blocks on Central 
and West Union Streets on land leased by the Town from the owners. 
The contract was awarded to Lou Brooker Construction for clearing, 
leveling and surfacing an area of over 20,500 square feet for parking 
plus entrance and exit. This work was completed in November 1971 
along with adequate lighting, exit signs and painting of entrance and 
exit areas and parking space lines for over 60 cars. 

It has been with great pleasure that we have noticed the acceptance 
and use of this area by the townspeople. We hope that as people be- 
come aware of the lot and use it more, the congestion on Central and 
West Union Streets can be relieved and “on street” parking times 
limited to short periods. 

The completion of parking facilities in the center of East Bridge- 
water was the project decided upon by the Committee as our most 
pressing objective. Now that this is accomplished we shall remain 
active in our study for the Development of Business Facilities for 
the Center of East Bridgewater.

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Report of the Director of Veterans’ 
Services and Veterans’ Agent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The continued demand for Services from our Department ex- 
ceeded all expectations during 1971. We have had more than 4,100 
contacts for various services and information from veterans and 
their dependents from four wars, WW I, WW II, Korean, and Vietnam. 


The type of service required involves many times, advice of a 
social nature to families having all types of difficulty; marital, financial, 
medical and family planning. In addition all of the Social Security 
laws both new and old and the Federal V. A. laws in particular, 
those pertaining to the young Vietnam veteran returning to civilian 
life. This is a particularly trying time for many of these men, as many 
of them are coming back confused and bewildered, due to the divided 
opinion of the country over the Vietnam war. Also some have be- 
come involved with drugs and we have given every bit of help pos- 
sible, including hospitalization and special treatment that they re- 
quire. 


Many of our Vietnam veterans are taking advantage of their GI 
benefits and returning to schools and colleges all over the country. 
We have been most helpful to them in this endeavor with advice and 
establishing their eligibility with the V. A. To date, there are over 
150 in schools, colleges, and on-the-job training, that we have handled. 


We have been diligent in our expenditures where ever possible 
and with successful efforts, in getting Federal Benefits for our veterans 
and their dependents during 1971, we ended the year with a balance 
in our Veterans Benefits account in excess of $4,000.00. However, 
knowing full well that there will be some late medical balls to be paid, 
that might reduce this balance. 


Once again I recommend that Mrs. Boni, our administrative assist- 
ant, be granted a substantial increase in her salary (not granted last 
year) to bring her salary to the required bare minimum for what 
she should be receiving for her ability and experience. I can not 
stress enough that without Mrs. Boni’s devoted efforts in our Depart- 
ment, the work could not be completed, after I have made the required 
decisions in our cases. Her efforts have been reflected in a balance left 
in our budget, in spite of increased demands and costs for all types of 
services during 1971. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen for their decision 
to grant our Department of Veterans’ Services the required space we so 
badly needed in order to have the privacy required, due to social and 
personal nature of our work, with the veterans and their dependents. 
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Our office is open from 9:00 am. to 4:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, and I am available on week days from 5:30 p.m. on, by appoint- 
ment and Wednesday evenings from 5:30 p.m. As stated before, we 
are always ready and willing to advise all of our veterans and their 
dependents under State and Federal laws.

Report of the Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We submit the annual report of the East Bridgewater Commis- 
sioners, for the year ending December 31, 1971. 

This past year 17,675 feet more or less of water mains have been 
replaced, 12,775 feet more or less of sixteen inch transite pipe from the 
water tower to a point opposite the B. P. M. facility on Laurel St. On 
Union and West Union Sts., 1,650 feet more or less of ten inch transite 
pipe from a point opposite the Library to the corner of Cook St. and 
West Union St., also 2,250 feet of twelve inch transite pipe on Wash- 
ington St. from the corner of Pine and Washington Streets to the Whit- 
man line and approximately 500 feet extending into Oak St. with a 
new hydrant. Approximately 1,000 feet of 12 inch pipe was installed 
over the new Gin Works bridge, while the bridge was being rebuilt. 
Our mains now total 53 miles and ten new hydrants were added 
and fifteen replaced. 

All of our replacement mains are and have been of the cement 
asbestos transite type which eliminates rust and/or discoloration 
in the water. Elm Street was overlaid with a type I bituminous mix 
and North Central Street will be done in the spring when the trench 
should be settled. The sidewalk on Washington Street will be re- 
built in the spring. 

Seventy-three new services were installed and there were twelve 
renewals. Outside meter readers are installed on all new homes and 
eventually will be installed throughout our system. 

The general overall use of water continues to rise and the in- 
crease is not only reflected in new homes and other construction but 
the individual home owner’s increase in consumption shown by the 
higher meter readings and of course higher water bills. For this 
reason it is imperative that we add another well into our system and 
we are fortunate to have one available. It is located off Hudson Street, 
in the general area of the first two wells, and is of the same fine quality, 
and capacity is equal to our Number One well. 
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The Board feels that #4 well is a dire necessity as #1 well 
has been pumping for approximately seven years. Well points after a 
period of about 10 years must be cleaned and/or cleared as they be- 
come clogged through use. This is a normal condition but this main- 
tenance requires two to three weeks to perform, so we do need a new 
well of equal volume and capacity for a standby, while 1 is being 
overhauled. 

We are now pumping to capacity and during the summer months 
are unable to keep the storage tank filled, which necessitated a partial 
ban in 1971. 

The Board feels that to generate new business and industry for 
East Bridgewater and to adequately supply our citizens with water, we 
must bring in a new pumping station. 

In 1971, $114,967.20 was collected; operating expenses were 
$85,383.65, which resulted in a return to the town of $29,583.55. 

The Commissioners would like to thank the citizens and all town 
departments, officials and members of our own department for their 
cooperation this past year.

The Industrial Development Commission submits its report and is 
pleased to announce this past year has shown a substantial increase 
in Industrial building.

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Report of the 
Personnel Relations Review Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens 
of the town of East Bridgewater: 


The fifth annual report of the Personnel Relations Review Board 
is herewith presented. 


During the past year the Personnel Relations Review Board was 
instrumental in effecting some compromises in the field of negotiated 
working conditions. Town By-Law No. 27 was amended at the annual 
meeting to read (in connection with sick leave) “shall be cumulative to 
90 days.” The initial request had been 120 days. The article pre- 
sented by the East Bridgewater Employees Association on the subject 
of overtime pay was submitted to the Board by the Selectmen and ap- 
proved. It was passed as amended at the annual meeting. 


In June the Board was invited to meet with the Employees Asso- 
ciation and Finance Board members at the Junior High School. The 
Board provided a copy of the Summer Charm Compensation Study for 
review. As a result of this meeting, a comparison chart of salaries 
paid in Hanover, Avon, Hanson, Duxbury, West Bridgewater, Bridge- 
water, Pembroke, and Whitman was prepared. This chart also in- 
cluded figures asked by the Employees Association in June, the figures 
requested by department heads in January, Finance Committee recom- 
mendations in January, Personnel Relations Review Board figures as of 
January, and the figures recommended at the combined meeting of the 
Personnel Relations Review Board and the Finance Committee in June. 
This was done in preparation for a special town meeting on June four- 
teenth. 


On June thirtieth the Board met and prepared a calendar of 
progress toward presenting (1) a compensation and classification grid 
to the next town meeting and (2) an article concerning paid holidays. 
Meeting twice monthly beginning in September, this has been accom- 
plished.

The 
average rate was 2.64% as compared to 4.54% the previous year. Asa 
result over $13,000 was returned to revenue from the appropriation 
for Interest on Temporary Loans.

National Bank of Boston bid 2.83% on $200,000.

OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 


Dear Citizens: 

This past year, our share of the cost of operating Old Colony 
Planning Council came to $1,662.20. This payment is based on a per 
capita cost of $.20. We must maintain membership in this state-created 
organization in order to be eligible for federal assistance through 
many grant programs. This Agency also provides our community with 
the end-product of their studies and research. 

In 1971, OCPC completed its three year study of the regional 
water and sewer problems. Their findings and recommendations 
are contained in a summary report available at either Town Hall 
or at the Agency itself at 27 Belmont Street, Brockton. There is a 
sub-committee now studying this report to determine the most 
effective ways of implementing these specific recommendations that 
will insure each member community a maximum opportunity to par- 
ticipate in any decision. 

OCPC also completed its Open Space project. It was designed 
originally to develop techniques for securing citizen participation in 
planning small playgrounds in urban areas. It became readily appar- 
ent that the Agency had to extend its original scope and so actually 
designed and built two mini-parks in Brockton. The methods and 
materials used, the success and failures are all amply described in a 
well-written report available upon request at the Agency. 

In April, 1971, the Agency conducted an evening seminar on solid 
waste disposal. Experts were on hand to describe the old and new 
systems available to communities, and the advantages to regionalization 
and the role of state and federal governments in the process. It was 
extremely well-publicized and well attended by many municipal 
officials. 

1971 also saw the completion and publication of the study on 
regional housing issues. Supplies and demands are clearly delineated. 
A sub-committee has been formed with representatives from all mem- 
ber communities to determine if any of the discovered problems can 
be solved more efficiently at the local or regional level. 

A basic planning guide, prepared by staff as a HUD require- 
ment, is an extremely valuable working tool for many of the town 
boards. It is divided into six chapters covering regional goals, policies 
and objectives, existing land use, physical features, population factors, 
economic and social factors and a future land use guide. It contains 
six maps and over fifteen tables and figures. The Agency hopes to 
publish this document for wide distribution early in 1972. 
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One of the most valuable projects presently underway and sched- 
uled for completion in the spring of 1972, is the regional Economic 
Base Study. The report will contain, in addition to the basic research 
such as industrial inventories, shopping habits and available man- 
power skills, detailed yet imaginative plans to re-vitalize the indus- 
trial growth sector of our economy. Once again, all member com- 
munities will be represented on a sub-committee that will work closely 
with staff and our consultant to achieve our objectives.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and'the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 1971 marked another increase in school costs, and 
increased citizen interest. Your committee appreciates the interest 
shown prior to and during town meeting when many circumstances 
beyond our control continue our budget on its upward spiral. As 
everyone is aware by now approximately 82% of your school budget 
is used for salaries, all of which must now be handled by collective 
bargaining. 

In a constant attempt to fully utilize your school system the com- 
mittee directed an in depth study of the extended school year by the 
Instructional Studies Committee in January and which is now nearing 
completion. Action on this will be forthcoming shortly. In a similar 
vein we engaged the architectural firm of Korslund, Le Normand and 
Quann to do a feasibility study of the storage area under the High 
School. The results of this study have been turned over to the Build- 
ing Needs Study Committee for action. 


Through monies contained in the 1970 and 1971 budget the Inter- 
mediate School has been properly illuminated and a phase one of a 
three year plan for window replacement has been completed at a 
cost of $3,982. It is hoped that the town willl see fit to vote the neces- 
sary funds to continue the proper maintenance and updating of this 
very usable structure. 


The Junior High School Building was accepted for the town by a 
vote of the committee. 


Pupil housing continues to be a problem due to increased enroll- 
ment and was temporarily solved this year by an inovative plan at the 
elementary level. Some elementary grades are being conducted by 
several teachers and aides on a combined basis thereby utilizing all 
available space. In this same area the committee approved a curricu- 
lum change in grades 1 thru 8 in reading and mathematics. 


In September of 1973 Kindergarten will become mandatory and 
space for approximately 250 more children will be required in our 
system. Your committee and administrators are studying several 
methods in order to house them. As the larger elementary classes 
move up our inability to accommodate them at the High School level 
becomes more prominent. Adding to this is the examination for re- 
accreditation which will take place in 1975. We are painfully aware 
that new science laboratory space, library space, cafeteria, physical 
education area and many other spaces will be required. 

During the year a Community Attitude Survey was conducted by 
the School Committee in conjunction with Northeastern University. 
One thousand Questionnaires were printed and mailed to a cross 
section of East Bridgewater’s population. An extremely fine percent- 
age were returned and the results compiled and are being used to 
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assist the School Committee and other town departments in future 
planning in several areas. 

A Community School program was established by your committee. 
This program offers a wide variety of courses to the community at 
no cost to the town. It is staffed by a large group of unpaid instructors 
and appears to be a worthwhile adjunct to the Evening Practical Arts 
School. 

The committee has instigated two programs for the Senior Citi- 
zens of the town. During the fall of this year we voted to open the 
Junior High School cafeteria for a hot lunch program, three days a 
week, at $.50 per meal. It was also voted to allow all residents sixty 
years or over, free attendance to all general public events. 

Pupil safety is being carefully studied by a committee composed 
of School Committee members, advisory council members, finance 
committee members and the Chief of Police. Their charter is to 
determine the hi-risk walking areas, report their findings and recom- 
mend actions to the School Committee. 

The committee would like to thank the Library staff and trustees 
for their invaluable assistance in staffing and maintaining our four 
school libraries. With education constantly needing more in the media 
centers these people provide us with the very best. 

In conclusion we would like to thank the administration and staff 
of our system for the fine cooperation and devotion they show to the 
people of East Bridgewater.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the members of the School Committee and 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is a pleasure to submit for your consideration my fifteenth 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 

There has been an attempt by the School Depariment during this 
past year to focus on several vital concerns and special effort was 
made to concentrate on many of these broad issues, such as — account- 
ability, flexibility, communication, involvement, and professionalism. 
These issues were discussed openly to create proper environment and 
educational climate, resulting in the necessary changes and facilitating 
the implementation of ideas and programs. 

We have good schools, a capable staff, and a variety of programs. 
However, we recognize the need for further development. 

Staff improvements are obviously the most important, both educa- 
tionally and financially speaking. In instituting staff growth East 
Bridgewater has tried the following: 

1—In-service programs 

2—Greater professional exposure 

3—Teacher evaluation 

4—Teacher involvement 

5—Professional climate 

Coordination of the curriculum was another area of concern 
faced by the East Bridgewater schools during this past year. Every 
effort to expand this area is being made through in-service workshops. 

In the area of communication we have initiated more meetings 
to open up both incoming and outgoing ideas and innovations. An open 
door policy has been included and the habit of listening and becoming 
more involved has been keenly developed. 

Involvement with the community and students is constantly on the 
increase. Through the efforts of the School Committee the public 
has been made to feel welcome as evidenced by the very successful 
Community School. 

It would take pages to explain the current programs which are 
being reorganized and initiated in the East Bridgewater Public Schools. 
Suffice it to say that we are busy; that we do care about the children 
in East Bridgewater; and that we are constantly working to improve 
the learning situation. 

There are four major undertakings facing the schools: 

1—The implementation of the State-mandated public 
kindergarten in 1973 
2—Lowering of the first grade entrance age 
3—Inadequate facilities in the areas of science, 
business subjects, physical education, and 
library media center at the High School 
4—-Re-accreditation of the High School in 1975 when 
the present 10-year accreditation cycle by the 
N. E. A. C. S.S. lapses 
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To meet these requirements the Superintendent refers to his 1969 
Town Report in which is recommended an addition to the present 
senior high school building as well as the development of the high 
school crawl space. This will enable the School Department to ar- 
range the physical facilities in the following way: 

Central School—kindergarten through grade three 

Intermediate School—grades four and five 

Junior High—grades six through eight 

Senior High—grades nine through twelve 

The Superintendent strongly believes and recommends that this 
kind of building program provides for quality education in East Bridge- 
water in the most economical way possible. For a more detailed 
account your attention is respectfully called to the report of the School 
Building Needs Study Committee included elsewhere in the Town 
Report. 

Through the efforts of the Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
East Bridgewater continues to participate in several Federal programs 
including N. D. E. A. Title III and Public Law 89-10 Title I—summer 
“Headstart” program. A new grant in the amount of $17,482.30 under 
Public Law 90-576 Business Education has been awarded. 

In closing, I extend my appreciation to everyone who has con- 
tributed to the success of our educational program. The conscientious, 
dedicated service of our teachers and administrators has been of ines- 
timable value in the progress of our public schools in 1971. The 
cooperation rendered by all the Town Departments has facilitated 
the operation of our schools. I am grateful to my secretarial staff for 
their efficient service. I also thank the organizations which sponsor the 
various scholarship awards, the Service Clubs for their contributions 
in the interest of our student body and make special note of Mr. 
Jesse Hill’s voluntary service to the School Department making pos- 
sible the savings of several hundred dollars during 1971. 

Finally, I am grateful to our School Committee members for their 
service and leadership. With new state and federal requirements to 
be met, collective bargaining with the teachers and other school 
employees, etc. the usual work of a School Committee member has 
increased greatly in recent years. The Committee is meeting the 
various challenges and will continue its efforts to provide good 
schools for the youth of East Bridgewater.

Report of the High School Principal 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the High School 
Principal for 1971. 

East Bridgewater High School presently has an enrollment of 440 
students in grades 10-12. Students attend classes involving 90 
course offerings, participate in 22 organizations and activities, and 
compete in 10 varsity sports. 

In 1971, East Bridgewater High School, along with every other 
high school in the state, was called upon to submit a plan involving 
Student Rights and Responsibilities to the Massachusetts State Depart- 
ment of Education. The request was based upon the belief of the 
Commissioner of Education and his staff that secondary school students 
should be included in the processes through which school policy and 
programs are formulated and implemented. 

Such a concept is not new to East Bridgewater High School. In 
fact, students have long been involved in many decisions affecting 
policy and programs in the school. However, to take this matter a step 
further, it is our belief that all individuals related to the high school 
should be involved in the decision-making process. This includes 
the school committee, administration, faculty, students, parents, and 
citizens of the town. The plan submitted to the Department of Edu- 
cation is comprehensive and includes a number of committees which 
will be comprised of just such a cross section of the community. 

The plan genuinely reflects our philosophy toward what we be- 
lieve to be a sound atmosphere for modern secondary education. We 
believe that educational decisions must be made with considerable 
reliance upon those affected by the decisions. This includes not 
only personnel and students within the school but also parents and 
citizens of East Bridgewater. With particular regard to students, 
we believe that the high school years are the proper time to emphasize 
increased personal responsibility for actions that involve their school 
lives and their post-graduation plans. High school students face a 
frustrating dilemma — they must make serious decisions and take 
important actions at a time when they are not children, yet not adults. 
Merely saying they must be responsible and mature is meaningless. 

Rather, high school students must learn how to exercise personal 
responsibility by being given opportunities to act with a considerable 
degree of independency. This is not to say that students should be 
presented permissive, do-as-you-please conditions. Society and life in 
general present each person a variety of experiences which on the one 
hand are structured, demanding, and restrictive, and on the other hand 
allow the person to act independently and individually. High school, 
then, should attempt to assist each student to be less reliant and more 
independent, with emphasis upon the necessity of being mature and 
responsible in the exercising of one’s rights. The high school staff 
has as one role; the task of helping students to know the facts, alter- 
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natives, and possible consequences involved in their decisions and 
actions. 

1971 has seen the addition of several programs which reflect the 
role of the school in providing improved education and in encouraging 
increased student involvement and responsibility. 

— The plan sent to the State Department of Education includes 
Advisory, Athletic, Curriculum, Activities, Guidelines, and Assemblies 
Committees all involving both students and staff. 

— The Work-Study Program has been revised to include a variety 
of in-school training and work programs for students too young or 
unable to find jobs. 

— A Vocational and Career Information Program has been de- 
veloped by Mrs. Claire Howard, Guidance Department, and Mr. David 
Wilson, English Department, to more fully prepare students to select 
a career area after graduation. 

— Propect RAP (Rapport Among People) was begun under the 
coordination of Mr. Francis Mello, Foreign Language Department. 
This program involves an informal counseling relationship between 
each student and a teacher (or teachers) of his choice and provides 
the opportunity not only for students and staff to know each other 
better, but also for students to have an ever-present ‘sympathetic 
ear” if needed. 

— The Social Studies Department, led by Chairman Donald 
Oakley, has revised the U. S. History curriculum into a series of inde- 
pendent quarter courses, allowing each student considerable choice in 
choosing an area of U. S. History interesting to him. Also a new 
course, Contemporary Social Problems, taught by Mr. Rui Santos, has 
been added to the department. 

— A cooperative Foxboro Company — E. B. H. S. training program 
has been initiated to provide Business students the opportunity to 
earn high school credit while receiving on-the-job training in clerical 
skills at the Foxboro Company. 

— An Assemblies Committee composed of students and faculty has 
taken upon itself the task of creating assembly programs for the 
student body. 

“W. E. B. H.-T. V.”, an organization of students led by A-V 
Coordinator Nicholas Paone, has produced a number of outstanding 
television videotape programs of a documentary or news-feature nature. 
Some of these programs are suitable for and available to the public. 

— A senior study-lounge has been created by students of the Senior 
Class and is entirely operated and controlled by student volunteers. 

— A morning breakfast or “brunch” program has been added to the 
School Lunch Program and is available to students before school and 
during morning study halls. Students are self-supervised. 

Performances and programs of note during 1971 include the 
Spring Musical “Guys and Dolls”; the annual appearance of the Navy 
District Band; our fourth consecutive outdoor graduation at which 
Gordon W. Mitchell, Assistant Superintendent of Schools was the guest 
speaker; football camp at Berwick Academy, Maine; Cheerleader camp 
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at Lake George, New York at which the E. B. H. S. cheerleaders won 
second place for best team at camp and Nancy Fuller won the first 
place trophy for Best Cheerleader; the 2nd annual Homecoming festival 
involving a football game, parade, banquet, and dance; the annual 
Autumn Open House featuring parent-teacher conferences and many 
displays of student work and school services; the Senior Class produc- 
tion of “My Sister Eileen”; and our 2nd Holiday Banquet on the last 
day before the Christmas vacation, attended by over 500 students, 
staff, and townspeople. 

1971 has been a rewarding and successful year at East Bridgewater 
High School. I believe we have a spirit of cooperation, respect, and 
rapport unparalleled in area schools, a spirit which extends from the 
school committee on through all individuals related to the school. I 
particularly point out the splendid attitudes of students, faculty, and 
staff. 

I wish to extend my appreciation to the many East Bridgewater 
civic, social, and commercial organizations which so superbly support 
the students of East Bridgewater High School through their programs, 
patronage, scholarship aid, and encouragement. 

A special work of thanks goes to the department chairmen and 
directors for their assistance and support. 

And finally I extend a “thank you” to you, Mr. Goldman; to Mr. 
Gordon Mitchell, Assistant Superintendent; Mrs. Grace Eastman, 
Library Coordinator; Mr. John Collins, Junior High School Principal;

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Report of the Principal 
of the Junior High School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 

It is with pleasure I submit my fifth annual report as it gives me 
an opportunity not only to review this past year’s growth, but also to 
reflect on the development of the Junior High over the past five years. 

In 1967, the student enrollment was Three hundred thirty-nine 
students and a staff of eighteeen teachers was assigned to the school. 
The average academic class size was thirty-six students and the per- 
sonnel was limited to the use of only ten classrooms. The transfer 
to the new Junior High and the addition of the ninth grade provided 
the teachers with excellent teaching facilities and increased the staff 
to thirty-four, thereby allowing the class sizes to be reduced to the 
average of 22.5 enrolled per class. Presently five hundred forty-nine 
students attend the Junior High School in both regular and special edu- 
cation class programs. 

The process of education has changed so greatly with the recog- 
nition of and the need for the provision for individiual differences, that 
methods of scheduling students were reorganized. Learning environ- 
ments suited to the ability of the students in all the academic 
areas were then provided. As this is primarily a mechanical task, 
the real provision for differences in learning is found in the revised 
curriculum and teaching methodologies. 

The Science Department now has a sequential program which 
puts great stress on the use of the laboratory and the discovery ap- 
proach. This process allows the student continuous involvement in the 
scientific method. Life Science—“Interaction of Man and His Bios- 
phere”; Physical Science—‘The Interaction of Matter and Energy”; 
then Biology and Earth Science give each student a solid back- 
ground in understanding the scientific concepts. 

The Mathematics Department has consistently upgraded its cur- 
riculum by providing suitable materials so students are able to develop 
background in mathematical operations, problem solving, Geometry, 
measurement, Algebra, and computational skills. Students with pro- 
ficiency in Mathematics are able to enroll in Geometry in the ninth 
grade and are also allowed placement in accelerated courses at the 
High School. 

The Social Studies Department has undergone complete change 
from a strictly text oriented course, with one book for each student, 
to a multi media involvement utilizing all available resources. The 
department should be commended for the development and implemen- 
tation of the sequential United States History course designed to give 
students a much clearer understanding of the history and traditions of 
America. 

The English department is subdivided into two areas; those 
primarily concerned with English grammar, composition and exposition; 
and those involved with literature and reading. Each area has develop- 
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ed media and materials which truly reflect concern for individual stu- 
dents. Within the Reading Program, the department was fortunate 
to have a cooperative reading tutorial program developed with Stone- 
hill College students. 

These have been some general observations of trends at the Junior 
High, but it is important to note that the curriculum has undergone 
total revision, and the teaching staff has taken the time and expended 
the effort in changing, developing, and implementing and teaching 
these revisions. The positive growth reflected in the test scores 
would indicate that the academic program, together with activities in 
which students are involved, contribute heavily to their successful 
development. 

Several specific activities have taken place this past year. The 
student body, under the direction of Mrs. Donna Larkins, Mr. Edward 
Denon and Mr. Gordon Ross, produced the musical ‘South Pacific.’ 
This production was an outstanding social and financial success. Senior 
citizens and the East Bridgewater members of the Associated Blind 
of Greater Brockton were special guests. The directors and cast 
generously donated $1,000.00 of the proceeds to the Junior High 
Library, and purchased a new 16mm movie projector for school use. 
This type of involvement with the school on the part of its students 
is most commendable. The ninth grade again sponsored an enjoy- 
able banquet with parents and staff as invited guests, while our Stu- 
dent Council has been active in projects that benefited not only the 
school, but also the entire community. Several buffets were held for 
the student body and various town officials were invited guests. The 
Senior Citizens utilized the cafeteria services on several occasions. 
Several of the students attended Project Contemporary Competitive- 
ness, a summer enrichment program for accelerated students, held at 
the State College at Bridgewater. 

I am pleased to welcome Miss Diane Dery to the faculty of the 
Junior High School in the Mathematics Department. She is an honor 
graduate of Westfield State College with teaching experience at the 
Marymount International School in Rome, Italy. 

I would like to extend my sincere thanks to Mr. Stanley B. Gold- 
man, Mr. Gordon W. Mitchell and the School Committee for their co- 
operation. Special commendations should be accorded to my assist- 
ant, Miss Isabelle Odabashian and the entire staff of the Junior High 
School for their assistance in making this past year a successful and 
rewarding experience for the entire student body.

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Report of the Principal 
of the Intermediate School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 

I am pleased to submit the annual report as Principal of the In- 
termediate School and to commend the entire staff of the school for 
their commitment to the improvement of the educational opportuni- 
ties afforded the children of East Bridgewater. 

The total enrollment at the school this year is 455. The en- 
rollment is broken down by grades as follows: Grade 4: 77, Grade 5: 
201, Grade 6: 177. 

The increase over last year was not as great as had previously been 
anticipated due largely to the fact that Grade one enrollment was 
lower this year and therefore Mr. Murray could house more fourth 
graders than previously expected. Next September, however, with 
approximately 80 Fourth Graders plus the 5th and 6th grades, our en- 
rollment will be approximately 520. In order to house these students, 
it will be necessary to reorganize our housing pattern. At present 
the faculty and I are planning to place the children in groups of 
approximately 100 students. These pupils will be housed in three 
rooms with four teachers. Hopefully, this will satisfy our over- 
crowded problems. 

The teachers and I were pleased to welcome the following faculty 
members to our school this past September. Their varied back- 
grounds as well as their enthusiasm have added greatly to our in- 
structional program. 

Miss Evelyn Ashey was elected to teach reading and English at 
the 5th and 6th grade levels. Miss Ashey is a 1971 graduate of 
Northeastern University where she majored in Elementary Education. 

Mr. David Frazer was elected our part-time art teacher and is 
working with the children three days a week. Mr. Frazer is a 1971 
graduate of Rhode Island School of Design. 

Mrs. Rietta Gebaide was elected to teach 4th grade reading, science 
and social studies. Mrs. Gebaide is a 1970 graduate of Stern College in 
New York where she majored in Elementary Education. 

During this past year there have been many activities and im- 
provements at the Intermediate School. Worthy of note is the exten- 
sion of the perceptually handicapped program under the tutorage 
of Mrs. Thomas Cyrs. This year Mrs. Cyrs is working with approxi- 
mately fifteen youngsters as well as coordinating their programs in 
the other subject areas. There is no doubt that the children are bene- 
fitting greatly from this program. 

Another program of a tutorial nature continues each week with 
junior reading students from the State College at Bridgewater. These 
students are members of Mrs. Isabelle King’s reading course and in 
conjunction with their studies they work with approximately sixty of 
our youngsters in reading. It goes without saying that there are many 
benefits accrued by our pupils in this program.

The following activities occurred during the year and deserve 
mention: 


In March the entire fourth grade (from Central and Inter- 
mediate) participated in a field trip to the New Aquarium in Boston. 
This trip was held in conjunction with a social studies unit on fishing 
as well as a science unit on the ocean. 


The fifth grade trip in April was to the Freedom Trail in Boston. 
Although the trip was dampened by weather, the children gained 
much insight into the history of not only Massachusetts, but also of 
our country. 


Once again this year the East Bridgewater Commercial Club spon- 
sored our sixth grade trip to the U. S. S. Massachusetts in Fall River 
and to Capron Park in Attleboro. This trip proved to be educational as 
well as recreational for the children. 

In June of this year the first Creative Arts Festival was held 
at Central School. This program was presented through the efforts 
of Mrs. Rebeiro and Mr. Cartier in physical education, Miss Curran and 
Miss Close in music and Mrs. Baker and Mrs. Muliero in art. The 
children performed in all the above areas and all grades were repre- 
sented. 


Another program of value was held for the 5th and 6th grade 
students last spring. This particular program was for non-swimmers 
who were transported to the Y. W. C. A. three days a week for swim- 
ming instruction. Once again special thanks goes to the physical edu- 
cation department and the staff of the Y. W. C. A. for their efforts 
in this program. 

There have been many improvements made at the Intermediate 
School during this past year. Most of these improvements have been 
accomplished by the Maintenance Department and by the _ Inter- 
mediate School Custodial Staff. 


Prominent among these improvements was the installation of new 
aluminum windows in the front of the building. These have not only 
added to the attractiveness of the building, but also provide better 
insulation for these rooms. It is planned to slowly continue replacing 
these windows during the next few years. 

Another improvement within the building during this year was the 
renovation of the cafeteria area. This area, used as a classroom 
over half the day, was in need of repair and modernizing, and now 
provides us with a pleasant lunchroom as well as classroom area. 

On the outside of the building, the maintenance department has 
installed a new sidewalk at the front of the building and also at the 
side gym exit. There has also been a new dry well sunk to accom- 
modate drainage from the roof of the building. Upon completion of 
this project the East Bridgewater Garden Club planted new shrubs in 
front of the building. Previously, the roof drainage washed away the 
topsoil and prevented growth of the shrubs. 

Along with these major accomplishments many minor repairs and 
remodeling projects have been concluded during this past year. Con- 
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strucfion of book cases, painting of rooms, and paneling the front cor- 
ridor are but a few. 

Once again, I would like to publicly express my appreciation to 
the East Bridgewater Commercial Club for sponsoring our sixth grade 
trip. As in the past these trips prove to be most worthwhile for our 
students. 

A special thanks also goes to the East Bridgewater Garden Club for 
the aforementioned shrubs in front of the building. 

At this time I would like to express my sincere thanks to you Mr. 
Goldman as well as Mr. Mitchell and the members of the East Bridge- 
water School Committee for your continued encouragement and sup- 
port. It is this type of support which enables the administration and 
faculty to provide the best possible education for the children of the 
town.

Report of the Principal 
of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 

I am pleased to submit the following report of activities of the 
Central School for the year 1971. 

Enrollment figures showed the total enrollment from January 
through June for Grades 1-4 had little fluctuation and was approxi- 
mately 783 pupils. The September enrollment was 767 pupils and by 
December the figure rose to 777. The pupils were distributed as 
follows: 

Grade One, 184 pupils; Grade Two, 238 pupils; Grade Three, 200 
pupils; Grade Four, 155 pupils. 

During the year there were several changes made in personnel. 
Three teachers who had served the town for a number of years 
retired from the Central School. Mrs. Vivian Crabbe, Mrs. Grace 
Venturini, and Mrs. Edna Whitmore all of whom had given valuable 
teaching to the pupils of East Bridgewater were honored by’ their 
colleagues at a get-together in June. 

New personnel for September were: 

In Grade One, Miss Carolyn Conte; in Grade Two, Miss Karen Brin- 
dle, Mrs. Geraldine Taylor; in Grade Three, Mrs. Paula Larson; in 
Grade Four, Miss Ruth Ann Sand, Miss Barbara MacDonald, Mrs. 
Susan Skeiber. 

Mr. Paul Doherty was appointed to the position of assistant prin- 
cipal. 

In the hope of better utilizing the abilities of the teaching staff 
in order to supply better learning opportunities to pupils a plan of 
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cooperative teaching was organized. Pupils of Grades Two, Three, and 
Four were placed in groups to be taught by teams of teachers who 
planned cooperatively and shared teaching responsibilities for the en- 
tire group. With this organizational plan more stress was given to 
developing ways to meet the personal and academic needs of children 
through greater use of multi-media and methods that would assure 
attention to these individual needs. Two rooms in Grade One con- 
tinued to function with team teaching and a pilot reading program was 
begun in two more Grade One rooms. 


Along with the cooperative teaching has been the in-service train- 
ing of the staff in the reading and mathematics curriculum areas. 
Since September much study has been given these areas to eventually 
establish a continuum of learning in each subject area that will allow 
for more individualization of learning. Under the supervision of 
Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Condron, and Mr. Murray the staff has spent several 
Wednesday afternoons examining the present curricula and establish- 
ing new content material and behavioral objectives. Dr. Sidney Rol- 
lins of Rhode Island College has been the consultant for the workshops. 


After considerable study and preparation two NDEA projects in 
social studies and science were approved by the State Department of 
Education. As a result science materials and objectives that encourage 
a process approach to learning have been initiated. Teachers report 
greater interest in science by pupils as they work with these new 
program materials that are highly motivated. 


During the latter part of January and the first of February there 
was heavy absence due to a rash of colds, flu, etc. The highest ab- 
sence occurred on January 29 when 210 pupils were absent from classes. 


Teachers have been encouraged to visit other schools and to attend 
professional conferences that might develop them professionally and 
give impetus to their teaching. Many of the teachers and adminis- 
trators have had valuable experiences on such occasions. 


We were grateful to Mrs. Margaret Tesson and Mrs. Patricia 
Morawski for volunteering their services during the year to aid pupils 
with their work. Mrs. Repeta, also, assisted Mrs. Circe in the Speech 
Department. We appreciate the time and efforts of these parents. 


A Creative Arts Festival held on the evening of June 16 gave 
the parents an opportunity to witness the achievements of the pupils 
in the areas of art, music, and physical education. Under the com- 
bined efforts of Mrs. Rebeiro, Mr. Cartier, Miss Close, Miss Curran, 
Mrs. Baker, and Mrs. Muliero the pupils demonstrated how skills are 
developed from Grade One through Grade Six. 

On October 14 National School Lunch Week was observed when 
parents of the pupils of Grade One were invited to eat with the pupils 
in the Cafeteria. More than 180 parents had an opportunity to see the 
operation of the lunch program. 

A new booklet called “A Wider World” was printed and dis- 
tributed to all parents in October. The information given in the 
booklet was designed to give parents a clearer understanding of the 
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many routines and procedures that pupils experience while attending 
the Central School. 

In cooperation with the State College at Bridgewater, several 
student teachers taught at the Central School during the year. Miss 
Eileen Curley, Mrs. Maria Greco, Mrs. Ann Hurd in Grade One and 
Miss Patricia DeSimone, Mrs. Cynthia Borden, Miss Susan Davis, Miss 
Elizabeth Phaneuf in Grade Two. 

Again during the year many conferences were held with teachers, 
parents, social workers, and representatives of other educational 
services to assist in resolving problems that affect the normal progress 
of the child in his school life. The Referral Committee has been active 
during the year to serve teacher needs.

Grade Three pupils to Plimoth Plantation on November 12 and 
November 18. 

Christmas parties — Grade Four music assemblies with Miss Close 
on December 22. 

Grade Three pupils with Miss Querzoli saw ‘Hansel and Gretel” 
at Bridgewater State College on December 21. 

I would like to mention each person who in some special way has 
given something “extra” of himself for the sake of good education for 
our pupils. However, it must suffice for me to say again that I am 
grateful to our teachers for their splendid cooperation and to all 
school personnel, parents, and other persons and organizations who 
have helped in many ways to develop a good educational program.

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Report of Guidance Department 


High School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 

. Guidance services at the high school center principally on the 
establishment of career goals for each student. Interest inventories, 
aptitude and achievement tests and measurements of intelligence are 
used as tools for counseling all students towards a choice of an appro- 
priate career. Our library of catalogs for all institutions of higher 
learning is kept up-to-date and made available on a loan basis to any- 
one who is interested. Occupational information files are also accessible 
to anyone who has the need for them. 

Many former students, as well as other local residents, have re- 
ceived assistance in educational and/or vocational placement. We 
work closely with the Judge Stone Clinic, the Massachusetts Re- 
habilitation Commission, the Commission for the Blind and other re- 
ferral agencies in providing special services for the handicapped. 

Innovations in the Guidance Department this year include a High 
School Profile which is sent to all educational institutions with the 
student applications. The Work-Study Program has been expanded to 
include seniors in the business course who experience an 8-week in- 
ternship at the Foxboro Company. We anticipate further extension of 
the practicum principle into the college preparatory course. Stu- 
dents who have been unable to complete the requirements for re- 
quired English courses during the year or at summer school now have 
the opportunity of taking correspondence courses through the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Education. A five-year follow-up study of the 
Class of 1966 is nearing completion. 

Much time is spent on course adjustments and on the preparation 
of college transcripts. We sponsor guidance films, assemblies, and 
field trips. Parents are always welcome to visit or telephone.

Junior High Guidance 


In order to provide the widest range of services and activities 
through the Junior High Guidance office, the utilization of group 
methods has proved most productive in the following areas: 

a. orientation of students 

b. testing the four areas — achievement, ability, aptitude and 

interest at various grade levels 

ce. interpretation of test data and the translation of this 

information by the student into decision-making for the 
future 

d. information dissemination to student and parent, pertaining to 

occupational and educational opportunities, summer school 
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programs (local and P. C. C.), area vocational schools, 
course selection and requirements 

e. faculty meetings to discuss placement, testing, referral agencies, 

educational services 

f. referral committee meetings involving faculty, administration, 

family and guidance. 

Many facets of the guidance program must be dealt with on an in- 
dividual basis, however. The home visit, the referral to outside agen- 
cies, the court reports, the psychological reports, the personnel prob- 
lem, the emotional problem, the motivational problems, the behavioral 
problem, the learning disability child, the special education child, the 
transfer student, the worried parent, the concerned teacher, each re- 
quires the personal, undivided, and usually immediate attention of the 
guidance counselor. In every instance, the objective of the guidance 
program is to offer as many services to the greatest number of people 
during the school year.

Elementary School Counselor 


The elementary school counselor functions in the Intermediate 
School and the Central School. He works as a consultant to teachers, 
parents, special service personnel, and the building Principals. He 
counsels with children as referred by teachers and parents upon the 
recommendation of the Principal. In addition, he acts in the capacity 
of School Psychologist servicing all areas of special educational needs 
including the evaluation of children with learning problems, emo- 
tional and behavioral problems, and their proper placement. 

The SRA Achievement Tests were given in September of 1970 
to 1000 students in grades 2 through 6. Results of the tests were 
evaluated and explained to the teaching staff. The scheduling of these 
tests and the make-up tests were the responsibility of the guidance de- 
partment. Further testing was done in March of 1971 in Grade 4. Tests 
included mental ability and achievement. These tests were adminis- 
tered State wide, as requested by the Department of Education. 

In May of 1971 a Pre-school Screening Test was administered 
by the Guidance Staff to 182 children. The children represented 
most of the in-coming first grade students of September. From the 
results of this early screening a total of 128 were recommended to 
attend Summer Kindergarten for help in various areas of need. 

The elementary school counselor also functions as a contact 
between the school, the home, and the various outside agencies such 
as the Judge Stone Clinic, Mass. General Hospital, and Children’s Med- 
ical Center.

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Language Training Program 
Central School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 

There are ten students presently enrolled in the tutorial language 
training program at the Central School. The aim of our program is 
to begin training the student as soon as possible so that failures and 
frustrations do not overcome his ability to learn. 

The students are seen daily on an individual or small group 
basis. The training they receive is a multi-sensory approach to read- 
ing. This approach has proven effective with children who have a 
language problem. The children are taught to use their ears, eyes, and 
hands, all at the same time, to read. The sounds, shapes, and the 
feel of the letters and words are taught with clay, sandpaper, finger- 
painting, and wooden letters. Games to show directionality and rhythm 
are incorporated into their lessons for reading. Tape recorders are 
used to enhance their listening skills, and movies and overhead 
projectors are utilized for visual perception skills. These are only a 
few of the techniques we use in our multi-sensory approach to reading. 

The children with the most serious disabilities are taken into the 
program first. The classroom teachers are given a weekly report on 
each child’s work and progress. The teacher can then work with him 
to reinforce his special instruction. 

The students are carefully diagnosed and evaluated, and when it 
is felt they have achieved enough progress, they are given less time in 
the program. They are not dropped completely from the program all 
at once, but are slowly and cautiously “weeded out” of the program 
and placed into their classroom groups. This slow integration is to 
eliminate problems for the child and to be sure that he is ready 
to cope with complete classroom inte,vention.

During the past year tutoring was provided for a total of eighteen 
students.

This was done on either 
an individual or a small group basis, depending upon the needs of the 
child. 

The aim of the tutorial program is to overcome existing weak- 
nesses and bolster strengths in the visual, auditory and tactile areas 
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of a child’s development. Students learn how to combine the knowl- 
edge gained from one or two of these areas and then apply this 
knowledge to reading and spelling. 

Much success has been evident in the achievements of the students 
this past year. Continued success may be hoped for in 1972.

Report of the Speech Therapist 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 

I submit herewith my report for the year 1971. 

Speech services were offered to the children in the elementary 
schools beginning with the Summer Kindergarten at which time all 
in-coming first grade children were screened for possible defective 
speech patterns. Of the number tested, 35 or appromixately 15% 
were found to have mild to severe problems. 

There are, at present, 65 children receiving some type of speech 
therapy with the emphasis being on correction in the early grades. 
A continuation of the more severe cases is continued on through 
grade 6. Students in the Junior High School receive therapy on a 
voluntary basis.

The winter activities of the high school were:

Report of the 
Director of School Lunches 


To Mr. Goldman: 

Audit of the School Lunch Program for last year showed an 
80.6% participation. Cost per plate averaged 44.6¢; this includes an 
average of 6.6¢ worth of government commodities. 

At the Central School 2,497 Headstart Pupils were served. 
These children are served before the regular daily lunch program 
begins. 

Special days have been observed at all the schools — annual 
Thanksgiving and Christmas Dinners were held with town officials 
as guests at the High and Junior High Schools. 

During School Lunch Week in October parents of First Graders 
were invited to lunch at the Central School to observe the School 
Lunch system. 

The Breakfast Program was started December 1st at the High 
School. Requirements for this are % pint whole milk, 1 slice of 
bread or the equivalent in cereal, muffin, etc. and % cup fruit or 
fruit juice. An average of 110 breakfasts per day were served in 
December — price is 15¢. 

Last year 13,641 Free Lunches were served at the four schools, 
Reimbursement is 42¢ per meal. This year our average is higher, 
totalling 135 per day, as compared with daily average of 75 last year. 

Work has been carried out on the Free Lunch Program with the 
help of Gordon Mitchell.

In January 1972 the Lunch Program for the Elderly will start 
on one day a week basis. Thursday is the day that has been agreed 
upon. Lunch will be served at the Junior High School at a cost of 
50¢ for those eligible. 

I repeat again this year, townspeople are invited to visit at any 
time to observe our School Lunch Programs. Lunch may be enjoyed 
at the regular adult price of 65¢ if an advance reservation is made — 
this is limited to once a year. 

Thanks to many who have given their time and ability in advanc- 
ing the School Lunch Program in our town.
